The Palestinian Authority 
detained hundreds of suspected 
Islamic militants and collaborators, 
according to Amnesty, 19 of which 
have died in detention mostly asa 
result of torture. 


Sexist Science 

FAIRFAX, VA - Fertility 
researchers announced Wednesday 
that they’ve found a way to sort sperm, 
allowing parents to choose the sex 
of their baby. 

Sperm cells used in artificial insem- 
ination can be sorted by the amount 


of DNA they contain, say doctors at 
the Genetics and IVF Institute: 

By targeting either X or Y chro- 
mosome-bearing sperm, the insti- 
tute’s doctors said in a statement, 
sperm samples could be extracted 
that contain a majority of cells with 
either chromosome. 

In trials, 29 pregnancies have 
been initiated to produce females. 
So far, nine patients have given birth 
to 11 healthy baby girls according 
to the institute. 

A study of couples requesting boys 
also turned out results consistent 
with their productions, a lead 
researcher said. Exact results were 
not released however.

Coming off their best season in over 30 years, the Blue Devils are hum- 
bled by a superior team in an overwhelming atmosphere

The South Dakota State 
Jackrabbits proved to be a tough 
team to catch early on in the first 
half of a brutal Blue Devils season 
opener. After each team’s first three 
possessions of the ball, the 
Jackrabbits lived up to their name, 
scoring on each drive, while the 
Blue Devils were forced to punt 
each time and never made it past 
the South Dakota 40-yard line. 
South Dakota would go on to take 
a 56-13 victory to please the home- 
town crowd of 3,436. 

However, for a team coming off 
their best finish in more than 30 
years, the Blue Devils are not as 
disappointed with the loss as one 
might expect. After finishing last 
season with a 5-2 conference record 
in the WIAC, good for second 
place after beating perennial 
favorites UW-La Crosse, UW- 
Stevens Point and UW-River Falls, 
the team insists that their first 
game was not an indicator of what 
is to come throughout the season. 

“This is what is called a guar- 
antee game,” said Head Coach Ed 
Meierkort, returning for his sixth 
year at Stout. A team like South 
Dakota, playing in the North 
Central Conference and affiliat- 
ed with the NCAA Division II, 
plays a team like Stout as a non- 
conference record builder. With 
over 40 players on scholarship, the 
chances of a WIAC Division III 
team like Stout turning the tables 


on the Jackrabbits add up to about 
$380,000 to zero. To compensate 
for the loss, the Blue Devils are 
rewarded with a little cash to pad 


their football fund.

Bunyan to make their mark on the 
boards at 21-6. This drive came 
despite the 97 degree heat at kick- 
off rime that forced the team to 
pull their front lines out early. 

South Dakota tacked on two 
more scores in the second quarter. 
The first touchdown was set up 
when Stout was driving, but Bunyan 
was picked off by Jason Melcher, 
who returned the ball to the Stout 
43-yard line. Five plays later, quar- 
terback Noel Bouche found Steve 
Heiden for the 19-yard touchdown 
reception. 

The Jackrabbits scored again 
late in the third quarter, but Stout 
answered with their best looking 
sustained drive of the day, cover- 
ing 79 yards in nine plays. Bunyan 
found tailback Shawn Lund for a 
seven yard touchdown reception 
to make it 42-13 with 14 minutes 
left on the clock. Kicker Nolan 
Mosher’s attempt to add to his 
career records proved successful. 
Recovering from a blocked kick 
after Stout’s first touchdown, 
Mosher connected on the Blue 
Devil’s second touchdown to set 
a school and career record for most 
points after touchdowns. Mosher 
now has 54 career PATs. 

After South Dakota closed the 
game with two more scoring drives, 
there were more numbers to talk 
about besides just the final score. 
The Jackrabbits skipped off the field 
with a total of 517 yards on offense, 
while the Blue Devils held on to an 
impressive 314 total yards, includ- 
ing 141 on the ground and 173 in 


the air. With Stout's players aver- 
aging 6’4” and weighing in at around 
294 pounds, Coach Meierkort insists, 
“we got in their way.” 

Bunyan threw for a total of 169 
yards, 99 of that to Witcraft, who 
pulled in four catches throughout 
the game. Lund led Stout’s ground 
game with 46 yards. 

So, don’t be fooled by the bot- 
tom-line score of this game: expec- 
tations are still high on.the Blue 
Devil football field. The Blue Devils 
return 14 seniors this year, includ- 
ing three of their four starting 
defensive backs, who last year 
allowed the least amount of pass- 
ing yards in the conference. Chalk 
this one up to experience, which 
no matter how bittersweet, can 
always come in handy when con- 
ference play starts. 

“This game was a great experi- 
ence for us,” Meierkort said. “The 


kids liked the atmosphere of the 
game, playing in a big stadium in 
front of a big crowd, but it was hum- 
bling going home. This was a les- 
son in reality. Last season is over. 
That can be tough on a kid’s ego.” 

Looking ahead to this Saturday’s 
game against UM-Morris, another 
NCAA Division II team, the Blue 
Devils expect another highly com- 
petitive game. Except this time, 
Meierkort said with confidence, 
“We are favored to win for the next 
two weeks. The game [against South 
Dakota State] should help us mode 
well for the rest of the year. Now, 
when we play the big guys in our 
conference, it will make them look 
a little more human.” 

The Blue Devils are excited to 
be back on their own turf this week- 
end when they open at home 
against UM-Morris on Saturday, 
Sept. 12, at 7 p.m.

A graduate of Eau Claire Memorial, 
Monson was a three-time conference 
doubles champion, three-time sec- 
tional doubles champion and was 
ranked in the top ten of the state for 
three years. He was an assistant coach 
at Memorial for both the boy’s and 
girl's programs from 1990-93 and has 
also been a teaching professional in 
Eau Claire, St. Paul, and Salt Lake 
City, Utah. 

While at UW-Eau Claire, from 
1989-92 Monson, 28, was an NAIA 
District 14 doubles champion. That 
same year, 1992, the Blugolds also 
won the District 14 title to advance 
to national competition. The Blugolds 
were ‘also the Wisconsin State 


University Conference champions 
that year. Monson stayed at Eau Claire 
as an assistant coach in 1993-94, and 
the Blugolds repeated as District 14 
champions in 1993. 

Monson believes in working hard 
and will work right alongside his 
players. “I will be out there doing 
the work with them,” he said; “When 
they do the drills, I will do the drills.” 

He also looks forward to much 
improvement from the team.

Several Menomonie residents 
along 6th Street awoke Saturday 
to find the tires of their cars slashed. 
Apparently 30 vehicles had at least 
one of their tires slashed in the 
early hours of the morning. So far 
41 tires have been reported as van- 
dalized. 

Many vehicle owners spent the 
morning changing their own tires, 
others had to hire local towing 
companies and get their tires fixed 
at shops in the area. Steve 
Obradovich of Dennis’ Auto Ser- 
vice said the tires on the cars he 
towed appeared to be punctured 
with something, perhaps a knife. 

Two local men are now sus- 
pects in the car vandalism inci- 
dents. They had been picked up 
by police earlier that morning for 
questioning on unrelated crimes. 
Witnesses reported two suspi- 
cious males walking near 28th 
Ave.

4:36 a.m. that appeared to be car- 


rying stolen items from 
a neighboring home. 
Officers soon found the 
men with a vehicle con- 
taining a large number 
of tools, stereo equip- 
ment, and other prop- 
erty, of which some had 
been stolen from a garage 
just south of where the 
men were first spotted. 

Shawn M. Banks, 24 
and Zachary P. Meyer, 22, 
both of the Menomonie 
area, were taken into cus- 
tody and charged with 
felony possession of stolen 
property.

Prestigious review of U.S. universi- 
ties names Stout masters program

In arecent U.S. News & 
World Report article concern- 
ing the best graduate schools in 
the country, Stout was praised 
for its rehabilitation counsel- 
ing concentration in the mas- 
ter’s degree of Vocational Reha- 
bilitation. 

In the report, Stout ranked 
well within top name schools 
such as Penn State and Boston 
University. Although Stout 
was up against large scale uni- 
versities, it still ranked 11th 
overall among schools with sim- 
ilar programs. 

Stout’s “applied approach” 
has received high praise from 
many rehabilitation profes- 
sionals. By taking a hands on, 
direct approach accessing and 
providing counseling for dis- 
abled people, the university 
believes students will benefit. 

The magazine’s high ranking 
of Stout came as no surprise to 
Shirley Stewart, chair of the 
department of rehabilitation and 
counseling. “People all around 
the country recognize our pro- 


gram,” remarked Stewart, “and 
our reputation helps us get fac- 
ulty, students, and funding”. 

Bob Peters, director of the 
graduate program in Vocational 
Rehabilitation, says he was 
attracted to Stout for its nation- 
al reputation in the vocation- 
al rehabilitation area. “Stu- 
dents have also been wonderful 
ambassadors of our program,” 
said Stewart. 

Stout earns much of its new 
faces on campus from former 
students and just general “word 
of mouth.” The Vocational 
Rehabilitation program 
depends on its well-kept rep- 
utation to provide funding for 
the future. Each year the U.S. 
Department of Education pro- 
vides full tuition and expens- 
es for 20 students in the grad- 
uate rehabilitation program. 

Articles such as the one that 
appeared in U.S. News & World 
Report are no surprise to those 
in the vocational. rehabilita- 
tion profession, but reassure 
current and future students that 
their achievements have and 
will continue to be recognized.

The school year was started off 
with an ugly incident of vandal- 
ism, potentially by students. In ear- 
ly September, a number of small 
trees were knocked over and their 
tops ripped off. 

According to a report filed with 
the Menomonie Police Department 
on Sept. 9, “Five male subjects were 
observed walking east on the 400 
block of 12th Avenue, breaking 
trees and bending them over. The 
witness observed the suspects as 
being intoxicated...three trees were 
broken off.” 

In addition to the 12th Avenue 
incident, the Menomonie Police 
Department reported two trees 
down in front of Our Saviour 
Church on 9th Street. The per- 
petrators are suspected to be stu- 
dents, although further evidence 
has not yet been disclosed. 

The trees were planted three 
years ago in a collaboration between 
NSP and the city of Menomonie. 
The newly planted trees were part 
of an effort to replace the previ- 
ously removed trees, the majority 
of which were Dutch Elm. Many 
were not only diseased, but were 
threatening power lines with their 


height. The current replacement 
trees are all slightly dwarfed species 
and will not interfere with the 
power lines.

The city and the residents replaced 
and nursed the trees back to health. 
The damage was practically unno- 
ticeable in a matter of days. This 
time the young trees stand bare 
and abused-a reminder to the 
neighborhood's residents, both 


families and students. Ward Alder- 
man David Holmstrom said, “I 
hope that this really made an 
impression on the students, because 
they did it to their own neigh- 
borhood.” 

New families in the neighbor- 
hood were also affected by the 
events. Resident Michell Saiful- 
lah, who moved to the area one 
year ago said, “They didn’t dam- 
age our trees, but did throw oranges 
at our house.” She added, “We had 
no trouble last fall, but this kind 
of thing makes us think...I mean, 
we have small children.” 

A university cannot function 
apart from the community it is 
located in, and this kind of reck- 
less vandalism can only contribute 
to a negative image of students. 
Alderman Holmstrom said, “ It’s a 
teflection on the student body, and 
you don’t need that kind of PR...” 

The vandalism will not only 
corrode the student image, but also 
the core sense of community. 
Nowhere is this evidenced more 
than in the families on the block 
that had been watering and taking 
care of the trees for the past three 
years.

“South Park” invades Stout

Over a year after its inception, 
UW-Stout students will finally be 
able to witness what is the most 
popular show among college-aged 
students. That’s right, the Trey 
Parker and Matt Stone brainchild 
known nationwide as “South Park” 
will finally be available in the 
Menomonie area. Details are rather 
sketchy and revolve around the 
neighborhood students live in, but 
prior to Oct. 30, the words “cheesy 
poof” will be commonly heard 
around campus. 

The opportunity for Marcus 
Cable to carry the Comedy Cen- 
tral channel revolves around the 
area upgrade to a fiber optic sys- 
tem.

Flix, ESPN2, The Country Music 
Channel, Court TV, SCI-FI, Car- 
toon Network, and the infamous 
Comedy Central. Advertised as 


The Showcase Package, the fea- 


ture will also enable viewers access 
to Marcus Cable Home Theater, 
a pay-per-view channel showcas- 
ing movies for in-home viewing. 

The channels will not come 
free of charge, however, due to the 
fact that an in-home box scram- 
bler must be used in conjunction 
with the system. The package itself 
will run Stout students a month- 
ly charge of $2.99, with a box 
monthly rental of $2.70, and remote 
rental of $0:36 a month. There 
will be no charge for installation, 
and the first month of use will also 
be free. 

Some neighborhoods of the city 
are already functioning on the fiber 
optic system and have the pack- 


age already available to them. Oth- 
er areas, called “nodes,” are still 
being worked on, and as afore- 
mentioned, all will be up and in 
working order before Oct. 30. 

Those living in the residence 
halls may have a different time- 
line to abide by. Negotiations are 
going on between school officials 
and Tim Normand who represents 
Marcus Cable. Both sides hope 
that aconclusion can be reached 
soon, and the package will be avail- 
able before the ground is covered 
with snow.

This will put curious consumers 
in touch with Customer Service, 
which will be able to answer any 
questions.

Stout had one of their best games 
on the ground ina long time, with 
Shawn Lund leading the attack 
with a career-best 132 yards on 19 
carries. Freshman Mark Bergman 
had 53 yards on four carries. Another 
freshman, Ross Moline, tallied up 
five rushes for 48 yards and ran in 
the final touchdown of the game, 
a 20-yard scamper. 

UW-Stout quarterback Matt 
Bunyan made several contributions 
to the win, throwing for a school 
record six touchdowns to lead the 
Blue Devils. This record adds on 
to an already extensive list of 
Bunyan’s career achievements, 
including a’sécond place spot on 
Stout's all-time passing list and the 
school record for most passing 
yardage in a single season. 

Bunyan connected three times 
for scoring strikes to receiver Jesse 
Diaz, who finished the night with 
10 catches for 211 yards, only two 
yards short of the school record 
for most yards gained on pass receiv- 
ing in a single game. Bunyan and 
Diaz hooked up for scores of 48, 
43, and 35 yards. In his two pre- 
vious years, Diaz had never caught 
a touchdown pass. 

Bunyan went on to finish the 
night with 318 yards passing, con- 
necting on 17-of-27 attempts. 
Bunyan also threw touchdown 
passes to Jesse Witcraft for five 
yards, to Ryan Patt for six yards, 
and to Lund for 16 yards. Last year 
Bunyan threw for five touchdowns 
on four different occasions in a 
single game. Bunyan currently has 
55 career touchdowns, just four 
short of the school record of 59 
held by Tim Peterson.

The one-vehicle accident report- 
edly occurred just after 3. a.m. and 
remained under investigation. 

Erickson was affectionately 
known by his friends as Mikey. His 
friends commented how he had 
the uncanny knack to be there just 
when he was needed and had a

Keep pedaling was a recurrent 
theme this past summer in GTE’s 
Big Ride Across America.

UW-Stout’s own Monte Gomke 
participated in the 48-day ride.

Capitol shooters in court 
Washington - The two suspects 
of the July shooting on the U.S, Capi- 
tol building had their first scheduled 
court appearance this Wednesday. 
The suspects are accused of killing 
two police officers and will remain 
under locked hospital guard. Russell 
Weston, Jr., who had suffered gun- 
shot wounds during the incident was 
unable to appear in court before now. 


Officers Jacob J. Chestnut and John 
Gibson died during the exchange of 
gunfire, and a 24-year-old tourist was 
slightly wounded. 


Clinton’s intimates exposed 

Washington - Footage of Pres- 
ident Clinton’s grand jury testi- 
mony was broadcast Monday over 
the nation’s airwaves. “It’s an 
embarrassing and personally painful 
thing,” Clinton told the grand 
jurors. An obviously shaken Clin- 
ton expressed anger at the prose- 
cutors questions. “I deplored what 
they were doing,” said Clinton. 
Presidential spokesman Mike 
McCurry’s response to the whole 
ordeal, “it should now be clear to 
everyone” that the president’s con- 
duct does not rise to the level of 
an impeachable offense.

Faculty Profile: Dr. Timothy Shiell __

Paulo Giancarlo Bizzarro, the first 
in the long line of performers, 
began touring Italy with his fam- 
ily act, and ever since, the Bizarros 
have been putting on shows that 
entertain and delight. 

In addition to the upcoming 
U.S. circus, the family also has 
two circuses which are currently 
touring Europe. 

The circus will take place Mon- 
day, Sept. 28 and Tuesday, Sept. 
29. It will feature a Morroccan 
tumbling group of six people doing 
unique routines, and an Argen- 
tinian Gaucho act with drums 


and traditional Argintinian 
Dances, in addition to numerous 
other attractions. 

The Circus Hope also boasts a 
politically correct slant. Says co- 
owner Massimigliano Bizzarro, 
“Our circus is European style; we 
have no animals, only dogs. There 
is no exploitation of animals - the 
dogs are treated very well. This 
is the way it is in Europe; they do 
not touch the aaaal We are 
just a little ahead of our time here.” 

Bizzarro, a performer himself 
since age 10, rani what he is 
talking about. He performed in 
the International Circus Monte- 
carlo in 1979 and won the Gold- 
en Clown Award, “Which is like 
the Golden Globe of circus per- 
forming,” he said, for his head- 
balancing trapeze act. In 1991 he 
also went on to set the world record 
for spinning on his head - 55 con- 
secutive times.

Imagine for a moment that 
instead of being the savior of the 
world, Jesus of Nazareth had settled 
down to raise a family. It is an inter- 
esting premise for one of Martin 
Scorsese’s greatest films, The Last 
Temptation of Christ. 


The show, an openly fictitious 
plot, features some of the great cin- 
ematography that Scorsese has become 
famous for. The storyline revolves 
around Christ’s struggle to-follow the 
word of God, and the almost tor- 
menting voices that haunt his entire 
being. Jesus, as portrayed by Willem 
Dafoe, 1s followed by these voices 
and visions until one day he litter- 
ally draws the line and asks God to 
confront him in the desert. 

Dafoe is aided throughout the 
movie by Judas (Harvey Keitel of 
Copland, From Dusk ‘til Dawn) 
and Mary Magdalene (Barbara 
Hershey of Beaches) and is pur- 
sued by the Romans, one of which 
is played by the familiar face of 
rocker David Bowie.

What carried this film more than 
any other aspect was its cast.

The real prize, however, 
is the portrayal done by Dafoe. Hav- 
ing since sunk into mediocracy, 
Dafoe shines in this role as the sav- 
ior of the world. Proving that at 
some point in his life, he could act 
well enough to carry a film. 

As in all of Scorsese’s films, the 
plot is solid, giving the players 
enough room to explore their char- 
acters deeply. This is one of the 
aspects that becomes apparent to 
the audience and makes for com- 
fortable storytelling. 

An odd twist in the end allows 
this movie to stand out from oth- 
ers, but the outcome is up to you 
to find out, because this movie is 
easily available as a rental. The 
story of Jesus is exceptional from 
any point of view, and there is no 
exception here. Overall, The Last 
Temptation of Christ earns four out 
of five Bibles, an exceptional film, 
yet lacking the bite it needs to 
drive its point home.

ain delay doesn’t stop the Blue 
evils from storming St. Ambrose

September weather always has 
been successful in killing off pesky 
insects, and last Saturday at Nelson 
Field, Mother Nature played her 
part ina 27-22 Blue Devil victory 
over the St. Ambrose Fighting Bees. 
After a two-and-a-half hour delay 
due to lightning storms and high 
winds, the Devils returned toa sog- 
vy field to take the sting out of a 
long night with a last-minute touch- 
down to seal the win. 

St. Ambrose came out ina fren- 
zy, gaining 53 yards on their first 
drive and putting points on the 
board early in the first quarter. But 
Stout was close beHind, with Shawn 
Lund gaining 35 yards on the 
ground, and receivers Jesse Diaz 
and Billy Busch pulling down 33 
yards in passing from Matt Bunyan. 
A short pass to Lund recorded the 
first touchdown for the Blue Devils, 
and from then on, the Bees were 
busy playing catch-up after every 
Stout score. 

Early in the second quarter, both 
teams lacked efficiency, making 
only short gains and punting the 
ball away after several missed 
attempts at a first down. On St. 
Ambrose’s first drive of the quar- 
ter, defensive end Ehrich Shaw 
handed the Fighting Bees quarter- 
back Joe Austin a loss of 12 yards 
with the first of five Blue Devil 
sacks. Less than seven minutes lat- 
er, a costly off-sides penalty against 
the Blue Devils put St. Ambrose 
In position to score their first touch- 
down of the game and take the lead 
at 13-7 with eight minutes left in 
the half. Bunyan’s short passes 
inched the Devils ever Goser to a 
second touchdown. With one 
minute left in the half, he carried 


the ball across the last yard and into 
the endzone. A failed PAT attempt 
left the half-time score tied at 13. 

The rain delay during half-time 

thinned the crowd in the stands 
from about 4,000 to 40 and gave 
the players plenty of locker room 
time to prepare for the second half. 
At about 11 p.m. the third quarter 
was under way, despite a light rain 
and a somewhat sloppy field. 
__ After St. Ambrose pushed Stout 
to a loss of 30 yards and earned a 
safety for two points, the Blue Devils 
completed heit longest drive of 
the game. A 14-play attempt, 
including four first downs, proved 
futile after Bunyan was sacked, and 
Stout was given a holding penal- 
ty at the one-yard line. Stout was 
lucky to put points up before the 
end of the third quarter when Tom 
Schaffner returned a 26-yard punt 
all the way back to paydirt for their 
third touchdown. 

St. Ambrose echoed Stout's good 
fortune four minutes into the fourth 
quarter. Aided by two more Stout 
penalties, the Bees floated into the 
end zone to set the score at 22-21 
in their favor. A blocked field goal 
attempt and one intercepted pass 
from Bunyan tightened the Bees’ 
grip on the win, but with three min- 
utes of opportunity left, Stout made 
a quick move for the victory. This 
time St. Ambrose donated a 16- 
yard penalty to the Blue Devil cause, 
putting Stout on the 38-yard mark- 
er and giving Bunyan plenty of room 
for completions to Diaz and Ryan 
Patt. With 52 seconds remaining 
on the clock, Lund rushed the last 
three yards, suffocating St. Ambrose 
and leaving them with just enough 
time to make a beeline off the field. 

UW-Stout Head Coach Ed 
Meierkort attributes St. Ambrose’s 
ability to come hack after every Blue 


Runningback Shawn Lund escaped a tackle with only seconds remaining in the game as 
quarterback Matt Bunyan looked on. For his efforts to bring the Blue Devils to another win, 
Lund was named Stout's Offensive Player of the Week. Lund rushed for a game high 127 yards 
on18 carries and caught three passes for 26 yards and one touchdown. Bunyan also received 
honors as USA Football magazine's pick for National Division II Offensive Player of the Week. 


Devil scoring play to mistakes and 
missed opportunities. “We let them 
off the hook. Our receivers weren't 
playing well, giving away penalties 
and breaking off their routes.”

Reconstruction of Crescent 
Street is the next and final stage 
of the downtown renovation pro- 
ject. The construction is sched- 
uled to begin as soon as weather 
permits in April of 1999. The con- 
struction will be completed in two 
stages. The first stage will close 
Crescent Street to traffic from the 
radio station on Broadway to the 
Fourth Street and Crescent inter- 
section. The second stage will 
occupy Crescent from Fourth Street 
to Ninth Street. The first stage is 
charted to be completed by June 
12 if all goes as planned. The sec- 
ond stage will then begin shortly 
after the completion of stage one 
and is tentatively scheduled to be 
completed by Labor Day. 

The state of Wisconsin together 
with the city of Menomonie will be 
funding this large ground-breaking 
project. State funds will account for 
approximately 72 percent of this pro- 
ject and Menomonie will take care 
of the difference. Cedar Corpora- 
tion of Menomonie has compiled all 
the engineering plans for this rather 
significant project. Mike Stoffel of 
Cedar Corporation is the chief engi- 


pany, the inspection agency, and 
the people of Menomonie, includ- 
ing both students and citizens. In 
addition to communication, Main 
Street Menomonie will be work- 
ing with the city to ensure that 
there is sufficient parking avail- 
able for visitors and for making 
sure these areas are accessible to 
the public. 

Due to the nature of the recon- 
struction, traffic will be rerouted 
through other parts of Menomonie. 
During the first stage, the main 
detour will be located in the area 
encompassing Main Street to 
Broadway and vice versa. The sec- 
ond stage of construction will be 
located heavily on Broadway, 13th 
Avenue, and 9th Street to accom- 
modate traffic. 

The reconstruction of Crescent 
Street is not only designed to 
enhance the visual appearance of 
downtown Menomonie, but also to 

—make_it safer to travel for pedestri- 
ans, bicyclists, and vehicles on Cres- 
cent Street. In the beginning, the 
construction will undoubtedly cause 
traffic headaches, but the end result 
is sure to make those potential 
migraines distant memories.

The fact, 
Mr. Landlord, that another in your building 
owns a dog, but just happens to be a friend of 
the family, that you have been reported to keep things in such 
bad condition that “Mary” has fallen down steps, and that you 
have snubbed her pleas, is all beside the point. What is most important 
here is that you are breaking the law, committing a federal offense.

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Workshop turns 
leadership into a 
resume builder

To all of the people who feel as 
though they are involved with more 
extra-curricular activities than can 
be counted on all digits, there is a 
pay-off for this insanity. It isa sheet 
or two of paper commonly known 
asaresume. Many cringe and sigh 
at the thought of composing one, 
yet the need for a job will eventu- 
ally come into the picture and a 
resume will be required. 

There is a finesse to all this type. 
One cannot simply ramble on about 
the meaningless events of life - 
there must be purpose to the words 
on this resume. Bill Siedlecki, 
associate director of the UW-Stout 
Memorial Student Union, enlight- 
ened students Thursday, Sept. 24 
on how to recognize the leader- 
ship qualities and experiences on 
aresume. The ULead workshop 
entitled “Translating Your Lead- 
ership Experience to Your Resume,” 
spoke of what employers are look- 
ing for in an employee and ways 
employees can project these qual- 
ities to the employer. 

As stated in the workshop, 
employers are not only looking at 
grade point average (although that 
was high on the list), but also what 
the student has learned about them- 


’ selves and their leadership quali- 


ties. People attending were encour- 
aged to look beyond their title or 
role in their organization and breach 
what the organization-accomplished 
as a whole while under the leader- 
ship of that individual. This includes 
the process of establishing goals, 
using the necessary tools to imple- 
ment those goals, and evaluating 
whether or not the goals were met. 
To apply this to the resume, it means 
the difference between solely stat- 
ing, “I was president of this orga- 
nization” to “While president of 
this organization the goal we reached 
was...and the process we used was...” 
This demonstrates to the employ- 
er specific skills, experience, and 
traits that will translate into a good 
employee. 

During the presentation, atten- 
dees were asked to brainstorm on 
specific instances and lessons sur- 
rounding leadership experiences in 
hopes to achieve a better under- 
standing of themselves. Hence the 
goal of the workshop included this 
important component. “My hope 
was to try to frame their thinking 
to put this down on a resume or an 
interview,” said Seidlecki. Students 
should recognize the need to mar- 
ket themselves to their employers. 

Employers want to see how a per- 
son stands out from the crowd. How 
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Students attending the workshop were asked to brainstorm on the specific leadership qual- 
ities and experiences which would enable them to stand out from the crowd. 


one is able to portray themselves 
can be a very good indication of 
this. When writing a resume, spe- 
cific performance skills unique to 
the individual should be expressed. 
Think of it this way - employers 
look at an assembly line of monot- 
onous resumes. By using the tools 
learned at this workshop, one’s 
resume has the ability to be more 
than just another recycled sheet.

Radiant flower gardens are sur- 
rounding; their colors and textures 
are lush with variety. Is this a trop- 
ical paradise? No, rather the gar- 
dens through the campus of UW- 
Stout. The campus is privy to not 
a few, but many flower gardens and 
scenic landscaping. 

While the rural location of 
Menomonie gives the Stout cam- 
pus much of the scenic landscap- 
ing that other urban campuses lack, 
much of the campus's beauty is due 
to gardener and artist-in-residence 
Jerry Bowker. He has been work- 
ing on the UW-Stout grounds crew 
for 10 years and for several years 
has been solely responsible for the 
design of all of the university's flower 
paiene He has also contributed 
heavily to much of the additional 
landscaping on campus. 

Bowker age 54, had previous- 
ly been an Ad-junct teacher in 
the UW-Stout art department. 
Bowker, who describes himself as 
a “back-to-the-land-hippie” sees 
many parallels between what he 
taught in the art department and 
the work he does on the grounds 
crew. “I feel this [teaching art] 
was relative because I was work- 
ing with design and color theo- 

.~l think of flowers like a palette, 
their colors, their textures.” 

In the past five years through 


the economic downsizing that has 
affected the Stout grounds crew, 
Bowker estimates that there are 
now about 20 gardens, compara- 
tively. Instead of feeling the crunch, 
He says that he “enjoys the chal- 
lenge of making things look good 
despite the diminishing means.” 
The former art teacher then goes 
on to philosphize, “It’s rather like 
the first time American art really 
came into its own as an interna- 
tional presence with the abstract 
impressionists. The young artists 
in the Depression had to figure out 
how to paint without colors and 
experiment with things...” 

Some of Bowker’s favorites are 
those flowers which seed back them- 
selves. “Its like nature taking part 
in the planned garden,” he said 
with a peaceful gleam in his eye. 
He also particularily enjoys petu- 
nias, which he cites as a complete 
color palette in themsleves. 

When probed on the negative 
aspects oh canipie horticulture, 
Bowker makes reference to the 
“Thursday night vandalism” that 
frequently includes ripped out 
trees and litter. His eyes sadden 
when he speaks of the little junipers 
that were just ripped out, lying 
on the ground. 

When taking that next trip 
through the campus, take time to 
stop'and smell the flowers and 
also to appreciate those who make 
it happen.

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Pod IV plague 
wreaks havoc on 
design students

Part of the largest program on 
campus, art and design students at 
UW-Stout are increasingly frustrat- 
ed by the printing problems, virus- 
es, and “dead” computers that have 
plagued their computer labs for over 
two years. 

Echoing past complaints, students 
petitioned the university last week 
for a solution to the lacking open lab 
work time in Pods 3 and 4 Micheels 
Hall computer lab, compounded by 
heavy class schedules maintained 
daily. The reasons for the added stress 
surrounding these labs are numer- 
ous. The remodeling project in the 
Applied Arts is behind schedule, 
leaving students without their promised 
computer lab in room 125. 

“What we are waiting on is for 
the work stations to be installed by 
the contractors. And with a project 
as large as the remodeling, problems 
like the late delivery of the work sta- 
tions due to factory problems are out 
of our control,” said Ron Verdon, 
Art and Design department chair. 
Consequently, only two computer 
labs are accommodating a mass of 
classes and students. 

Outside each Pod, a class sched- 
ule is posted intending to outline 
times instructors have reserved the 
labs. However, the classes scheduled 
are not using the labs consistently 
every week. “A lot of the time, the 
posted classes don’t meet in the rooms 
during the times they are scheduled 
for, and there isn’t enough commu- 
nication between the instructors and 
myself to let me know when they 
won't be needing the room. Posting 
a weekly schedule rather than a gen- 
eral schedule may be one way to help 
in offering students more open lab 
work time,” stated Linda Heath, 
Micheels Hall lab supervisor. 
‘Right now, the graphic design stu- 


dents are most concerned about these 
problems. One suggested solution 
from students is opening Pod 4 to 
around the clock access. However, 
the expense to maintain this access 
are not easily justifiable to the uni- 
versity. “In the past, students weren’t 
using the extended hours. At the 
end of the semester, however, hours 
will be extended for finals week, but 
24 hour access is not possible per- 
manently. | intend to communicate 
directly with students to try and find 
a temporary solution,” Verdon said. 
Another possible solution is 
installing 13 new G3 Macintosh com- 
puters on the main lab floor, which 
currently have Microsoft Word and 
Office programs installed, nine of 
which also have Quark Express. “The 
new G3 computers are great, except 
that there needs to be more programs 
installed, especially font suitcasing 
programs, because, what these com- 
puters can be used for is really limit- 
ed to typing and very basic layout,” 
said Mike Campbell, junior, graph- 
ic design student. The main com- 
puter lab staff is looking into installing 
a broader range of programs in the 
future, if the licensing will allow it. 
Besides accessing problems, stu- 
dents are having software and lab 
maintenance difficulties. A few weeks 
ago, Verdon had met with Heath and 
Gordon Jones to discuss these issues. 
“Pod 4 software maintenance and 
installation are the responsibility of 
the Art and Design department. Gen- 
eral lab employees are responsible for 
small printer problems and trying to 
keep order in the lab, but almost 
everything else lies on the Art and 
Design department,” stated Heath. 
Currently, there aren’t any paid 
lab assistants proficient on the Mac- 
intosh platform to help resolve Pod 
4 issues. The Art and Design depart- 
ment has recently put in a request 
for a state payroll budget to enable 
the hiring of and training necessary

larly will be a positive move in an 
attempt to catch these problems 
before they become too big,” stated 
Verdon. However, administration 


has repeatedly ignored proposals to 
hire a professional Macintosh tech- 
nician, claiming lack of funding, yet 
every year all students pay a tech- 
nology fee that could be drawn from. 

“Administration insists we rely 
on student help, which is a two-sided 
sword,” said Sue Trupiano, graphic 
design instructor. “On one hand it is 
great experience as a resume builder, 
yet students are always coming and 
going; we would always be training 
someone new, which would worsen 
the consistency problems we are 
already having. Plus, considering the 
types of software and hardware prob- 
lems we are experiencing, this is a lot 
to ask of a student. Things like this 
are better remedied with profession- 
al help,” she said. 

Justin Pitts, graphic design stu- 
dent, has spent a lot of volunteer time 
trying to improve the situation. “Pod 
4 isamess. One reason some of these 


problems exist is because inexperi- 
enced and deliberately malicious 
people get on the computers. It would 
help if the art and design students 
in general help ‘police’ the lab a lit- 
tle, at least until some other solu- 
tion is found,” he stated. 

The insidious computer plagues 
appear now to be impacting classes. 
“Tt is very inefficient to have to spend 
20 to 25 minutes each class period 
just trying to get the printer to work. 
It isn’t fair to students, and it’s prob- 
lems like this that are beginning to 
affect the work being produced,” 
stated Trupiano. 

“Out of the 22 workstations cur- 
rently in this room, seven are not 
running properly,” stated Campbell. 

“The virus problems are very frus- 
trating; half the computers are down 
right now, the AppleTalk isn’t installed 
on all the computers so printing isn’t

Resident advisor fired in underage alcohol incident

Residence halls are facing important ethical issues early in the year as 
the university recently fired an RA for encouraging underage drinking.

A UW-Stout resident advisor was 
recently found to have contributed 
to the drinking habits of the dorm 
residents he supervised. It was report- 
ed to Residence Life that Jason Zweifel, 
an RA in Hovlid Hall, escorted sev- 
eral of his residents to a house party 
where underage drinking was occur- 
ting. For those involved the results 
are still poignant, and the issue remains 
unclear. All the students involved 
were underage, a situation resulting 
in serious repercussions for Zweifel. 
It was decided that he would no longer 
be able to effectively do his job, and 
his employment with the universi- 
ty was terminated. “He had respon- 
sibilities, yet he took individuals to 
a house party,” remarked Bob John- 
son, interim director of Student Life 
Services. 

After a concemed parent became 
aware of the situation, the event was 
brought to the university’s attention, 


and the events began to unfold. “As 


an RA we felt his behavior was inap- 
propriate,” Johnson said, “and under 
the circumstances appropriate action 
was taken.” 

Parents aware of the situation 
have shown concern as to the well- 
being of their children. “I’m shocked 
to hear that someone who is sup- 
posed to be ina leadership position 
is not to be trusted,” remarked one 
parent of a Stout student. Although 
the majority of the RAs value their 
jobs and ethics, some feel these inci- 
dents are not unique. Amy Stillwell, 
an RA in Fleming Hall, is one such 
individual. “It’s a fact that some of 
the RAs at Stout are taking their res- 
ident to places where there is under- 
age drinking,” she said. 

For residents and some RAs, the 
issue is not so clear cut. Though it 
was decided Zweifel used bad judg- 
ment, many feel the consequences 
of his actions were too severe. “He 
was a good RA,” said Nate Wisocky, 
a Hovlid Hall resident, “and the way 
they fired him was wrong.” Many 


also feel the guidelines for RAs are 
unclear and difficult to enforce. “We 
have an alcohol policy,” said Jen 
Krueger director of Hovlid Hall, “but 
it’s kind of gray; what you do off cam- 
pus is one thing, but when it affects 
the building or the floor, then it’s 
Residence Life’s business.” Often 
RAs struggle for the middle ground 
between being the enforcer of rules 
and being a friend, sometimes plac- 
ing them in difficult situations. 

“It always seems like the nega- 
tive aspects of RAs get shown, but 
they do so many good things that 
just aren’t seen,” Krueger said. “He 
would have made a great RA, he 
just made a bad judgment call.” Some 
felt that if Zweifel had just admit- 
ted to his actions when accused, he 
probably wouldn’t have lost his job. 

“Hopefully what has happened 
is that some learning has taken place,” 
Johnson said. It is hoped that RAs 
will take note and not put them- 
selves in situations where underage 
drinking is a concern.

Faculty Profile: Dr. Hele

Walking into her office, small 
reminders of her two children can 
be spotted.

UW-Stout falls 
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short in shootout

The high-powered offenses of 
UW-La Crosse and UW-Stout clashed 
heads in a shoot-out this past week- 
end at Nelson Field, compiling a com- 
bined 1,039 yards of total offense. 
The result of the WIAC showdown 
was a 58-38 defeat of the Blue Devils. 

The Eagles of UW-La Crosse accu- 
mulated a gaudy 589 yards of total 
offense; 497 of which came by means 
of a ground attack. La Crosse’s Beau 
Coulter was the major contributor 
toward that effort, carrying the ball 
26 times and totaling 224 yards. 
Coulter’s accomplice, Fullback Joe 
Rivard, rushed 13 times for 130 yards. 

The Blue Devil’s totals were not 
shabby either, taking the Eagle defense 
for 450 total yards. However, 166 of 
those yards came on the final two dri- 
ves which both resulted in scores. 

Stout Quarterback Matt Bunyan 
connected on 37 of his 61 pass 
attempts. Both the 37 completions 
and the 61 attempts are new school 
records. Bunyan also threw four 
touchdowns in the losing effort, bring- 
ing his career total to 60 touchdown 
passes, also a new school record. 


Stout grabbed the first lead of the 


game as Bunyan hit Tight End Andy 
Mutch for an | 1-yard score midway 
through the first period. The Eagles 
countered with three scores of their 
own in the quarter; Stout would nev- 
erretain the lead. — 

A 25-yard field goal by sopho- 
more Place Kicker Kevin McCulley, 
accompanied by a Bunyan touch- 
down pass to Tom Schaffner com- 
pleted the Blue Devil scoring for 
the half. The Eagles closed with 
two field goals in the final 40 sec- 
onds to take a 34-16 half-time lead. 

e two offensive powerhouses 
matched each other with touchdown 
strikes in the third quarter, then erupt- 
ed in the fourth. La Crosse added 
two more touchdowns and a field goal 
in the fourth, while Bunyan found 
Aaron Johnson for two touchdowns 
of their own in the fourth. 

The 96 total points put up by 
these two teams surpassed the pre- 
vious WIAC single game scoring 
record of 95 between LaCrosse and 
UW-Eau Claire.

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Stout strives to capture 
the technological edge

Before the Internet was born, 
communications were advancing 
rapidly. Now, with the Internet’s 
help in disseminating information 
at speeds once thought impossi- 
ble, technology is advancing expo- 
nentially. Asa result, the need for 
digital information design has 
sprung up, and along with it, an 
emerging area of study known as 
Multimedia Design. 

Multimedia Design is the essence 
of visual communication. It uses 
computer-based means of dispers- 
ing information while encompassing 
the use of electronic media and 
technology and at the same time 
incorporating humanistic aspects 
of how an audience interacts with 
technology. In their careers, mul- 
timedia designers may create wel 
pages, develop CD-ROM programs, 
work in the telecommunications 
field or provide us with virtual real- 
ity interaction. That is just short 
list in a realm of pr yssibilitiés, More 
and more, we can expect digital 
distribution of information to 
change how we will inform and be 
informed and how we will educate 
and be educated. 

UW-Stout has taken its place as 
one of the few schools to offer a 
degree in Multimedia Design. This 
fall, Stout announced the addition 
of the design concentration to its 
bachelor of fine arts degree program. 
The multimedia design concentra- 
tion, still ina developmental stage, 
was quickly filled with 37 freshmen, 
adding to what is already the uni- 


versity’s largest degree program. 
According to Paul DeLong, pro- 
gram director for UW-Stout’s art 
and design department, the multi- 
media concentration seemed like a 
natural second step to enhance what 
Stout has to offer in the design field. 
“Design is at the core of informa- 
tion dissemination, regardless of the 
media used,” DeLong explained.

Along with other art and design 
professors, including Tim O'Keefe, 
Sue Hunt, and Sue Trupiano, DeLong 
recognized the need fora digital 
design emphasis in the department. 
Graduates from the university’s 
graphic design program unofficial- 
ly became multimedia designers 
because there was such a demand 
for them in the industry. Many of 
these graduates reported back to 
DeLong, voicing their opinions on 
the need for formal education in 
multimedia design. 

In creating the new concentra- 
tion, DeLong also noticed the lack 


of training for multimedia design- 
ers that is based in the traditional 
study of art and design. According 
to him, more and more multimedia 
programs are being developed, but 
there is such a strong need for mul- 
timedia training and few schools 
are able to meet the demand. UW- 
Stout’s program is one of the very 
few four-year multimedia concen- 
trations in the Midwest. 

Students currently enrolled in 
Stout's gfaphic design concen- 
tration also expressed an eager- 
ness to see the development of 
multimedia in the curriculum. In 
fact, the curriculum development 
for the multimedia concentration 
was based on the existing graph- 
ic design program-and modified 
to fit the new digitakdesien needs. 
DeLong explained the logic behind 
this approach. 

“Someone designing for the com- 
puter has to keep a time element 
and human interface factor in mind. 
Both the multimedia and graphic 
designers need design skills, color 
skills, and type skills; but where the 
multimedia designer differs is that 
they have to consider this whole 
new domain [of design].” 

Many of the freshmen enrolled 
in the new concentration were drawn 
to Stout because of its successful 
graphic design program, and after 
receiving information on the mul- 
timedia concentration, decided Mul- 
timedia Design was the angle they 
were looking for. Rick Carlson, of 
Washburn, WI, visited Stout’s cam- 
pus for an orientation last summer,

mM The Bud and Betty Micheels 
Artist in Residence program 
encourages exploration in art

Opportunity is what college is 
all about: the opportunity to meet 
and interact with new people, the 
opportunity to participate in any 
number of organizations, and the 
opportunity to further educate 
oneself to secure a desired job after 
graduation. 

The Bud and Betty Micheels 
Artist in Residence program 1s 
another great opportunity avail- 
able to all students enrolled at 
Stout. The program originated in 
1988 with the intent of “encour- 
aging students to explore art and 
technology,” Ron Verdon, Program 
Director and Co-founder, said. 

The Artists in Residence pro- 
gram accommodates only two stu- 
dents annually. An applicant must 
acquire two faculty reeommen- 
dations, provide a current tran- 
script, and complete an applica- 
tion defining the nature of their 
proposal to be considered. It is 
also suggested that an applicant 
request the aid of faculty mentors 
whom they may consult for sup- 
port and direction if accepted. 
The program welcomes anyone 
who wishes to be taken into 
account as a nominee. 

Once accepted into the pro- 
gram, applicants proceed to study 


with his or her faculty mentor 
while completing their artwork. 
The final product will be com- 
pleted in May. Accompanying the 
completion of the work will be a 
year-end exhibition of the two 
works in the Library Learning Cen- 
ter, where the individuals will be 
honored for their works, One of 
the pieces is then donated to the 
collection in the LLC. 

The benefits of taking part in 
this particular program are numer- 
ous. Financial benefits include a 
$500 stipend for the academic yeat 
as well as $800 that the artists may 
use to continue their work. How- 
ever, the most prolific benefit of 
participating in the program may 
be the experience gained by cre- 
ating an artistic proposal in an 
undergraduate institution, an expe- 
rience which is often not acquired 
until graduate school or beyond. 

A program like Artist in Resi- 
dence cannot exist without suffi- 
cient funds allowing the students 
to create their works. Bud and 
Betty Micheels, after whom the 
program is named, have been more 
than supportive of this cause. 

“They have been very gener- 
ous in this program,” said Verdon 
of the Micheels’ donations. “We 
owe them a great deal of thanks.”

Y2K bug and Stout 


when many computer systems will 
assume that this means 1900 instead 
of 2000. This will cause many com- 
puters to miscalculate information, 
especially dealing with retail and 
accounting. Programmers did not 
think that this would ever be a seri- 
ous problem, assuming that we would 
not still be using 40 year old programs 
at the turn of the century. 

There are also problems with some 
embedded microchips that monitor 
the date. These chips can cause sim- 
ilar problems in computations and 
in some cases are more difficult to fix 
than the language, also known as 
code, orientated problems. 

University officials have formed 
acommittee that is dealing with Y2K 
related issues and actions are being 
taken to ensure that there is a smooth 
transition at Stout with as few incon- 
veniences as possible. 

Most IBM personal computers 
and software at Stout will be phased 
out and replaced with a Y2K com- 


pliant system by Datatell as early as 
June of 1999.

planning to enroll as a graphic design 
student. However, after hearing 
details on the multimedia concen- 
tration, he re-evaluated his plans. 
“Multimedia is just a bigger group,” 
Carlson said. “It’s what the world is 
turning to.” 

Classes are still being developed 
and a search is being conducted to 
hire another design faculty mem- 
ber who has expertise in digital 
design. Only one expert is needed 
because there are current faculty 
members able to teach the upper 
level Multimedia Design courses. 

Many of the courses a multi- 
media design student will need are 
already offered in the curriculum. 
The upper level courses will be 
ready for the new students by their 
fourth or fifth semester in the pro- 
gram. Some of the projected class- 
es are Web and Internet Pro- 
gramming, Interface Design, and 
Data Structures. 

To prepare for these classes, the 
art and design department is striv- 
ing to keep facilities up-to-date. 
Even the renovations in the Applied 
Arts building will eventually serve 
students in Multimedia Design. “As 
we add computers and develop the 
computer labs, we are keeping the 
concentration in mind,” DeLong 
said. “We know we will have to stay 
as current as possible.” 

DeLong encourages students in 
other concentrations to take advan- 
tage of these specialized courses as 
they become available, and with 
some advising, integrate them into 


their major’s curriculum. “We appre- 
ciate that there are students in the 
traditional curriculum who really 
have a strong leaning toward this 
new direction.” 

Since multimedia is a growing 
industry, many professionals see 
the need for multimedia-ready grad- 
uates in design. Concerning the 
emergence of multimedia degree 
programs at universities like UW- 
Stout, Marshall Wieland, market- 
ing manager of American Infor- 
mation Systems (AIS), Inc., said, 
“T am a big supporter of educational 
programs that aim to supply peo- 
ple with tangible skills, as long as 
it is not at the expense of a well- 
rounded education.” 

Preston Hall, of Cobalt Multi- 
media and Deslock Design firm, 
agreed with the necessity of a well- 
rounded designer. “The doors are 
starting to close on the self-taught 
web designer.” Designers for the 21st 
Century will need to have exten- 
sive art skills, know how the mar- 
keting world works, understand 
HTML and JavaScript coding, and 
have good verbal communication 
skills. “They are a rare breed of peo- 
ple, but they are the type that are 
needed in this industry.” 

Considering how quickly the 
Internet has moved from an obscure 
thought to a dominant tool for com- 
munication, Multimedia Design will 
soon be at the forefront in the next 
wave of technology. Just imagine 
what is on the horizon making its 
way to the surface.

Released in 1980, Raging Bull 
was heralded as a cinematic mas- 
terpiece and was nominated in 
Academy Award categories such 
as Best Picture, Best Director, and 
Best Supporting Actor.

This film should not be recom- 
mended to your worst enemies and 
could possibly be used as military 
strategy in World War III. The 
armed forces game plan? Sneak the 
video behind enemy lines, and lure 
soldiers into viewing the release in 
hopes that they will fall into depres- 
sion and commit suicide. 

The plot, laden with as many 
potholes as Crescent Street, is the 
autobiography of one-time mid- 
dleweight boxing champ Jake La 
Motta. Brought up in an Italian- 
dominated Bronx neighborhood, 
Jack (DeNiro) and brother Joey 
(Joe Pesci) team up as boxer and 
manager in a bid for the title. 
Along the way they are brought 
to Detroit, Cleveland, and Madi- 
son Square Garden, fighting the 
likes of Sugar Ray Robinson and 
Billy Fox. 

Ina quest for glory, they run into 
the typical characters one would 
expect in a Scorsese film. Jake quick- 
ly leaves his wife after an affair with 
Vicki (Cathy Moriarty), whom he 
becomes insanely obsessed with. 
Also on the scene is Salvi (Frank 
Vincent), a neighborhood hustler 
who befriends Joey, and Tommy 
(Nicholas Colasanto, Coach on 
“Cheers”) as a social club owner 
always on the lookout for a hot bet- 
ting tip. 

After waging war on the mid- 
dleweight division, Jack finally 
wins his title belt after a decade 
of trading blows. In the mean- 
time, he has effectively alienated 
himself from any meaningful rela- 
tionships, including his abusive 
marriage to Vicki. He becomes 
insanely protective of his wife’s 
beauty, attempting to shield her 
from any other man. This prob-

lem leads him to turn on every- 
one, including, eventually, his 
own brother. 

In the early fifties, Jack retires 
to the Miami area to open a club 
where he can begin a second career 
as acomedian. As his jokes begin 
to fade and appropriateness lost, 
so does Jack's perceptions of the 
law. Soon Vicki leaves and files 
for divorce, as Jack is jailed for 
illegal activities. 

Audiences will have difficul- 
ty with the closing of this movie. 
As it becomes apparent that Jack- 
’s admirable traits are at a bare 
minimum, it is impossible to feel 
for him in his situation. Yet this 
is what Scorsese yearns for in 
Jack’s pitiful situation.

Blue Devils blow out rival Blugolds

It’s no mistake that a football 
game consists of two halves. The 
Blue Devil Football Team proved 
that point this past weekend in a 
35-7 Homecoming win over the 
previously undefeated Blugolds of 
Eau Claire. 

The Blugolds took little time to 
put their first points on the board, 
as Eau Claire quarterback Sean 
Hoolihan connected with Steve 
Crutchley for a 30-yard score with 
just over 11 minutes left in the first 
period. Ironically, that completed 
the scoring between these two offen- 
sive machines for the first half. 

The second half would prove to 
be all for the Blue Devils. After a 
lack-lustre performance in the first 
half, Stout’s offense worked like a 
well-oiled machine in the second, 
putting up record numbers. 

“We felt we needed to stretch the 
pressure defense of Eau Claire in order 
to be effective offensively,” said Head 
Coach Ed Meierkort of the Devil’s 
second half strategy. Senior quar- 
terback Matt Bunyan took immedi- 
ate assault on the Eau Claire defense, 
hooking up with Shawn Lund out of 
the backfield for a 47-yard scoring 
strike. After recovering a Hoolihan 
fumble, it was the same combina- 
tion, Bunyan to Lund, which account 
ed for Stout’s second score less, than 
three minutes later. 

Trailing 14-7 late in the third 
quarter, Eau Claire marched down 
the field with intentions of knot- 
ting the contest at 14. However, 
freshman defénsive back, Tony 
Beckham, along with the rest of the 
Devil defense, had other plans. 
With the Blugolds facing fourth and 
goal at Stout’s three-yard line, 
Beckham stepped up to stop BJ Jones 
at the two-yard line, turning the 
ball over on downs to the potent 
Stout offense. 

The Devil offense proceeded to 
advance the ball down the field on 
a four-minute drive, resulting in a 
27-yard touchdown pass from 
Bunyan to junior wide-out Jesse 
Diaz. This 98-yard march high- 
lighted by a fingertip, drive-sus- 
taining catch by junior receiver 
John Bekish, proved to be the back- 
breaker for the Blugolds. 

The rest is history...literally.

Bunyan went on to throw for 
two more touchdowns, one a 50- 
yard connection with Jesse Witcraft, 
the other a one-yard strike to Diaz. 
On the day, Bunyan accumulated 
a record-breaking 444 yards of 
passing. He also completed 19 of 
his 32 pass attempts, hitting his 
stride in the second half, con- 
necting on 15 of 20, and amass- 
ing 300 yards and all five touch- 
downs in the final two quarters. 

The Stout offense had a his- 
toric day, but the Devil defense is 
what made the difference in the 
game. “We worked hard on let- 
ting the kids’ instincts take over,” 
said Coach Meierkort of Stout’s 
defense, after bouncing back from 
a poor performance against La 
Crosse, which he ‘attributed to 
over-coaching. 

The Devils had a day off to enjoy 
the victory over Eau Claire, and 
will now direct their focus towards 
defeating another undefeated team 
as they head west to take on UW- 
River Falls this weekend.

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Controversy 
— within SSA

Stout Student Association (SSA) 
Vice President Jason Kruegal has 
resigned according to a letter Krue- 
gal sent to SSA. President Henry 
Tyler, however, says that Kruegal was 
terminated for missing three senate 
meetings which Kruegal denies. His 
resignation letter listed reasons for 
leaving the SSA. He felt that the 
SSA is not representing the student 


body and the lack of organized par- 


liamentary procedures is causing grid- 
lock. Excessively long meetings, 
many as long as five hours, are some- 
thing which Kruegal felt that he sim- 
ply did not have time for. 

“There were times when he 
showed brilliance, and I was glad 
when he was there, but he was nev- 
er around. The students do have 
control of the government; he was 
not here enough to see it,” said Tyler. 

Many anonymous sources stat- 
ed that there were personality con- 
flicts between Tyler and Kruegal, 
who ran against each other in the 
last election. Kruegal stated his 
running mate has often been too 
emotional as president, while Tyler 
summarized his view in saying, 


“Kruegal is a sore loser.” 

Kruegal feels that Tyler has been 
over emotional about his proposal 
to reform the government and it has 
affected his presidential duties. “Tyler 
proposed a restructuring of the gov- 


‘ernment, a motion that eventually 


failed, which left President Tyler 
with bitter feelings towards some 
people in the senate. He then tried 
to get rid of a senator because he felt 
that the senator was solely respon- 
sible for the failure of the motion,” 
says Kruegal who is planning to run 
for senator again. 

Restructuring of the student gov- 
ermment has long been an issue. Over 
a year ago, Tyler and others led many 
public protests of the administration 
and the student government, calling 
for reform that will give representa- 
tion to a more diverse student pop- 
ulation. As part of this, Tyler intro- 
duced the Credentials Initiative, an 
effort that has failed repeatedly in 
the senate. The plan would set aside 
seats for those students representing 


-diverse organizations, such as the sev- 


eral multicultural groups on campus. 

The senate is currently inter- 
viewing two people for the vice pres- 
ident vacancy and should have a 
decision by next Tuesday.

Student's suicide 
prompts concerns

On the morning of Tuesday, 
Oct. 13, the funeral toll was sound- 
ed on the Bowman Hall bell and 
flags were lowered to half mast for 
Eric J. Bowe, a 22-year-old Man- 
ufacturing Engineering student 
who died as a result of a self-inflict- 
ed gun shot wound in British 
Columbia on Oct. 8. 

The only evidence available to 
aid in the police search had been 
a transaction on Bowe’s bank 
debit card. He had been report- 
ed to the UW-Stout Counsel- 
ing Center as missing by his 
lab partner, who had become 
concerned after receiving a 
note that led her to believe he 
might harm himself. The 
Counseling Center staff, upon 
receiving this call, asked police 
for help immediately. After 
receiving more information 
from bank officials, police traced 
Bowe’s bank activity to Daw- 
son Creek, California. Despite 
searches through atlases as well 
as inquiries to directory assis- 
tance, no such place could be 
found by police. After some 
backtracking and a thorough 
examination of the bank card 
receipt, the search was finally 
redirected to British Colum- 
bia. Police in British Colum- 
bia were dispatched to the motel 
in Dawson Creek listed on the deb- 
it card transaction slip where they 
discovered his body. 

Bowe was porn: on April 12, 


1976 in Eau Claire, the son of 
Joseph and Alice Bowe. He grad- 
uated-from McDonell High School 
in 1994. He is survived in his 
immediate family by his parents, 
brother, Shawn, and sister, Leah. 
Funeral services were held on Tues- 
day, Oct. 13 at Holy Ghost Church, 
and he is laid to rest in Hope Mau- 
soleum, Chippewa Falls. 

Bowe was a loving son, brother, 


and friend who will be missed dear- 


ly by the many people at Stout and . 


at home that knew and loved him. 


“Suicide is a very emotionally 
packed issue. Even just mention- 
ing or addressing the issue of sui- 
cide evokes strong emotions from 
everyone,” said Dr. Pinckney Hall, 


University Counseling Center 
The UW-Stout Counseling Cen- 
ter, located on the fourth floor in 
Bowman Hall, receives a fair num- 
ber of suicide related calls each year 
from people concerned about some- 
one else, and people reaching out for 
help themselves. “We get lots of calls 
from people for friends, which we 
strongly encourage; people general- 
ly don’t call for themselves for vari- 
ous reasons, and many interventions 
take this course,” explained Hall. 
The Counseling Center was the first 
to receive notice of the events 
surrounding Bowe’s death. 

While some suicides occur 
without any outward warning 
signs, most do not. The 50,000 
suicides that occur in the Unit- 
ed States every year cut across 
all sex, age, race and economic 
barriers, and despite the many 
myths surrounding suicide, it 
can be prevented. 

The most effective pre- 
ventative measure is learning 
how to recognize the signs of 
someone at risk, take those signs 
seriously, and know how to 
respond to them. Some of these 
danger signals include previous 
suicide attempts, talking about 
death or suicide, and depression. 

But once these signs are 
seen, what should one do? Take 
any mentions of suicide or 
depression seriously, even those 
among teenagers whom such threats 
are most common. Be willing to 
listen, take the initiative to ask

Professors’ research 


receives recognition 


Mary Orfield and Orville Nelson 
receive prestigious awards to 
praise their research contributions

Often the instructors at UW- 
Stout lead dual professional lives. 
Most professors on campus are 
involved in research projects as 
well as the everyday activities of 
teaching. 

Mary Orfield, professor of chem- 
istry, was recently honored as 
Stout’s Outstanding Researcher, 
and Orville Nelson received the 
Nelva G. Runnalls Research Sup- 
port Recognition Award. The 
awards were presented on Thurs- 
day, Oct. 8 by Chancellor Soren- 
son during the annual research 
day activities. 

The Outstanding Researcher 
Award recognizes individuals for 
demonstrating outstanding lead- 
ership and contributions to research 
and scholarly activities. This was 
awarded to Orfield by a vote of 
the graduate faculty and princi- 
pal investigators of extramurally 
funded projects. “This award is 
important to me because it was 
given to me by my peers, the peo- 
ple who understand my work the 
most,” said Orfield of her award. 

Orfield’s recently awarded work 
focused on the “effects of defloc- 
ulants on the viscosity of ceram- 
ic slips,” quoted Orfield of her 
studies. Roughly, the study has 


to do with the casting of ceramic 
slips and the “pourability” of the 
silica-based solution used. She is 
nationally recognized for one of 
her primary research areas in the 
thermodynamics of temperature 
molten salts. “There is no easy 
way to describe it,” she replied of 
the subject. “Seeing it for your- 
self is much easier than explain- 
ing it,” said Orfield. 

Nelson was the recipient of 
the Nelva G. Runnalls Research 
Support and Recognition Award. 
This award annually recognizes 
individuals who have provided 
support and resources for faculty 
and staff pursuing research activ- 
ities. Likewise, this award was giv- 
en to Nelson via his peers. “It’s 
nice to get feedback from advisees 
to see if your assistance proved to 
be helpful,” said Nelson of the 
venerable award. 

Now in his 36th year at Stout, 
Nelson has served the university in 
numerous capacities. Recently, he 
aided Bemidji State University in 
the designing of a Delphi Study on 
emerging technologies. Among oth- 
er notable findings, the study revealed 
a rapidly growing emphasis on sim- 
ulation and manufacturing. 

These awards represent a lot of 
hard work, determination, and 
dedication. Congratulations is 
due for both professors.

about the problem, and let the per- 
son know that you genuinely care. 
Get actively involved in seeking 
professional help, and be sure to 
follow up on their treatment. 

Suicidal behavior runs on a con- 
tinuum, and is a long process dur- 
ing which suicidal people often try 
various ways to reduce their emo- 
tional pain. Ambivalent, they have 
contradictory, shifting desires to 
live and todie. There is no certain 
way to prevent suicide as there is 
no single pattern or causative fac- 
tor. Be persistent in seeking help. 

There are many resources in 
Menomonie and at UW-Stout 
through which one can receive 
professional help. For further infor- 
mation about suicide, suicide pre- 
vention and intervention, and 
overcoming the grief of a suicide, 
contact the University Counsel- 
ing Center, room 410 Bowman 
Hall, x-2468. Or for even more 
information, log on the web at 
www.afsp.org, www.save.org, Or 
www.main.org/sos, all of which 
have links to more tips and pro- 
fessional resources. 

Suicide is a highly personal and 
individual behavior often in reac- 
tion to a perceived set of life stress- 
es. Statistics and professionally con- 
ducted studies can show what has 
occurred in the past and whether 
some are more susceptible than oth- 
ers, but regardless of the data and 
number facts, a person’s life always 
hangs in the balance.

In a high-scoring WIAC offen-

It was the Blue Devils who jumped 
ahead first, with quarterback Matt 
Bunyan Connecting on two touch- 
down Passes In the first quarter. 

The Falcons answered back, scor- 
ing on arun by quarterback Randy 
Johnson. Later in the second quar- 
ter, Johnson connected with Mike 
Kaiser for the second touchdown.

Mien’s Soccer 
closes out 
pivotal season 


With a record that surpasses 
last season, the Club shows 
potential for a comeback

The end of the season showed 
a marked improvement over pre- 
vious years for the Men’s Soccer 
Club. This year, tri-captains Todd 
Demerit, Crosby Warren, and 
Brooke Erickson led the team on 
a whirlwind tour of the confer- 
ence. Upon completion of the 
season, the team held a record of 
3-3-4, anoted improvement from 
last year, finishing only one point 
shy of entering regional playoffs. 

The difference this year was 
team unity. When Stout needed 
it, they always pulled together to 
reach their goals. The way this 
team flowed on the field stemmed 
from practices run in a relaxed 
setting implemented by Demerit, 
who always focussed on enjoying 
the game. 

Midfield was also a noted 
improvement. Ironmen Erickson 
and Andy Richason logged most 
of their time in the center, while 
outside positions were shared by 
Ryan Fisdkewold: Corey Klein, Eric 
Stapleton, and Ben Rahn. 

Warren lead a strong defense 
this year, standing behind the 


returning trio of Scott Brown, Josh 
Wise, and Craig Ovans. All aid- 
ed returning goalkeeper Mike 
Baranowski, who started every 
game for the Devils. Defense was 
key for the Blue Devils, as they 
often found themselves in tight 
situations defending narrow leads. 
The majority of the defense will 
return for next year, in hopes of 
earning a spot at regional playoffs. 

Strikers were also much 
improved over past seasons, main- 
ly due to a gain in speed from the 
return of Chad Elert, the team’s 
leading scorer. Elert split most of 
his time up front with Demerit, 
while Pat Fields was ready to relieve 
the starters when needed. 

Stout was disappointed in not 
making the finals, their fate hang- 
ing in the balance ofa U of M and 
Mankato State game earlier this 
week. However, the strides tak- 
en this year in becoming a more 
effective club shows that men’s 
soccer at Stout doesn’t have far to 
go before reaching the post sea- 
son. The Blue Devils will make a 
trip to Duluth this winter to par- 
ticipate in an indoor tournament. 
They return for outdoor games 
next fall. 


NBA season stalled 


Just when fans thought they had 
put up with enough high salaries and 
skyrocketing ticket prices, the NBA 
enters into another labor tiff. Just 
one season ago, the NBA had an 
expensive off season, with Minnesota 
signing the financially deprived Kevin 
Garnett for $120 million. Now, the 
players’ union is harping about a soft 
salary cap, among other issues, intend- 
ed to reshape the face of basketball 
this season.

Salary cap 
Currently, the soft salary cap is 
set at $26.9 million per team, which 
can be exceeded when re-signing free 
agents. The team owners would like 
to implementa hard cap, which can- 
not be exceeded to re-sign free agents, 
but rather relies on a team’s specific 
sales of team memorabilia. Players 
have proposed a tightening of the 
cap, in hopes of an easy escape from 
a team as free agents. 


Larry Bird exception 

No, this rule Use not pertain to 
Bird, the coach, receiving free choice 
in the free agent market. It suggests 
that a team should be allowed to re- 
sign their own veteran free agents 
regardless of cap constraints. This 
angers most players, who wish to 
retain this restraint. Just imagine sit- 
ting in Penny Hardaway’ 's shoes, for- 
ever stuck in the team’s quagmire of 
slow players and space-wasters. 


Rookie scale 

All first round draft choices must si 
three-year contracts that cannot be 
extended until after the second sea- 
son. Now, the league has proposed 
a five-year rookie scale with a right 


of refusal for at least one additional 
year. Since the union is not opposed 
to longer rookie contracts, this sec- 
tion may be ironed out soon. 


Shrinking middle class 

About 20 percent of players in 
the NBA are earning the minimum 
$272,500 because of players who take 
up cap space. Veteran players in the 
union want a salary scale for them- 
selves with increased minimums based 
on their years of experience. Enter 
the ugly face of the greed factor, ladies 
and gentlemen. 


Drug policy 

Currently, heroin and cocaine 
are the only drugs encompassed in 
this agreement, although ie league 
would like to add provisions for alco- 
hol abuse and marijuana. The union 
is opposed to random drug testing, 
claiming that testing makes gener- 
alizations about the actions of one 
player and jeopardizes the reputa- 
tion of the sport. Boy, Allen Iverson 
must be biting his lip. He may soon 
lose his back-up job as a Philadelphia 
street corner dealer. 

These are the basic issues that 
the league and the players are dis- 
puting over.

As the first Tuesday of Novem- 
ber 1998 draws near, the upcom- 
ing elections for governor and 
U.S. Senate are growing very heat- 
ed. As the politicians put in long 
hours of campaign debates and 
extensive traveling throughout 
the state, the general public tries 
to decipher which individual would 
best serve them and their specif- 
ic needs. 

Whether they 
know it or not, stu- 
dents make up a 
considerable 
amount of the vot- 
ing population and 
could make a 
deciding contri- 
bution to the 
results of the elec- 
tion. Students are 
notorious “no- 
shows” come elec- 
tion day.

This year’s gubernatorial race 
pits incumbent Tommy Thomp- 
son against challenger Ed Garvey. 

Both Governor Thompson and 
Mr. Garvey recognize the impor- 
tance of education to the state of 
Wisconsin. 

Governor Thompson, realizing 
that students make up one of the 
lowest voting demographic groups, 
took it upon himself to set up the

Lake Menomin 
falls to industry

Lake Menomin smells bad, many 
feel. People are offended by its 
unusual color. So are the fish. They 
are being choked by the algae that 
flourish in it. Students who live in 
northern Menomonie complain 
that a noxious odor can be detect- 
ed when the wind blows. The beach- 
es are closed, and the lake is unsafe 
to swim in. 

Lake Menomin falls into the upper 
two percentile of the worst polluted 
lakes in the state. This is not an 
attractive attribute to this city, to 
prospective citizens, or students. 

“] think that the lake is gross! 
We have ruined its natural ks 
exclaimed Brad Wilson, who resides 
in northern Menomonie. “It makes 
Stout and Menomonie look bad. 
Someone should clean it up.” 

Others are more optimistic about 
the lake’s appearance. “When the 
sun hits the water in just the right 
way, it can actually look quite beau- 
tiful. Sort of surrealistic, you know?” 
Stout student Lorilyn Bohl said. 

The Hay River/Red Cedar water- 
shed is part of a million acre water- 
shed that feeds into Lake Tainter 
and Menomin. Of this million 
acres, half is used for agricultural 

urposes which, according to the 
partment of Natural Resources, 
has contributed to at least 90 per- 
cent of the problem - phosphorus 
run off. The other 10 percent is.a 


result of inefficiently working sep- 
tic systems and lawn fertilizer run 
off. Algae feeds off the phospho- 
rus, which is in abundance, and 
consequently thrives, producing 
the undesirable effects. 

Because Lake Menomin was 
humanly engineered to aid in the

deforestation of this area and for the 
development of the lumber industry, 
by which the lumber baron Stout 
founded this very institution, the eco- 
logical impact was not fully thought 
through.

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Getting into 


the “spirits” of 
Halloween

As Halloween approaches, most 
don’t'even question the origin of 
this strange holiday. Why do chil- 
dren (and sometimes teenagers and 
college students) dress up in cos- 
tumes, walk from house to house 
on a cold October night, and yell 
“trick or treat” in search of candy? 
Why do people celebrate Hal- 
loween? The answers, according 
to some students.at Stout, include 
an excuse for people to party, to 
keep dentists in business be filling 
cavities, and to bob for apples. 

How did Halloween start? 
According to Christine Brandt, a 
Marketing Education major, Hal- 
loween began “by the same guy who 
started Spencer stores.

The origin of this holiday actu- 
ally dates back to pagan times as 
a festival of the dead, called 
Samhain (meaning “end of sum- 
mer”), which began on the evening 
before Nov. 1, after the sun set. 

In the seventh century, the 
Catholic church continued this 
practice by naming the festival 
“Halloween” (“hallow” means 
holy status). Halloween began 
then as a way to celebrate the

known and unknown saints of the 
church. The date of Halloween 
was changed to May 13, which 
remained effective until the eighth 
century, when it was again returned 
to Oct. 31. Halloween marks the 
beginning of the celebration of All 
Saints Day, which begins later on 
Nov. 1. The Church of England 
recognizes this holiday as a reli- 
gious observance of saints, although 
most people don’t view Halloween 
as a particularly holy day. 

Why do people become so super- 
stitious during Halloween? Black 
cats, graveyards, and the return of 
ghosts or dead souls all seem to 
occupy the minds of children, and 
even some adults, during this time 
of year. Belief in the supernatur- 
al becomes almost commonplace 
for one night a year. 

These aie may have originat- 
ed from the ancient Celtics, who 
believed that evil fairies and demon- 
ic forces appeared during the tran- 
sition between summer and winter 
(modern day Halloween). These 
spirits were considered to be allies 
of the dead and would haunt the 
living during this time. Through- 
out history, Halloween has been 
associated with the supernatural 
power of the dead. During this sea-

The financial affairs committee is the committee that determines 
which groups are allowed to receive funding and we discriminate between 
lawful and unlawful expenditures are. We allocate money to groups 
depending upon need and benefit to the Stout students. We did some extra 
research so that you as a student could start to understand where your 
money goes when you pay tuition. All of the segregated fees are on a per 
credit rate determined by enrollment and amount of money needed for 
inflation and increases in activities. Here is how your money was used this 
year: 


SSA funded organizations: $1.33 per credit 
Student Activities: $1.27 per credit 
Intramurals: $.42 per credit 

Intercollegiate Athletics: $2.19 per credit 
Recreation Complex: $1.67 

University Centers: $6.32 per credit 
Health Center: $3.16 per credit 
Municipalities: $.64 per credit 
University ID's: $.09. per credit 
Intructional Resources: $4.17 per credit 


All of these per credit fees stop at 12 credits for a full time student and start 
back up again at 19 credits. This is what we do and that is regulate these 
fees to keep tuition low. In a couple of years, intramurals will be increasing a 
lot to handle the increase in activities upon the finish of the

Constant with the Justice’s warn- 
ing, lawsuits have begun to appear 
throughout the U.S. Wisconsin has 
been no exception. 

Earlier in the year, the Seventh 
Circuit Court in Madison sided with 
students who filed a suit in opposi- 
tion to mandatory student fees. In 
August, the Seventh U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals upheld the ruling 
in Southworth vs. Grebe. 
According to.the court, using fees 
to fund activist groups on campus 
that students do not support violates 
the First Amendment right to “free- 
dom of belief.” This practice is not 
critical to a university’s education- 
al mission, the three-judge panel 
tuled. Even if it was, First Amend- 
ment rights should outweigh gov- 
ernment interests. 

It is up to Madison to decide how 
they will comply with the ruling. 

Mark Rotenberg, University of 
Minnesota’s general counsel, says 
that the university supports payment 
of mandatory fees to promote a range 
of student activities and that this 
“exposes students to ideas and chal- 
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Fees/student objections fuel fire: 


lenges their thinking in ways they 
nine otherwise not be challenged.” 

_ Just because some students don’t 
agree with the activities of some of 
the groups is not by itselfa violation 
of anyone's free-speech rights, Roten- 
berg said. 

University of Wisconsin officials 
have taken a similar stand. 

“Our appeal to the Seventh Cir- 
cuit asks een to take special con- 
sideration of the educational value 
of student democracy and civic prac- 
tice,” said Katherine Lyall, president 
of the University of Wisconsin Sys- 
tem, before the August ruling. 

Other public universities have 
been sued over their fee systems. Rul- 
ings in Oregon upheld mandatory 
student fees and are being appealed. 
Additionally, the California Supreme 
Court sided with students who object- 
ed to this practice. 

Many believe this is just the begin- 
ning of a wave of sp 2 suits. 

It is likely the ruling will affect all 
University of Wisconsin campuses, 
according to University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison and Justice Department 
spokesman, Jim Haney.

Students have the opportunity 
to nominate themselves and receive 
national recognition. Applications 
are now available at the Student 
Organization Center Desk for the 
Who’s Who Among Students in 
American Colleges and Universi- 
ties Award. 

For over 60 years, Who’s Who 
has worked with 1,900 senior col- 
leges in recognizing student leaders. 

Selection of these students is 
made by campus nominating com- 
mittees and is based on above aver- 
age academic standing, communi- 
ty service, leadership ability, and 
potential for continued success. 

Students selected for the honor 
have biographical sketches in the 
annual 1,700 page publication, 
receive a certificate that can be 


included in their portfolio, and have 


access to the Reference Service. 
This provides recipients seeking 

t graduate employment with fel- 
lon ips or admission to various 
service organizations. 

Students may opt to purchase 
copies of the publication and oth- 
er gifts, but there is no membership 
fee or charge for use of the Refer- 
ence Service. 

Students who wish to apply are 
judged in four areas: scholarship, lead. 
ership, extra-curricular activities, and 
citizenship. For each section, appli- 
cants are asked to describe their con- 
tributions and specify dates of activ- 
ities they have participated in. 

In addition, students are asked 
to submit not more than two let- 
ters of recommendation in which 
the writer addresses how long and 


on what basis isthe os known the - 


applicant, how the applicant has 
served their organization, and spe- 
cial qualities the applicant has shown 


in the four areas of evaluation. 

All letters of recommendation 

must keep the applicant’s identity 
idden, so as to ensure no bias enters 
into the evaluation process. 

A committee organized by the 
public relations committee of the 
Stout Student Association will judge 
applicants. Up to 80 may be accept- 
ed from Stout. Each of the four sec- 
tions has a total of 10 points, fora 
total possibility of 40. Traditional- 
ly, those selected for the honor have 
at least 30 points or 75 percent of 
the total points. 

Applicants must have junior or 
senior status and have a minimum 
cumulative grade point average of 
2.8 or above.

Not to be overlooked are the 
four editions of “Technical Report 
Writing Today” that Riordan began 
writing in 1986. Look for the fifth 
edition that is due out sometime 
this winter. 

Aside from his devotion to teach- 
ing, Riordan has developed a pro- 
found interest in photography. He 
primarily takes photographs of 
nature scenes because he believes 
“art is everywhere.” Check out 
Emma’s Bakery early next January, 
when many of his photographs will 
be on display. 

Riordan’s pedagogical approach 
in the classroom keeps students 
on their toes. One of his objec- 
tives is to teach students to weigh 
out all options. He believes his 
teaching style allows students to 
get the most out of the classroom 
experience. Riordan advises, 
“Keep an open mind and consid- 
er the alternatives.”

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Personal bests abound for 
Blue Devil Cross Country

In addition to all the trick-or- 
treaters scampering about, this past 
Saturday found both of the Stout 
Cross Country Teams in action, as 
they participated in the WIAC 
Championships in Oshkosh. 

The Women’s Team finished in 
fourth place in the championship, 
a mere seven points behind UW 
Stevens Point, a team they felt they 
should have bettered. “We were 
disappointed in our fourth place 
finish, but our times were moving 
in the right direction,” said Women’s 
Cross Country Coach Carlene 
Hochhalter. Despite the disap- 
pointment in the results, 11 of Stout’s 
12 runners set personal bests. 

Stout’s dynamic duo, seniors Katy 
Olsen and Katie Jacobson, took dead 
aim at the record books as they both 
demolished the 5K record. Olsen 


crossed the line in a time of 18:01, 
good for third place, while obliter- 
ating the Stout 5K record of 18:29. 
J followed close behind, com- 
ing in with a time of 18:03 and plac- 
ing fourth overall. 

Competing shortly after the 
women finished, the Men’s Cross 
Country Team also strided the course. 
The men were heartily challenged 
as they competed in arguably the 
most talented Division III cross 
country conference in the nation. 

Finishing sixth overall behind sev- 
eral nationally ranked teams, nine of 
Stout's participants posted lifetime 
bests. Among these individuals were 
Eric Hanson, who placed 20th over- 
all and ran the fourth fastest time at 
Stout since Chris Hall has been coach. 
Immediately behind Hanson was 
teammate Josh Johnson, who placed 
21st and recorded the fifth fastest time 
that Hall has witnessed. Freshman 


Clint Latz also turned in a stellar per- 
formance for the Devil’s squad. 

“T was very pleased with our team’s 

cformance® stated Hall. “They 
ae ht into a team concept and it 
paid off for them.” 

The Cross Country Teams will 
be sending their top seven runners 
to Regionals in St. Louis, MO, Nov. 
14. From the 32 teams competing, 
only five will advance to nationals. 
The Men's Team looks to put up their 
best team score of the year and aim 
ata top nine finish. Coach Hall also 
believes he has three athletes with 
potential to advance to nationals. 

“I was very proud of the way the 
team performed this year,” said Hall 
of his squad, which lost its top three 
athletes from last season and posts 
only one senior in the top seven 
this season.

Universities rethinking 
their faculty speech code

Should a farm science profes- 
sor be punished for using a Play- 
boy centerfold to illustrate differ- 
ent cuts of meat? What about if a 
history professor uses a racial epi- 
thet when describing the slave 
trade? 

For the past 17 years, the answer 
at the University of Wisconsin was 
almost certainly yes. But for the 
past year, this bastion of political 
correctness has been rethinking 


that rigidity in a closely watched — 


attempt to soften its faculty speech 
code, one of the nation’s oldest 
and most restrictive. 

“The challenge is to avoid using 
a speech code to deal with all irri- 
tating speech,” said Roger Howard, 
associate dean of students. “We 
really want to go after this very 
atrocious speech where the pat- 
tern will show at least some evi- 
dence of intent by a faculty mem- 


ber to make the environment hos- 
tile because of a student’s race, col- 
or, gender, etc.” 

The work is being viewed by 
academics nationwide as a turn- 
ing point, or at least some of the 
first pebbles of a potential land- 
slide among anti-harassment speech 
codes that most U.S. campuses 
have adopted in the past 20 years. 

To some, it is a long-overdue 
repudiation of censorship on.cam- 
pus. To others, it portends a swing 
of the pendulum back to second- 
class status for anyone not among 
traditional elites. 

The key question is: What lim- 
its, if any, should control com- 
munication between faculty and 
students, balancing First Amend- 
ment rights and a desire to pro- 
tect students from harm? 

Already, courts have struck 
down student speech codes as 


unconstitutional in New Hamp- 
shire, Michigan, California, and 
elsewhere. Wisconsin’s student 
speech code was struck down by a 
federal judge in 1991, although 
the faculty code remained intact. 

Some universities have been 
paralyzed by the controversies. At 
the University of Massachusetts, 
a verbal harassment policy that 
had been expected to take effect 
three years ago has languished in 
draft form, in light of concerns 
about vague language. 

Wisconsin’s re-examination is 
happening on a campus known at 
once for P.C. orthodoxy and free- 
wheeling speech.

Design Show finds 
an alternative spot

In their final semes- 
ter at UW-Stout, all fine 
arts studio majors, Art 
Education majors, and 
Graphic Design majors 
are required to havea 
final show. 

But this semester, 
these seniors were unsure 
of the place for their show, 
and their place within 
the university. 

The space normally 
used for senior exhibits 
is not available because 
of construction of the new 
student gallery on the sec- 
ond floor of the Applied 
Arts building. 

For the first time, 
the show will appear 
in the space atop the 
Acoustic Cafe. 

Over the course of the 
past 15 years, the program 
has grown considerably and students 
began to call for group shows like 
their peers at UW-Eau Claire were 
having to display their work. 

Students in the Graphic Design 
program make up half of the students 
seeking degrees in the department 
of Art and Design. In the beginning, 
graduating class sizes were small but 
over time they have grown and the 
need for large, professional spaces 
for their exhibits has increased. 

Over the years, students have 
conducted senior shows in Min- 
neapolis, in downtown Menomonie 
locations, and more recently in cam- 
pus galleries such as the Furlong and 
Birch or in the Commons. 

According to Gene Bloedorn, 
Art and Design professor and gallery 
director, it was Tim O'Keefe, art and 
design professor and students who 
chose the space above the Acoustic 
Cafe as the alternate site for the show. 

Many Graphic Design students 
have expressed anger and dissatis-

faction with the show not being held 
on campus, particularly in the fact 
that the Furlong Gallery in particu- 
lar will not be used to house the show. 

According to Bloedorn, howev- 
er, the Furlong is an exhibit of ongo- 
ing shows of all kinds of work by dif- 
ferent people. The revolving faculty 
show has been ongoing for over 30 
years and schedules for the gallery 
are made up to a year in advance. 

The Furlong Gallery space has 
housed student shows and will be 
the site of the end of the year design 
and fine arts shows in the spring 
of 1999. 

The smaller size of this gallery, 
however, doesn’t provide enough 
space for the large number of stu- 

ents graduating in graphic design. 

Both Verdon and Bloedorn sight 
construction of the new gallery in 
Applied Arts as the major reason for 
relocation of the senior show. 

“Tt is not our intention to limit

Manditory fee case at 
door of Supreme Court

Across the nation, students 
have been filing suits against uni- 
versities that mandate student fees 
to activist organizations. In two 
separate rulings in Wisconsin, stu- 
dents have emerged victorious. 
The most recent round, decided 
in the Seventh Circuit Court, is 
now being appealed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court by the Wisconsin 
Board of Regents. 

- At UW-Stout, $1.33 per credit, 
up to 12 credits, is set aside each 
semester for Stout Student Associ- 
ation funded activities. These funds 
would be put in jeopardy if students 
begin to refuse paying the fees. 

According to Mary McManus, 
student services coordinator, a new 
student refund system for these 
fees will not have as much of an 
effect on Stout as other campus- 
es in the UW System. 

Other forms of financial assis- 


tance could be available to orga- 
nizations as well. UW-Eau Claire, 
for example, chooses to fund stu- 
dent sponsored activities instead 
of the organizations themselves. 

Before it was announced that 
the Seventh Circuit decision was 
to be appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, Stout was beginning to cre- 
ate a system whereby students could 
choose not to fund certain activ- 
ities they disagreed with. 

Although the Seventh Circuit 
Court’s decision involved UW- 
Madison, the precedent set refers 
to all in the Seventh Circuit, includ- 
ing Stout. 

As a result, until the recent deci- 
sion to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, Stout began discussion on 
an appropriate refund system for 
students to be included in their 
billing statements. 

Now that the decision is being 
a again, Stout has stayed fur- 

er action until the Court decides 
whether or not to hear the case.

The good 
first impression led to a long string 
of events which amounted to the 
hole for the house being dug a 
month ago. 

This isn’t the first feat the SCA 
has accomplished. Rather, they 
have a large resume of building and 
remodeling. In the past they have 
taken Habitat for Humanity pro- 
jects under their wing. Three years 
ago, they built a speck house. They 
have re-sided houses and built docks 
and various small remodeling pro- 
jects to name a few. 

The SCA is an organization 
consisting of a conglomeration of 
four national affiliations. Open

To provide incentive to people 
on site, jackets are rewarded to 
those who put 120 hours of time 
into the association. 

Blenker said their purpose is, 
“to leave this place a better place 
than we found it...we’ll start with 
one town at atime,” he ended, 
laughing. 

The Gutsch house continues to 


be worked on. Subcontractors have’ 


been hired to pour cement and 
install electrical wiring and plumb- 
ing. Otherwise, the rest of the work 
has fell in the hands of SCA.

The UW-Stout Football Team 
was the victim of a 55-point sec- 
ond half barrage as the Blue Dev- 
ils fell to conference leader UW- 
Stevens Point, 62-34, Saturday at 
Nelson Field. 

Stout scored first as freshmen 
Aaron Johnson tumbled in from 
two yards out for a touchdown and 
a 7-0 lead. The Blue Devils con- 
trolled the game and a 21-0 lead in 
the first half and led at the half by 
a score of 21-7. 

“Stevens Point has a solid defense 
and they are a very physical defen- 
sive team,” said Head Coach Ed 
Meierkort. “Offensively we can play 
with anybody, we just can’t turn the 
ball over,” said Meierkort of his team's 
offense, who were putting up points 
at will against what is arguably the 
best defense in the conference. 

The second half began with more 
of the same from the Blue Devil 
offense as quarterback Matt Bun- 
yan connected with Jesse Diaz less 
than a minute into the second half, 
giving Stout a 28-7 lead. “We had 
a chance to put them away and we 
didn't,” said Meierkort. 

From this point on, the game was 
completely dominated by the Point- 
ers.

Tobacco deal grows 

Idaho and Ohio Have expressed 
their support for the $206 billion 
tobacco deal, raising the number 
of states to 16 who are planning to 
agree with the largest U.S. civil 
settlement ever.

E. coli declined to comment because 
officials haven’t confirmed the meal 
was the source of the outbreak.  - 

Another church mgmber and 
supper attendant, who asked not 
tobe identified, said the meal did 
not affect her or others with which 
she attended the supper. 

“I helped serve the meal, but I 
didn’t prepare any of the food,” the 
church member said. 

“I went with four friends, and 
we all ate lots of food, lots of meat- 
balls, and none of us got sick.” 

Levandoski said about 200 peo- 
ple ate at the supper where the E. 
coli outbreak is suspected to have 


originated, and 40 to 45 different 
kinds of food were served. 

Ages of all the confirmed and 
suspected cases ranged from the 
late 50s to 80s; all are from the 
Menomonie area.

Knowing the facts will help 
preva the spread of STDs

Over 50 sexually transmitted 
diseases (STDs) are in existence. 
Some are bacterial and can be 
cured, while others are viral and 
stay for life. 

According to Janice Raemak- 
er, director of student health ser- 
vices, Chlamydia, Herpes, and 
Human Papilloma Virus (genital 
warts) are the most common STDs 
at UW-Srout. 

Chlamydia is a bacterial infec- 
tion that can be cured. Its testing 
has become standard in most year- 
ly gynecological exams for women, 
therefore it is often diagnosed and 
cured quickly. If it is not detected 
early, it can lead to arthritis and 
inflammation of the testicles in men 
and Pelvic Inflammatory Disease

(PID) in women. If not treated, 


Chlamydia can cause sterility and 
will be passed to unborn children. 

Like other STDs, Chlamydia is 
contracted through intimate sex- 
ual contact or body fluids. Up to 
75 percent of women and 25 per- 
cent of men show no symptoms. 
However, when symptoms are pre- 
sent, they can include painful uri- 
nation or whitish discharge from 
the penis in men and itching, bur- 
ing, pelvic pain, and a greenish 
discharge in women. 

Herpes and genital warts are viral 
infections that can be medically 
treated but not cured. Asa result, 
those who contract the diseases can 
be mentally devastated. 

Herpes causes painful, blister- 
like sores that can appear at the 
point of contact including the penis, 
anus, vagina or mouth. One in six 


or more than 31 million Americans 
have Herpes. Other SYBIPLOMS 
include swollen lymph glands 

muscles, fever, and eadaches. They 
usually appear two-21 days after 
contact with an infected person. 


Herpes virus is 
direct oe one is phiahly conta- 
gious. Those with scan infect 
other areas of bi ody if they 


touch infected fluid and then touch 
another part of their body, such as 
the eyes or mouth. 

After sores are healed, it is still 
possible to spread the virus. When 
the virus multiplies, it is released 
from the skin in a process called 

that is not always detectable, 
but still contagious. 

Like Herpes, genital warts are a 


’ viral infection. Infection with HPV 


leads to growths (warts) that appear 
on the penis, vulva, vagina, cervix, 
in or the anus or in the throat. 
The warts can be tiny, look like cau- 
liflower or be flat. Warts are spread 
through oral, anal or vaginal sex 
and can appear a few weeks, months 
or years aftercontact. ( 

Genital warts are often called 

a “silent” epidemic because there 
nine be no initial symptoms. 
may cause irritation or itch, but 
is often completely painless. Diag- 
nosis is very important because 
the virus can spread quickly. 
Women with HPV have a high 
risk of cervical cancer and can pass 
the virus to their children. 

Over 750,000 new cases of HPV 
are reported each year. Once a per- 
son is diagnosed, they can be treat- 
ed with solution, gel or ointment 
and the warts can be frozen or 
burned off with a laser, electric 
needle or with an injectable treat- 
ment. This process is repeated 
each time the warts reappear. 

Student Health Services offers 
confidential testing and treatment 
of each of these STDs and can 
assist affected students in con- 
tacting past sexual partners, if 
requested. To make an appoint- 
ment, call the Student Health 
Center at x-1314.

JDL wants to 
know the location of ... David Cole. Anyone giving us his correct address 
will receive a monetary reward.” 

The FBI has termed the JDL a “terrorist organization.” 

The Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith refuses to publicly 
condemn the Jewish Defense League, for this: language of hate. The 
reason is clear. The ADL, by. proxy, is “using” this threat of violence 
against a Jewish scholar in its own struggle to help censor open debate on 
the Holocaust controversy. This betrays our First Amendment and runs 
contrary to Article 19 of The Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 
Who benefits from such censorship? Americans? 

Over the past decades there have been thousands—if not tens of 
thousands—of hours of one-sided Holocaust allegations broadcast to the 
American people. Is it not fair that those of us who are not anti-German 
bigots, who no longer believe the gas chamber stories but do believe in 
intellectual freedom, should be given 90 minutes—only 90 minutes!—to 
debate the Anti-Defamation League over the suppression and censorship 
of holocaust revisionism?

UW System vies Email pains soon to go away 
for more money

University of Wisconsin Sys- 
tem officials are hoping the state 
will start picking up the slack and 
paying its share to support the 
state's 26 public colleges. 

“It only makes sense to con 
tinue the historic partnership 
between the state and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin System,” said 
David J. Ward, senior vice presi- 
dent of academic affairs for the 
University of Wisconsin System. 

During the past four years, Wis- 
consin tax support for higher edu 
cation increased by seven percent, 
while inflation rose 11 percent 

But the state has a lot riding on 
UW System-educated students 
The UW System has an $8 billion 
annual economic impact on Wis- 
consin, about 10 times the state's 
investment, Ward said. 

The state also reaps the bene- 
fits of the 150,000 students and 
25,000 faculty who are currently 
involved with the UW System, he 
said. Enrollment has continually 
increased across the campuses. 

“It is amazingly affordable to 
geta University of Wisconsin Sys- 
tem education,” Ward said. 

The average total cost fora UW 
education is about $9,000. Tuition 
is kept low thanks to the efforts of 
the administrators, according to 
Ward. 


“Administrative expenses and 


costs are kept low compared to the 
18 other states with systems sim- 
ilar to Wisconsin,” Ward said. 

The UW System spends 5.5 
cents on the dollar on adminis- 
trative costs, compared to 10 cents 
nationally. 

And while 58 percent of stu- 
dents have loans to repay after col- 
lege, averaging about $13,000, that 
must he weighed against the life- 
time value of their education, Ward 
said. 

In the coming years, the UW 
System 1s requesting a 3.4 percent, 
or about $43 million, annual bud- 
vet increase to remain competi- 
tive. 

The 1998-99 UW System bud- 
getisset at $2.7 billion, of which 
the state contributes about a third. 

The increase will be used to 
fund several new initiatives, includ- 
ing bolstering the system's libraries 
and information technology and 
training an additional 800 students 
per year for information technol- 
ogy Careers. 

Ward also wants to improve stu- 
dent and career advising to increase 
freshmen retention and timely 
graduation. 

Special funding from the bud- 
ret has also been targeted to assist 
focal governments through expand- 
ed access to UW faculty, programs, 
and facilities.

In fact, it will take several 
months to enter all the informa- 
tion necessary to get Microsoft 
Exchange up and running. 

In the meantime, the best advice 
from the university is to use the e- 
mail system at hours that are less 
likely to be busy. According to 
Wahl, 7-10:30 a.m. and 4-6 p.m. 
on the weekdays are the best times 
to click in.

For the eighteenth year in a row, 
UW-Stout Marketing Education 
majors and Menomonie High School 
students have joined together to open 
the model store. 

The model store project is a 
required class for all Marketing Edu- 
cation majors. In the class, students 
learn about project methods as a tool 
for teaching skills and authentically 
assessing their students. Stout stu- 
dents are divided into sales, promo- 
tion, operations, and human resources 
groups according to their interests 
and skills. Each group has two group 
leaders and two store co-coordina- 
tors are also chosen. 

From there, students travel to 
-Menomonie High School and teach 
Al Marotz’s marketing class funda- 
mentals of opening a store. Students 
go through interviews and are placed, 
with the Stout students in one of the 
four groups. 

The teams then begin to com- 
plete, ina very short time, all of the 
steps involved in opening a store. 
The sales team drafts contracts and 
visits businesses seeking goods on 
consignment; the human resources 
group interviews, schedules, and 
makes the policy manual; the pro- 
motion group sends press releases 
and coordinates the grand opening 
ceremony; and the operations group 
handles inventory and money flow 
for the business. Many other duties 
are also included in each group and 
creativity is welcomed and encour- 
aged to obtain merchandise and 
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increase sales every year. 

This year’s store is locat- 
ed in the Thunderbird Mall 
and is called Santa’s Clauset. 
Over $20,000 in merchan- 
dise was given to the store to 
sell on consignment from over 
30 area businesses. Members 
of the sales team were also 
able to secure a new Volk- 
swagen Bug and a snowmo- 
bile for the store, pushing 
inventory to over $40,000. 
The store is only open for one 
week in December and usu- 
ally sells between $3,500 and 
$4 000 in merchandise. 

Dr. Carol Mooney, Pro- 
gram Director for the Mar- 
keting Education major at 
Stout, has been involved with 
the project for 11 years and 
believes the model store is 
of great benefit to both the 
Stout students and the stu- 
dents from Menomonie High 
School. — 

“The model store is a pro- 
ject that involves a real work- 
ing relationship with kids. Our 
students see what high school 
students can and will do when 
they are challenged, moti- 
vated and given an ‘owner- 
ship’ opportunity,” said 
Mooney. “The model store 
encourages students and 
strengthens self-confidence 
and esteem.”

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Parking Appeals Board 
faces student criticism

A student member of the Stout 
Parking Appeals Board has been 
making waves on campus, claim- 
ing the board treats student appeals 
unfairly. 

Glenn Perry is a non-traditional 
student, part-time Dunn County 
deputy sheriff, and Parking Appeals 
Board member who believes the 
law is not black and white; the 
appeal process is often in the gra 

“T have been on the Apeeals 
Board for about a month and 
although that is not very long, 
have come to believe there is a def- 
inite bias leaning toward the fac- 
ulty and staff,” Perry said in a let- 
ter to the Stoutonia. 

He cited several examples of 
unfair treatment, each of which he 
felt would have been handled dif- 
ferently with a Stout faculty or staff 
member. “...A student that not only 
appealed her ticket but showed up 
to present her case was in my mind 
treated unfairly and not with the 
same consideration that a teacher 
or faculty member was.” 

Perry cites two incidents involv- 
ing faculty appeals favoritism. The 
first involves a student parked in 
a zone that needed a special per- 
mit. The student had received ver- 
bal authorization from authorities 
there and went inside to get the 


permit. When he returned, his car 
was already ticketed. The appeal 
was not dismissed. Perry also cites 
a situation in which a faculty mem- 
ber had borrowed a university 
owned vehicle. Authorities issued 
a verbal warning after first sight- 
ing the vehicle. Later on the vehi- 
cle was given a written warning, 
but no ticket. 

Parking Coordinator, Keith 
McCarten,thinks the current sys-

but for one board member, the problems only begin there. 


tem is working. “The simplest, clear- 
est parking system possible is the 
most effective,” he said. But he 
believes there are occasional excep- 
tions. “Other goals of the univer- 
sity may occasionally supersede the 
goals of the parking office,” he said. 
He stands by the Parking Office’s 
policies and the fines they impose. 
“Fines should never be to collect 
revenue.

Drastic crime 
laws enacted

Starting in September of this 
year, there are a few new laws in 
place regarding the reporting of 
campus crime statistics. 

These higher education amend- 
ments allow campuses to disclose 
disciplinary referrals for alcohol, 
drug, and weapons violations. 
Manslaughter and arson have been 
added to the categories schools must 
disclose, and reporting of hate crimes 
has been expanded. 

Statistics will be disclosed in 
four categories, on campus, non 
campus (fraternity and sorority 
houses), public property, and resi- 
dential facilities for students (res- 
idence halls, apartments). Asa 
result, all schools will be required 
to maintain a public police log of 
all reported crimes. 

The U.S. Department of Justice 
has increased its involvement as 
well. They have granted millions 
of dollars of funding to universities. 
$1,000,000 has been authorized to 
conduct a study on how colleges 
respond to complaints of sexual 
assault. This study will be conducted 
by the Departments of Justice and 
Education. Another grant has autho- 
rized the sum of $5,000,000 (for the 
fiscal year 1999) to be dedicated to 
the study of binge drinking. In addi- 


tion, schools deemed to have suc- 


cessful programs reducing binge 
drinking will be given up to $750,000. 

Two new laws regarding alcohol 
and drug violations have also been 
enacted. Schools are now able to 
release to parents of students who 
are under the age of 21 information 
about alcohol or drug related dis- 
ciplinary violations. This does not 
mean that universities are required 
to release this information, only 
that they are now able to. There 
have been some mixed feelings about 
this new law, considering the record 
number of freshmen Stout has 
enrolled this year. “I have a real 
problem with my parents knowing. 
Not because I think my parents 
would be upset. Just because I think 
that you should take responsibili- 
ty for your own actions. Your par- 
ents can’t be solving your problems. 
You’re an adult now,” said junior, 
Ben Garvens. 

The newest law to catch students’ 
eyes, however, is concerning drug 
convictions. 

Students convicted of various 
drug offenses will lose their student 
aid eligibility for specified periods 
of time. This drug violation does 
exclude alcohol and only applies to 
state or federal drug charges. In order 
to lose financial aid, students must 
actually be convicted of a drug 
offense. This offense can take place 
anywhere in the United States. It

Smokers are taking 
ashot to the wallet this B 
month as cigarette prices 
jumped in the wake of 
a 45 cent per pack 
increase in wholesale 
prices. 

“RJ. Reynolds Tobac- 
co Company and Phillip 
Morris U.S.A., the 
nation’s two largest- 
tobacco companies, 
decided to raise prices on 
cigarettes after a $206 billion tobac- 
co lawsuit with 48 states. The law- 
suit resolved states’ claims for pro- 
viding health care for sick smokers. 

Smokers are about to get hit with 
a double whammy. Not only have 
the prices gone up, but they will be 
rising again come the New Year, due 
to a 15 cent per pack federal tax 
increase on cigarettes that is part of 
the new federal tax law recently 
signed by President Clinton. 

According to an article in the 

i Post, an economic analy- 
sis performed by the council of Eco- 
nomic Advisors and the Treasury 
Department for the Clinton Admin- 
istration, estimates that the purposed 
settlement may increase in the price 
by 62 cents per pack. Coupled with 
the new federal tax hike, the admin- 
istration study estimates that the 
overall increase in the price of ciga- 
rettes may be as much as 77 cents 
per pack. 

Will that be enough to dissuade 
some smokers from lighting up? 
According to the economists, the 
answer is “yes!” 

The administration study esti- 
mates that at least 10 million few- 
er adults will smoke by the year 
2002 due to the price increase 

_ tesulting from the tobacco settle- 
ment. The sharpest decline would 
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be among college-age adults. 

Although smoking among col- 
lege students has increased in recent 
years, the settlement will most like- 
ly reverse this trend. The Post arti- 
cle quoted a senior administration 
official as saying, “The one thing 
we know for a fact is, if you raise 
the price, it will have an impact 
on youth smoking.” 

Cigarette prices have already risen 


throughout Menomonie. Julie Zensli, 


an employee at Bonkers, claims the 

rice increase on cigarettes has had 
hie impact on cigarette sales so far. 
Zensli believes that in the long run 
many smokers may, if anything, switch 
to cheaper brands. 

This seems to be a fairly com- 
mon feeling among student smok- 
ers here at Stout. Andrea Paocha, 
a sophomore, has been smoking 
for several years now and feels the 
price increase is more of a nuisance 
than anything. “I’m not going to 
quit just because the price has 
increased.” 

The cigarette price increase, 
along with the January tax, will 
taise the price of cigarettes about 
50 percent. A carton of Marlboros 
will cost about $30, up from about 
$20. A smoker with a pack-a-day 
habit will pay about $370 a year 
more for cigarettes after January.

With winter on the way, many 
students will be traveling home 
for the holidays. Whether to 
Chippewa Falls or Chicago, it is 
important to prepare oneself and 
the car for the journey. 

According to the University of 
Idaho, travelers should take the 
following precautions. 

Before even leaving, conduct 
a thorough winterizing check, 
including the ignition system, bat- 
tery, lights, tires, cooling system, 
exhaust system, heater, brakes, 
wiper blades, defroster, antifreeze, 
and oil. 

Also, a winter storm kit should 
be assembled, containing: blan- 
kets or sleeping bags, matches and 
candles, facial tissue, paper tow- 
els, extra clothing, including hats, 
mittens and boots, high calorie 
non-perishable food, compass, road 
map, knife, first aid kit, shovel, a 
ack of sand, flashlight, booster 
cables, tools, and flares. 

The next tip is to select alter- 
nate routes in case the route usu- 
ally taken isn’t passable. Also, 
make sure someone knows where 
the driver is going, when they have 
left, the time they are supposed to 
arrive, and what route is planned 
to be taken. 

When traveling, listen to the 
radio so the latest weather infor- 
mation ts known and prepared for, 
drive defensively, and try to trav- 
el with another person, preferably 
In a Caravan. 

Before leaving, make sure to fill 
the gas tank completely. This will 
prevent the car from running out 
of gas, of course, but also gives 
enough fuel to run the motor and 


heat the car in the event that it 
should become stranded. 

If while traveling, a storm is 
encountered that is particularly 
severe, seek shelter immediately. 

If trapped in a blizzard while trav- 
eling, stay calm and avoid overex- 
ertion and overexposure. Trying to 
shovel the car out or pushing could 
cause a heart attack. Likewise, don’t 
leave the shelter of the car. It is easy 
to become disoriented while walk- 
ing around in a blizzard. It may be 
possible once again, to risk expo- 
sure or not be able ‘to find the way 
back to the car. 


Because freezing, wet snow can _ 


seal the windows and doors in the 
car and can also block exhaust 
pipes, it is very important to keep 
fresh air in the car to protect 
against suffocation or poisoning. 
Make sure to keep a downwind 
window cracked. 

Keep warm by clapping hands 
together and moving arms and legs 
vigorously. If one were to stay in 
a single position for very long, 
there may be a risk of frostbite. 

Keep the dome light on at all 
times so passersby can spot the car. 
Signal with the kom occasional- 
ly. It can be heard for as far as a 
mile on quiet roads. 

If the winter storm kit is inad- 
equate, remember that parts of the 
car can be used for emergency tools. 
For example, hubcaps can be used 
as shovels, seat covers as blankets, 
floor mats to prevent drafts and 
shut out the wind and cold, and 
oil can be burned in a hubcap as 
a smoke signal. 

By paying attention to the above 
winter survival tips, the drive may 
be a little safer and the driver’s life 
might be saved. 


When driving in the winter months, remember to pack the essential equipment to bring on 
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the journey. In the long run, these simple items will greatly increase the chance of survival in 


a serious snowstorm. 


Vaccination may harm instead of cure

It isa daily battle for Patty Engler 
as she fights to reach people with 
her message. Each night consists of 
writing to Congress, calling Date 
Line, and emailing to anyone who 
can give her more information. 

Her son, Bill Engler, is one of the 
2.4 million active duty military per- 
sonnel and reservists who have been 
required to be inoculated with the 
vaccine against anthrax. UW-Stout 
students, such as Angela Sarauer 
who joined the National Reserves, 
also face taking the drug in the near 
future. 


Due to the unknown side effects 
and questionable effectiveness of the 
drug, Engler is one of the small per- 
centage of soldiers who initially refused 
to take the vaccine. Then the order 
came. Soon the few who refused were 
facing demotion, loss of benefits, and 
even dishonorable discharge. The 
government had put them in what 
may be the biggest predicament of 
their lives: to face dishonor or to face 
the unknown. 

The vaccine, said to counteract 
the adverse effects of the weapon, 
has been issued in a series of six shots 
over an 18 month period. 

Currently used in biological war- 
fare, anthrax is a deadly disease orig-

inating from plant-eating animals. 
The most serious of the three types, 
inhalation anthrax, is due to inhala- 
tion of the spores. The process starts 
by infecting the lymph nodes and 
spreads to the medialstinal structures 
resulting in shock, coma, and death. 
When tested on Gruinard Island 
during World War II, the spores 
remained active 45 years later and 
the land unhabitable. It also hap- 
pens to be the easiest germ weapon 
to make and store. These factors 
combined make the disease a prime 
weapon to kill off millions. 
Licensed by the Food and Drug 
Administration, the anthrax vac- 
cine has been widely used since the 


1970s. Scientists and experts con- 
tinue to vouch for its safety. Yet, evi- 
dence has suggested FDA reports of 
quality control problems at the Michi- 
gan facility where the vaccine is pro- 
duced. 

There is also questioning of the 
actual effectiveness in protecting 
troops against airborne infection. 
Many Giant side effects have been 
reported and links have been made 
to the “Gulf War Syndrome.” And 
the long term effects remain yet to 
be known. 

Still the government order remains. 
The retribution of not following the 
order hangs over the heads of those 
who protest. The government feels 


that those who refuse to comply are 
in effect, breaking their contracts 
with their terms of service. When 
taking the vow, obeying lawful orders 
is a soldier’s way of life.

Faculty Profile: Dr. Tom Modahl

Over 30 years ago. Dr. Tom 
Modahl was involved in a car acci- 
dent that changed his life forev- 
er. Seven months in the hospi- 
tal and a forgotten career had his 
future crashing down on him. He 
was faced with the unknown. This 
was where his new life began. 

Originally attending the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota-Duluth, hop- 
ing to obtain a job in industrial 
technology, Modahl’s accident 
pointed him toward Stout anda 
career in vocational rehabilita- 
tion. For the past 26 years he has 
been a vocational rehabilitation 
professor and counselor here. 

Along with teaching and coun- 
seling students, Modahl travels 
all over the country speaking at 
workshops. Over the course of his 


career he has delivered more than 
200 speeches to disabled students. 
In 1994 he was voted Most Out- 
standing Graduate Faculty at 
Stout. 

Modahl’s effectiveness in the 
classroom stems from his belief 
that teaching is a two-way street. 
He enjoys challenging his stu- 
dents to grow and develop by 
encouraging them to achieve 
excellence. “My philosophy is 
that everyone needs to have bal- 
ance in their life. I think it is 
itsperuint to be a well-rounded 
individual,” Modahl said. 

His students seem to have 
many good things to share about 
him. When talking to one, a good 
grasp of his teaching style is por- 
trayed. “He tells you personal 
stories to give examples...he is 
more than a textbook teacher.” 


By using examples, the student 
feels the knowledge gained in the 
classroom is applied to real life. 
Now, it seems the path he 
chose has been the right one. His 
accident now a shadow of a 
reminder, he now hikes in the 
mountains and cross country skis. 
Later on, he will travel exten- 
sively and take the time to do 
even more of these activities. 
And his academic plans? In 
the future he plans to continue 
vocational rehabilitation train- 
ing and become more involved 
in research in his field. 
Eventually Modahl plans to 
retire, but until then he prefers to 
take each day as it comes. “I have 
decided to only worry about that 
which I can control. When I real- 
ized that I am not in control of any- 


thing, I stopped worrying.”

The back page of Alternative 
Press music magazine features a full 
page ad of Ernesto “Che” Guevara 

urning the American flag with 
“Behead the aggressor” written in 
four languages. 

Enthusiastic Cuban revolutionary 

‘Che sought to unify Latin Ameri- 
can society through the victory of 
socialism after Castro granted him 
Cuban citizenship in 1959. Che 
assumed the role of economic leader 
of Cuba while denouncing capi- 
talists as incapable of participating 
alongside the workers. His chief 
policy was to end Cuba’s econom- 
ic dependence upon the export of 
tobacco and sugar. Cuba’s produc- 
tion increased, but it was not enough. 
Militias were formed to defend the 
revolution and ensure that chil- 
dren and workers were fed and 
clothed. Che politically sought a 
union with third world countries, 
feared by the U.S. because it would 
mean an end to U.S. interests in 
land estates in Latin America. Cuba 
planned to remain neutral to the 
influences of feuding Cold War 
powers and develop its own social- 
ist society. After meeting with 
Khrushchev and ignoring warnings 
that the U.S was pushing Cuba 
towards Communism, Kennedy 
committed to the Bay of Pigs and 
in February of 1962 Castro declared 
the Revolution to be Marxist and 
the Cuban Missile Crisis ensued. 

Sub Pop Records is being auc- 
tioned off to the highest bidder in 
what Rolling Stone Magazine describes 
as “the garage sale of the century.” 
Sub Pop began with Bruce Pavit- 
t's magazine at the University of 
Washington. The record label grew

Sub Pop Henle Sined a 
industry on its ear by promoting 
its own regionalism, through the 
Seattle invasion. Initially Sub Pop 
produced anti-art rock for people 
who are repulsed by art rock’s pre- 
tentiousness. ; 

Early albums include the Deep 
Six and Sub Pop 100 compilations, 
Green River’s “Dry as a Bone” and 
Soundgarden’s “Screaming Wife.” 
Nirvana’s seminal “Bleach” and the 
first Mudhoney’s single Touch Me 
I’m Sick were released in 1988. 

Albums were characterized by 
their black and white shot, and from 


the hip, painted motion-style cov- 

ts. The label promoted itself through 
its use of photography by blowing 
up images and creating a mytholo- 
gy through their continuity. 

Sub Pop's impending indepen- 
dent demise is the result of it becom- 
ing its own beast of burden. Like 
the label’s artists uncomfortably 
moved from small venues and clubs 
into large stadiums, the growing 
label found itself sup orting the 
ideals and dogmas erie record 
industry it initially opposed. Sub 
Pop’s critical mass grew, its mythol- 
ogy imploded, and the image the 
listeners were used to changed. 

“Behead the aggressor” is not 
only Sub Pop sputtering its dying 
breath against the industry, but also 
a statement to be considered in the 
context of our times. The oil indus- 
try’s capitalist interests brought 
about our involvement in the Mid- 
dle East and the escalations that 
have followed. Must so many give 
so much for so few? 

Missing from the logo for Sub 
Pop are the vowels “u” and “o.” The 
bands that made dere million dol- 
lars didn’t earn more than a frac- 
tion of it on Sub Pop. Sub Pop was 
the key to the Pandora’s box of the 
Seattle invasion. The missing vow- 
els serve as a reminder to the mul- 
ti-platinum sellers and corporate 
monguls alike. You owe something 
to your heritage. The “sold the flan- 
nel crowd” should consider digging 
up some of their unreleased and for- 
gotten works and giving Sub Po 
isteners a final cup of that black 
oily tarry bottom of the barrel cof- 
fee and beer sound.

Australia has quickly become one 
of the more popular exchange pro- 
grams for students in the Hospitali- 
ty and Tourism Management pro- 
gram. The exchange takes place at 
Southern Cross University in Lis- 
more, Southern Wales Australia. 

It is a relatively new exchange 
offered through Stout’s International 
Program. But because of great inter- 
est from students, the Australian 
exchange is now being offered not 
only to students in Hospitality and 
Tourism, but Psychology, Human 
Development, Business, and Gen- 
eral Education as well. 

Typically, the Hospitality and 
Tourism program only allows two to 
three students to attend per semes- 
ter. But with the program expand- 
ing, now as many as 15 students will 
be able to travel to Australia. 

The exchange allows students to 
gain the life-altering experience of 


traveling, while still earning credits 
toward graduation. 

Dr. Christine Clements, chair of 
the Hospitality and Tourism Depart- 
ment, feels this program has been 
and will continue to be beneficial 
for any student who attends. 

“The opportunity for living in a 
foreign country gives a global per- 
spective for the students,” she said. 

Semesters for the Australian 
exchange run on a different time peri- 
od than at Stout. Spring semester 
runs from early February until June, 
while fall semester is from mid-July 
through October. 

For those who are in the H@T 
rogram, the cost is roughly about 
6,850 asemester. For students not 

in the major, costs increase to $8,325. 

Last year two Hospitality and 
Tourism students went on theex- 
change. Lucretia Haugli and Tom 
Van Heiigan were the first students 
from Stout to experience the Aus- 
tralian exchange. 

Haugli, a junior, said the experi- 
ence was incredible. “It was a great 
experience. | lived in a co-ed dorm 
and had four roommates; one of my 
roommates was Dutch, so not only 
did | get to experience Australian 
culture, but a taste of Dutch as well.” 

_ Those interested in experiencing 
asemester in Australia, contact the 
International Exchange Office on 
the 4th floor of Bowman Hall. The 
Australian exchange is quite popu- 
lar and fills up quickly. Spots are 
already full until the year 2000 for 
the H&T program.

Local shelter builds a Bridge to 
Hope, but not to state funding

Consider for a moment that 
hundreds have been hijacked on 
a plane. Those on the ground radio 
to the hostages that they must stop 
being stupid and to find a way out 
of their situation, on their own. 

This would probably never hap- 
pen, but it is the very same way our 
culture treats domestic abuse victims. 

Or so Martha Hemmingway of 
Bridge to Hope sees things. As direc- 
tor of the domestic abuse shelter in 
Menomonie, she witnesses the 
dashed dreams, broken families, 
shattered esteems that result from 
domestic abuse. 

The shelter is a way to empow- 
er battered women, equip them with 
tangible tools they can use, such as 
money, legal help, education, and 
most essentially, safety for them and 
their children. This, she says, is what 
can change women’s lives, not just 
words from those that can never 
understand what it’s like to leave a 
family, home, and hope, in the blink 
of an eye. 

This necessary, life-saving shel- 
ter is new to Menomonie, but from 
the start has been struggling to stay 
afloat. While they have funding from 
the United Way and are applying for 
other funds, state money is unavail- 
able due to a rule stating that shel- 
ters cannot be located less than 50 
miles away from each other. 

The Bridge is in a double bind, 


as shelters are located in Eau Claire 
and River Falls, and yet without 
the Bridge’s existence, Menomonie 
is without a critical community 
resource. The women that use these 
shelters often do not have trans- 
portation to and from Menomonie 
for the job interviews, court 
appointments, and resources the 
Bridge encourages them to use.

“If the shelter was not here, 
more women would die, wouldn’t 
leave the situation, or would feel 
isolation because they have to 
move away from their support sys- 
tem,” Hemmingway said. 

The Bridge houses a family of 
mother and child(ren) for up to 
30 days, long enough to escape 
from a potentially deadly situa- 
tion, find resources in their com- 
munity, and learn how to function 


as a healthy family again. Cur- 
rently, only one family is housed, 
but if more volunteer staff, such 
as Stout students on practicum or 
looking for volunteer experience, 
is added, they could house sever- 
al more at a time. 

For Barb (last name withheld), 
Stout student, working with the 
staff of seven has been rewarding, 
but often difficult. As a victim of 
domestic abuse herself, she pas- 
sionately protects the women who 
come through their doors. But with 
so few staff, she will have to work 
longer days as the shelter’s Adult 
Advocate/Legal Advocate. 

Hemmingway, with years of 
experiences at domestic abuse shel- 
ters, knows they work. 

“Tt’s a solvable problem. Having 
a shelter is an important part of the 
solution...while the [judicial] system 
holds the batterers accountable.” 

The Bridge is planning many 
fundraisers for the next months, 
hoping to get the monetary help so 
essential for women in Menomonie. 
Those interested in donating can 
drop their small change at boxes 
located at the Service Center, upper 
level of the Memorial Student Cen- 
ter, and at the Stoutonia, lower lev- 
el of the MSC.

Prospective land- 
lord and tenants find one another 
here, free legal advice is passed out, 
and building inspectors are on hand 
for any barrage of questions. This all- 
day affair has one underlying goal: 
to empower the student renter. 

“It seems there is a real inequity 
between landlords and tenants when 
it comes to power,” Trina Chernos, 
campus attorney, said. She will be at 
the Housing Fair and consults with 
students for a small fee, roughly $5. 

The fair is about convenience too, 
as photos and videotapes of proper- 
ties are showcased, making it easy to 


is also prime time to shop for land- 
lords; good landlords are often more 
important than the housing they sell. 
Renters can meet landlords, discuss 
tules, look over contracts, and just 
plain shop for that perfect relation- 
ship they're bound to fora year. 

Jason Zweifel, the Landlord/Ten- 
ant/City Affairs Director for SSA, 
plans the project, and is the one to 
consult with throughout the year on - 
rental issues. He has coached dozens 
of students on finding their way out 
ofa potential mess. Towards the begin- 
ning of the year, he receives 10-20 
calls per month from students. The 
number one complaint? Illegal entry 
by landlords. Wisconsin landlords 
can enter an apartment only under 
certain circumstances and by fol- 
lowing set procedures. WI Stats. 
704.5(2) requires landlords to give 
advance notice of entry and they may 
only enter to inspect or show the 
premises, make repairs, or in an emer- 
gency. 

Renters have a myriad of rights, 
mostly unknown to them. In fact, 
manuals covering over 300 such top- 
ics are available for reference at the 
SSA office. Zweifel believes the major- 
ity of students have experienced a 
rental problem or have been con- 
fused as to their rights, but just nev-

Don’t be a cheap bastard: Tip 
servers or eat TV dinners

rant industry. Servers rely on the 
tips that they get from guests. I can 
relate, because I work part-time in 
a fine-dining restaurant. 

So the question of the week is:

For exam- 

le, I served a table of four whose 

bit came to $245.

servers at fine-dining restaurants 
are put through a lot more train- 
ing than the average run-of-the- 
mill restaurants.

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presentations, and small but impor- 
tant things like serving from the 
left, clearing from the right, and 
crumbing the table when the guest 
has completed their meal. 

If you receive bad service, then 
of course you have every right to 
bring down the tip percentage. That 
is just basic common sense to every- 
one - or is it? Many people tip this 
way regardless of whether they have 
good or bad service. 

If you can’t afford to tip, then 
you probably can’t afford that din- 
ner you just ate. My feeling is if you 
can’t afford to tip then you have no 


business eating out in the first place. 

After receiving small tips, I often 
want to say to the guest, “No, real- 
ly, you keep the money, because it’s 
obvious you need it more than I do.” 
I have actually gone after people in 
the parking lot to discuss the tip 
that they left me. But that’s just 
me. I’m nice until people leave me 
a demeaning tip. 

Leaving a bad tip is like hiring 
someone to clean your house and 
then not paying them for the work 
that they have done. So get with 
the program. 

As a result of this issue, think 
about what you tip your server the 
next time you eat out, regardless of 
the of restaurant. Keep in mind 
that all servers have bills to pay too 
and tips are a large part of their 
salary.

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Mentors paired with children for learning

The mentoring program goes 
unnoticed to many students at 
UW-Stout. Existing for over sev- 
en years, the program pairs vol- 
unteer mentors with children in 
Menomonie’s school district, from 
kindergarten to grade eight. 

The Menomonie School Men- 
tor Program started three years ago, 
when it was founded by Ed Ristow, 
now a retired principal. In the fall 
of 1997, the program was trans- 
ferred to the Positive Alternatives 
Agency, a housing development 
for troubled teens. The mentor- 
ing program is only one part of the 
five programs offered. 

The young students who ben- 
efit from this program include not 
only those with academic diffi- 
culties, but those who are having 
problems at home or students who 
are losing interest in school. 

Volunteer students and profes- 
sors meet with these children for 
one hour a week on elementary 

_ school grounds, offering support 
and guidance.

Mentors must be at 
least 18 years of age and a positive 
role model in the community. 


Molly Welch, sophomore at 


~UW-Stout and mentor to the pro- ~ 


gram, said the program is, “one of 
the best things anyone can do...I 
get to help out and at the same 
time I get to learn from the stu- 
dent. It’s kind of a two-way edu- 
cation process.” 

Currently, there are 17 student- 
mentor relationships. Of these 
relationships, 15 of the mentors 
are Stout students and the other 
two are retired school personnel. 
The goal is for the program to even- 
tually have 30 student-mentor 
matches. 

Elementary and middle school 
students are selected for the pro- 
gram based on both teacher and 
counselor recommendations, with 
the request and permission of par- 
ents or legal guardian. 

The main purpose of mentor- 
ing is to match young students with 
positive adult role models in the 
community and to provide neces- 
sary individual attention. Men- 
tors are expected to keep weekly 
written contact with the program 
staff and are encouraged to share 
concerns, ideas, and the student’s 
progress with those in charge of 
the program and school counselors. 

Positive Alternatives is run by 
Kristina Moore, program director, 
who is a Stout graduate student.

Every student can remember the 
confusion and embarrassment of 
being new on campus.

“I Chose UW-Stout” is the fall 


orientation-program -here-at Stout-—- 


which leads new students through 
the process by selecting specially 
trained upperclass students. 

“As of last fall, two new posi- 
tions have been created to help the 
students promote Stout by putting 
their best foot forward,” Starla Dix- 
en, Head Coordinator for fall ori- 
entation, said. The vital positions 
such as SOSAs (Summer Orienta- 
tion Student Advisors) and Team 
Leaders, which work with fall ori- 


entation are excellent opportuni- 
ties to get involved on campus. It’s 
not just about getting involved; 
there are many more benefits to 
both positions. 

SOSA’s work during the sum- 
mer registration to help out incom- 
ing freshmen plan their first semes- 
ter classes. They are required to 
work the scheduled days of sum- 
mer registration, which is nine and 
half hours, and the night before 
for about two hours. The total for 
the summer is approximately 100 
hours, paid. The students select- 
ed-willearn-$ 
about $575, not bad for working 
15 days to help out freshmen. It 
is also required that SOSAs serve 
as Team Leaders in the fall, which 
is a volunteer position. 

A Team Leader is a critical posi- 
tion which requires a student who 
is energetic, cooperative, and will- 
ing to work. This opportunity to 
meet and interact with faculty and 
staff, organize and direct group activ-

26. August 29 through Sept. 1, 
Team Leaders pair up with their 
designated freshmen group for a 
four day adventure of learning the 
ropes at Stout’s campus. 

Myriah Hougas, sophomore and 
Team Leader, said, “This allows 
freshmen to feel comfortable with 
the university; this way they do not 
feel as if they stick out their first 
day.” She went on to explain how

Tuition at UW-Stout is set to 
increase by 5% in the fall of 1999 for 
undergraduate and resident gradu- 
ate students. But according to the 
Stout Student Association, the ben- 
efits will definitely outweigh costs. 

Just a week ago, at aregion 
meeting, a document named 
“Access To Learning Differential 
Tuition: UW-Stout” was approved. 
The formal approval will pull in 
an estimated $850,000 annually 
to strengthen work experience pro- 
grams, early childhood program 
laboratory, classroom projects, lab- 


oratory experiences and service 


activities here at Stout. 

This document is unique because 
it was created by both students and 
administration. The idea originally 
was hatched last year by Laura Fletch- 
er, President of aduate Student 
Council, and Henry Tyler, President 
of Stout Student Association. 


The plan aims to serve the entire 
student body. Work experience pro- 
grams hope to eliminate the user fee 
($125) for co-ops, making work expe- 
rience programs more equally avail- 
able to Stout students. Currently, 70 
percent of all Stout graduates par- 
ticipate in an off -campus supervised 
work experience. By eliminating the 
fee, all students will be encouraged 
to partake in a work experience that 
would be most beneficial. 

By including Early Childhood 
programs in the statement, Early 
Childhood is now looking into how 
much they can reduce fees for stu- 
dents who are parents, and provide 
them with affordable model child 
care, as well as providing students 
with internships and an observation 
center for classes. 

The plan’s authors project the 
additional money will increase 
student employment, teaching 
assistants, tutors, graduate assis- 
tants and technicians to support

No more credit 
card harassment 


HM Now only one credit card will 
be solicited at Student Center

Not long after high school stu- 
dents stop receiving information in 
the mail from colleges, the credit card 
applications arrive. 

Then it gets worse. On a nation- 
al average, college students are 
approached at least once a week by 
credit card solicitors and telemar- 
keting companies offering free t-shirts, 
candy, or trinkets along with an 
approved credit card. 

Salespeople often make students 
think they need the plastic, even 
though it is a luxury. Asa result, a 
nationwide trend is occurring: cred- 
it card debt. The major contributor- 
college-age adults. 

The University Centers/Health 
Service Advisory Committee at Stout 
had several concerns regarding stu- 
dent credit card management and

the promotion of cards on campus. 
They feel students need to be more 
informed and selective about credit 
cards. The committee voted unan- 
imously on Dec. 3 to give exclusive 
credit card solicitation rights to WEST- 
consin Alumni Credit Card in Uni- 
versity Centers Facilities, thereby no 
longer allowing other credit card 
companies to solicit on campus. 

“There were complaints coming 
from students having to walk by cred- 
it card solicitors. One student even 
claimed that they were attacked by 
asolicitor,” commented Bill Siedlec- 
ki, the Associate Director of the 
Memorial Student Union. “We felt 
we needed to get rid of this situation, 
and this was definitely a win-win 
solution.” 

In return for these exclusive solic- 
itation rights, the Alumni Associa-

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UW Madison students stage 
sit-in opposing sweatshops

(U-Wire)- More than 40 sweat- 
shop activists stormed into Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin’s Bascom Hall 
Monday, staging a sit-in the pro- 
testers say will last until es 
demands are met. 

The activists, composed mostly 
of UW-Madison students, said they 
are pressuring Chancellor Davis 
Ward to agree to a stricter apparel 
licensing code. The current draft 
of the code is intended to monitor 
conditions in factories where col- 
legiate merchandise is made. How- 
ever, the protesters say that the Col- 
legiate Licensing essential 
components must have full, imme- 
diate, disclosure of factory locations 
and a mandatory living wage. 

Ward released an official state- 
ment regarding his stance on full 
disclosure and living wage Monday. 
He said UW-Madison is prepared 
to work toward full disclosure and 
providing a sufficient wage. But he 
said the proposed code expresses 
sufficient commitment to a living 
wage and that UW will work for 
disclosure during the coming year. 

Students, however, said Ward’s 
stance is not strong enough and 
demanded he commit to stricter mea- 
sures. The protesters said they hope 
to meet with Ward today and begin 
negotiating on a stronger code. 

“We're no farther than we were 
last week, “he said. “It’s essential 
that all who are able to stay, stay as 
long as possible.” 

Sedenes said they were pre- 
pared to stay inside Bascom for 
several days, if necessary. Five tep- 
resentatives from the group were 
selected to manage the ongoing 
protest. The group agreed to 


approve all bargaining decisions 
by a two-thirds vote. 

The Mifflin Street Co-op and 
The Glass Nickel Pizza Co. donat- 
ed food to the protesters. Some stu- 
dents brought blankets, pillows, and 
even their pets to make themselves 
comfortable. Two UW security 
guards maintained a distant watch 
over the crowd. The organizers said

security had given them permission 
to stay in the building overnight.

Government's newest Catch 22 | 


Higher education is purported to be the number one way 
to open the doors of success. Ironically, it is our government that 
is increasingly barricading the entrance. In the newest wave of 
Tough on Drugs politics, government is delving into our 


past, and using it for retribution. 


The Higher Education Act of 1998, 
signed into law in October, contains an 
amendment that denies or significantly 
delays federal financial assistance to any student 
who has been convicted in the past for a drug offense. 
For a possession conviction, students are ineligible to 


receive aid for one year, at second offense, two 


years, and thereafter they will never be eligible. For 


sale of a controlled substance, the first offense sus- 
pends aid for two years, and the second offense sus- 


pends it indefinitely. 


In an era where colleges push for diversity, 


increased enrollment and a welcoming environment, this law 
makes so little sense that one has to wonder if serious thought 
had any part in its making. 

Since African Americans comprise 55 percent of all drug 


convictions, representing a disparity in drug enforcement, 
diversity on all campuses is threatened. 
The loss of financial support is projected to most seriously 
impact students of low to moderate income, throwing

values and welfare to work.

Dr. M. Ter- 
ry McEnany was hired in 1993, to start 
Chippewa Valley’s first heart surgery 
program. The surgeon came from one 
of the top rated heart surgery hospitals 
in the U.S. The hopsital thought they 
were getting an award-winning surgeon. 
Instead, McEnanay brought with him 
a long line of unprofessional conducts, 
nine to be exact. 


A 65 year old man signed a consent 
form in 1991 for Dr. McEnany to perform 
coronary artery surgery. The surgery 
was instead performed by a surgical fel- 
low, with the assistance of McEnany. Dur- 
ing the cut, the patient’sliver was nicked, 
causing the patience extra problems. 

Most of the nine cases against McE- 
nany deal with sloppy surgical procedures, 
such as this. He was asked to resign from 
the medical center in San Francisco, and 
in all of California. Part of the deal was 
that this medical center would cover up 
all the doctor's mishandlings. 

So Luther/Midefort had no way of 
knowing the good doctor's wrongdoings. 
San Francisco’s medical center was as 
much at fault as McEnany. No one would 
have known about McEnany’s past unless 
patients spoke up about their experiences. 
Because of them, he’s banned from prac- 
ticing in Wisconsin. 

It seems that safety and health of 
patientsdoes not matter as much as the 
good old reputation of the medical cen- 
ter.

news, but what does this term real- 
ly mean to us? 
In Menomonie, as in all towns 


with a substantial lation of young 
people, there will be those who exper- 
iment with drugs; some will even 
develop a habit. 


Crime is often attributed to drug 
addicts, who resort to burglary and 
robbery in order to pay for their next 
fix, but the percentage of these types 
of incidents, compared with the per- 
centages of violent crime connect- 
ed with alcohol consumption, look 
petty and insignificant. 

The billions spent each year in 
the drug war would be much better 
spent on more basic social needs like 
healthcare and safe housing for the 
homeless and the millions of people 
in this country who still live below 
the breadline, or work and training 
schemes for the unemployed. 

In most cases people who take 
drugs are otherwise law abiding cit- 
izens who don’t a threat to their 
neighbors, but through government 
information programs and the tra- 
ditionally conservative sectors of the 
media, we’re fed a stereotype of the 
drug-user as a dangerous and unpre- 
dictable criminal. That’s pretty much 
like saying that everyone who drinks 
alcohol regularly is a violent alco- 
holic - it’s simply not true. 

Inademocratic government like 


_ that of the U.S. shouldn't it be left 


up to the individual what he or she 
does with their time and money, as 
long as it is not affecting other peo- 


It is le whether some ‘recre- 
ational’ drugs like Marijuana, LSD 
and Ecstasy actually cause any long- 
term side effects in occasional users. 
I list these because they are not con- 
sidered to be addictive drugs, at least 


not to the extent of our acceptable 

drugs: nicotine and alcohol, which 
fe taken a far greater toll on human 
ife. 

Prohibition taught us that it is not 
commendable, or indeed possible, 
to completely ban the sale and pro- 
duction of alcohol. Some people will 
inevitably find ways to produce that 
which will satisfy their need, and ille- 
galization only serves to drive these 
industries underground where they 
cannot be properly controlled and 
regulated. 


Perhaps the government's hard- 
line on drugs is not really an answer 


~ to the social problem of drug abuse, 


but rather a desperate measure to 
curb an industry which it knows it 
cannot control. 

I believe it is necessary for a more’ 
open and tolerant approach to be 
taken concerning the use of hard 
drugs and drug addiction, because 
in being alarmist we are not finding 
a solution to the problem - merely 
sending it underground where it can 
become more of a problem.

After a several year hiatus from 
the club sport scene at Stout, rugby 
has found its way back to campus. 

The first rugby organization was 
initiated in 1979 on campus but was 
terminated in 1990 after a fatal off- 
the-field incident occurred involv- 
ing several team members. The inci- 
dent brought a bad reputation to the 
campus organization, and for seven 
years kept rugby off the playing field. 
However, in the fall of 1997, with 
the help of Recreation Commission 
Advisor Kris Patterson, Fleet Feet, 
and the Amundson family, rugby 
once again was recognized as a legit- 
imate organization. 

Since being reinstated in 1997, 
the club has made significant on- 
and off-the-field strides to re-estab- 
lish their reputation with the school 
and community. 

This fall, the team aided ina 
yard clean-up through the 
StoutReach program, as well as vol- 
unteered with the Stout Society for 
Exceptional Children. The com- 
munity involvement, as well as new 
leadership in the organization, has 
created a solid base for the recent- 
ly revived club. 

On the field, the team has made 
equally impressive jaunts, playing 
from a 1-8 record in the spring of 
1998 toa much improved 6-4-1 record 
this past fall. A big reason for t‘ieir 
recent success on the field has been 
the increase in new players. When 


the team resurfaced on campus in 
1997, they began with 23 members. 
This past fall they rounded up 44 
players and are anticipating 50 to 60 
members for the spring season. These 
figures make Stout's Rugby Club one 
of the largest in the UW system.

So what's so significant about the 
UW-Stout Women’s Basketball Team 
beating UW-Oshkosh last week?

Unfortunately, the victory still 
leaves Stout tied for fourth in the 
conference with River Falls, and 
was not enough to roust Oshkosh 
from their perch in the number one 
WIAC Central Region rankings. 
However, as the playoffs draw near, 
the Blue Devils can rest assured 
that no team will be looking for- 
ward to playing them, especially 
Oshkosh after the attack on their 
previously undefeated season.

The Stout Men's Volleyball Team 


had big expectations to be back in 
the top 25 national rankings this year 
after ending last season in 19th place. 


Well, with big expectations comes 
a demand for big results. And BIG 
results are what the team is enjoy- 
ing. Stout started the preseason 
ranked 25th, and due to their unde- 
feated season they have inched their 
way into the 20th spot, eager to exceed 
last year's performance. 

Stout started the season last 
semester with a home win over 
UW-River Falls and then had a 
month off for Christmas, before 
starting back two weeks ago. 

“It was hard having a month off 
and not being able to practice with 
the team,” said outside hitter Andrew 
Higgins.

Stout started the season strong 
Jan. 31 at the River Falls Invita- 
tional, going undefeated in pool 
play, beating UW-River Falls, the 
University of Minnesota-Duluth, 
Michigan Technical College and 
UW-Eau Claire.

John Haggard had the biggest 
day on the defense side. Haggard, 
ironically the shortest player on 
the team, led the defensive effort 
with 28 blocks, 15 coming as a 
school record for solo blocks.

Cold season hits campus |Beer sales a 
touchy subject

An increasing number of stu- 
dents are coming down with per- 
sistent weakness, fever, cough, and 
sore throats. 

The Student Health Services 
nurse reports that February is usu- 
ally the month where sickness 
peaks. Despite this fact, she states, 


“In all my ten years working here, 


I have never seen so many stu- 
dents calling and coming in sick.” 
Because of the increased cases, 
the clinic has often been double- 
booked. 

This back-up has caused prob- 
lems with students who have walked 
in without appointments. A few 
times they had to be transported 
back by security because they were 
too weak to make it back to South

Campus, or wherever they lived. 

Despite the heavy load of sick 
students, the Student Health Ser- 
vices tries to screen calls and admit 
the serious cases. If unable to sched- 
ule someone in, a nurse will listen 
to the symptoms and offer care 
advice. Some students have even 
been told that it’s preferrable they 
not come in, as they may conta- 
minate others. 

There have been two confirmed 
cases of students with the virus 
Influenza B and many others who 
have the symptoms. 

Campus residents aren’t the only 
ones getting hit by this wave of ill- 


- ness. An article in the Dunn Coun- 


ty News reports an increase in the 
usual number of 60 to 70-patients to 
a record 110 patients visiting the 
urgent care clinic on Monday. 

“The whole rugby team is sick, 
mostly from chest colds...one guy 
was brought to the hospital this 
morning for chest X-rays,” said 
Jake Dahn, sophomore, while wait- 
ing to see a Health Center nurse. 

For the fortunate few who have 
remained healthy, there are some 
basic care tips that may help you 
stay that way. Drinking plenty of 
fluids, getting enough sleep, and 
eating right are a few safeguards 
against illness. It is also important 
to wash your hands thoroughly 
after using the bathroom and before 
and after handling food. An even 
further step in prevention is to get 
the flu shot, if you have not done 
so previously. 

The students who are ill are 
advised to get the same - rest and 
fluids. Taking aspirin substitutes, 
cough medicines, and throat sprays 
may bring some relief. Unfortu- 
nately, the flu is a virus that can take 
up to two weeks to run its course.

The topic of beer sales on Stout’s 
campus is a divided issue among 
faculty and students. With 43% of 
students on Stout’s campus being 
under the legal drinking age, the 
possibilities of ever having an on 
campus bar seem impracticable. 

When the Student Memorial 
Center was opened in 1985, regu- 
lar alcohol sales to students were 
eliminated. Other schools in the 
UW system have maintained open 
bars to students on a weekly basis. 
On Eau Claire’s campus alcohol is 
served at the Cabinet, and Madis- 
on’s campus is well known for its 
bar over-looking the lake. 

“Eau Claire’s Cabinet is open to 
students on Friday and Saturday 
nights, occasionally even Thurs- 
day nights if there is a band,” states 
Ron Markwell, the director of food 
services on Eau Claire’s Campus. 
“We've been fortunate, there’s nev- 
er been any problems with having 
the bar open to students.” 

There are some rumors that 
Huff’s was originally built to help 
facilitate alcohol sales. The mil- 
lion dollar room was completed in 
1989, and is fully equipped with a 
kitchen and service window that 
are rarely used. 

“T feel that Huff’s is a room that 
is not being fully utilized,” states 
Tom Micek, a custodian of 21 years 
here at Stout. “The old student cen- 


‘ter used to have no problems with 


serving alcohol, and students used 

those facilities regularly, especially 

when musical groups performed.” 
In the former student center, 


alcohol was treated as any other 
beverage. During this time the 
legal age to buy alcohol was eigh- 
teen, and almost all college stu- 
dents were of age. However beer 
sales were unsuccessful. 

“Often beer would go stale 
because sales were so poor,” explains 
Bob Johnson, the Director of the 
Memorial Student Union. “This 
along with the legal drinking age 
being increased, the University felt 
it had to follow the letter and spir- 
it of the law, and limit beer sales.” 

While alcohol is offered at spe- 
cific functions on Stout’s campus, 
there are specific Federal, State, 
and local regulations that must be 
strictly followed. For example, if 
alcohol is to be served at a cam- 
pus event, there cannot be any 
participants under the age of twen- 
ty-one attending. “However, if a 
separate bar is set up in an isolat- 
ed area, and security check’s ID’s, 
than it could be allowed at events 
such as FYE for example,” com- 
ments Johnson. 

“T feel more students would hang 
out on campus if alcoholic bever- 
ages were available on campus,” 
comments Kate Madsen a senior 
in Family and Human Develop- 
ment. “Plus I bet more people would 
attend FYE events, or even the rec. 
center if alcohol was available.” 

To get approval to serve alco- 
hol at events on campus, paper- 
work must be filled out, and a fee 
must be paid to the university. In 
the past FYE has served alcoholic 
beverages at concerts, but for the

granted anymore, even though it’s 
a small town. People’s guard is down 
here more than in the city...you 
can’t do that,” Prather Fowlkes, 
theft victim, said. 

Restitution for victims may be 
possible through the DA's Victims 
Witness Office after all charges 
have been filed, and verified vic- 
tims will be contacted. Damage to 
vehicles was minimal, Walter said, 
but victims may he compensated 
for that as well. 

“Most of the time, these guys were 


good. Most of the time they would 
just Slim Jim the doors open. There 
were a couple broken windows and 
damage to the dashes,” she said. 

“We haven’t had one [bust] like 
this, that has recovered so much 
Stout property, since I started here

Stout childcare cost may go down

Now that the 5% tuition increase 
has been determined, where will 
that extra money be going? Stout's 
child care center hopes to receive 
some of that funding. 

Started in 1926, the child care 
center has two functions. One of 
these is the laboratory section, 
where students observe children 
in order to learn about their behav- 
ior. The other part of the program 
is the day care section itself, which 
provides care to students’ children. 
The two locations are the first floor 
of the Home Economics building 
and the Child and Family Studies 
Center, which is across the street 
from the Home Economics build- 
ing, on 6th Street. 

The program provides care for 
infants, toddlers, and a multi-age 
group, which includes children ages 
three through five. According to 
Amanda Branscombe, a professor 
of the Human Development Fam- 
ily Life program, Stout students 
comprise about 40 - 50% of the cus- 
tomers who use the day care cen- 
ter. Most of these students have 
infants and toddlers enrolled in the 
program, while members of the com- 
munity often have the older chil- 
dren enrolled. The center allows 
for 8 infants and 8 toddlers each to 
be in the program at any time. 

According to Branscombe, the 
Stout Student Association target=~ 
ed the child care center because 
Henry Tyler, President of the SSA, 
has a child himself and has a strong 
commitment to quality child care. 

The current costs for the center 
varies, based on the age of the child. 
For a full day of care for an infant, 
it is $127.00. Toddlers cost $122.50 
a day, while preschool age children 
cost $107.50. Variations, such as 
half-day schedules, are available. 

If the child care center receives 
extra funding due to the tuition 


increase, the extra money will go 
to lowering the rates for students, 
and to purchase new supplies, 
equipment, and to hire addition- 
al personnel. The new rates have 
not been decided yet, but if they 
change, it will rake effect in the 
fall of 1999. Students must regis- 
ter their child this spring for the 
new rates available this fall, because 
the program operates on a first- 
come, first-served basis. 
Although there is no eligibili- 
ty for financial assistance, 
Branscombe hopes the rates will 
decline, so that the program is 


accessible to more students. With 
the new funding, it is hoped that 
additions to the center can be made. ' 
As demand for the program increas- 
es, the center will try to meet the 
demand by expanding the program 
in a two or three year phase, 
depending on need and resources. 
There is currently a waiting list 
for admittance into the program, 
and that waiting list is anticipated 
to grow if the rates decrease. If the 
center receives the necessary extra 
funding, it is hoped that the pro- 
gram can grow to fit students’ needs.

It is bad enough that people 
stigmatized as criminals under the 
government's zealous drug cru- 
sade have been denied educational 
benefits, but now they will be 
denied the right to vote as well. 

It seems as if the government 
is washing its hands off certain 
wayward members of the com- 
munity, when in theory it has the 
responsibility to rehabilitate them. 

In blacklisting drug offenders, 
including anyone convicted of even 
a minor possession charge, the 
government is essentially deny- 
ing that such people could possi- 
bly have a valid opinion, and are 
therefore of no use to society.

UFO cults bring their beliefs 


into the next millennium

Thirty-nine followers took their 
lives on March 29, 1997, as part of 
their belief to shed their contain- 
ers and ascend to the next level. 

The mass suicide which soci- 
ety would come to know as “The 
Heaven's Gate Tragedy,” and oth- 
er UFO cult groups Rave been 
researched and documented by 
William Alnor, award-winning 
journalist/author and college

Alnor spoke at UW-Stout on 
Tuesday, February 16, with the 
purpose of warning people about 
new and dangerous Sai in soci- 
ety, especially through the new 
millennium.

Beware of Scams 


Don’t get ripped off!

At about this time you're bound to be asked this question: “Where are you going for spring break?” 


These are how the typical scams work. The con-artist may: 


¢ contact you with a unsolicited phone call 
e offer you a great rate to a popular vacation spot 


_ @ impress you with VIP passes to hot clubs at your vacation choice 
This is what basically happens. You receive a phone call from a company selling trips for spring break. They offer you a trip to a popular spring 


break spot for a reasonable price. Sounds great, doesn’t it? But there’s only one catch—they want your credit card number and you end up getting an empty 
promise in return. 

Craig Losquist, owner of Mazatlan Express, explains. “These companies charter their own planes. Sometimes they don’t have enough planes to acco- 
modate all of the students who are going to certain destinations, or don’t have enough passengers to fill up a plane. When this happens, students may be 
bumped to flights to another destination they didn’t want. This is an excuse the companies use to make it not look like their fault.” The truth is, they don’t 
even have the capabilities to send travelers on some of these trips or fixed schedules planned either. Losquist adds that “Some trips will advertise attractions 
like ‘nearby beaches walking distance from your hotel’, but sometimes those beaches aren’t even inhabitable. They even offer VIP passes to clubs. These 
clubs haven’t even heard of the companies supposedly giving out passes to their very own 


establishment. Some companies are just heartless.” Losquist and Dennis Shaw of 
Campus Police offer the 


following safe spring break tips: 

e use a traveling agency when planning a trip 

¢ check with the Better Business Bureau before 
purchasing a trip from a traveling agency 

e know your flight schedule and the location of 
your hotel 

¢ protect valuables you take along with you 

e don’t take open drinks from strangers and 
watch out for roofies, the date rape drug 

¢ additional travel safety tips are located on the

Castlevania returns in a 64-bit “upgrade” 


Dracula has risen once more, 
and fortunately, you’re on the scene 
once again to save the world from 
an unbearable wrath. 

It’s true that it’s taken awhile, 
but Castlevania for the Nintendo 
64 system is finally here. After being 
in cevenieneart for a good two 
this medieval classic was finally 
released in early January. 

An interesting twist leaves this 
eae apart from any other you may 

nave experience with. Depending 

on which role-playing character the 
gamer chooses, the game’s quest will 
be slightly different. In fact, in an 
attempt to entice gamers to play the 
entire release with both Schneider 
and Carrie (the game’s focus char- 
acters), the rumor mill has it that 
the ending is different for each of 
the characters. 

Game play and structure are very 


reminiscent of the original 8-bit 
Nintendo game. If you're a Castl- 
evania historian you 
plenty of platform jumping, candle- 
whipping, undead killing, and so 
on.

The UW-Stout Men's Track 
Team used nine first place finishes 
ind some solid depth to easily run 
away with their own Warren Bowlus 
Invitational last Friday at Johnson 
Fieldhouse. 

The Blue Devils scored 263.50 
points, with their nearest competi- 
tor, the University of Minnesota- 
Duluth, more than 100 points buried 
in the dust. 

John Hanson ran the fastest 
400-meter ever for a Stout fresh- 
man, nipping teammate Troy Wyatt 
by less than a quarter of a second, 
finishing in 51.24. 

The Blue Devils also got first 
place finishes from a string of reli- 
able veterans. Billy Busch finished 
the 600-meter dash in 1:22.94. Eric 
Hanson clocked in at the one-mile 
marker with a time of 4:21.02, beat- 
ing teammate Tim Hamill by four 
seconds. Jesse Hunter mastered the 
200-hurdles in 25.70 seconds. The 
4x400 relay team, consisting of John 
Hanson, Troy Wyatt, Dustin Green, 
and Josh Johnson took first place 
honors with a 3:28.19 effort. Aaron 
Scheffer soared over the competi- 
tion with a6’ 2.25” mark in the high 
jump and Corey O’Donnell round- 
ed out the scoring with a first place 
finish in the 35-Ib. weight event. 

Two freshman contenders also 
gained first place scores to boost Stout's 
overall finish beyond the reach of 
the other nine competing schools. 
Clint Latz captured first place in the 
3000-meter with a time of nine min- 
utes, eight seconds and Eric Moe 
planted himself in Hr honors with 
a 43’ 3.25” in the triple jump. 

After earning an undeniable 
win at their own invitational, Stout 
athletes had even more to cele- 
hrate. Sophomore Jamie Buchholtz 


guaranteed himself a trip to the 
NCAA Division III Track and 
Field Championships by clearing 
15-feet, 8.25-inches to place sec- 
ond in the pole vault. 

Men’s Track and Field Team 
will explode from the starting blocks 
at 11 a.m. this Saturday at the UW- 
Stevens Point Invitational. 

While not posting quite as 
many first place finishes, the Wom- 
en's Track and Field Team glided 
into a second place finish overall 
on the tail of a strong effort by their 
distance runners. 

The Blue Devils cause was 
assisted by wins from Katy Olsen 
in the one-mile run, Katie Jacob- 
son in the 3000-meter, and Jen 
Wucherer in the 5000-meter. 
Wucherer buried the field, finish- 
ing more than a minute ahead of 
the second place competitor. 

Katie Kuffel also pulled away 
with an admirable finish, placing 
second in the 1000-meter run. 

Michelle Abramczak racked up 
two second place finishes in the hur- 
dle events, clocking a 9.27 in the 55- 
hurdles and a 30.98 in the 200-hur- 
dles, getting edged out of a first place 
finish by a mere .21 seconds. 

The Stout women finished the 
day with an overall score of 129.50 
behind UW-River Falls, who dom- 
inated the meet with 166 points. 
Close on the tail of the Blue Dev- 
ils was the University of Minneso- 
ta-Duluth, who landed third place 
three points behind Stout. Other 
UW competitors included UW-Eau 
Claire in fourth with 106.5 points 
and UW-Superior in a 31-point tie 
with Concordia University-St. Paul.

Former UW-Stout Coach 
Sten Pierce dies Sunday

Former UW-Stout Football, 
Wrestling and Golf Coach Sten 
Pierce died at the River Falls Hos- 
pital in River Falls this past Sunday 
after a Valentine’s Day dinner with 
his wife, Jan. 

Pierce, 61, came to Stout in 1965 
as the head wrestling coach and an 
assistant football coach. During 
Pierce's tenure as wrestling coach 
from 1965-72, the Blue Devils won 
two conference championships, 
produced 10 conference champi- 
ons, five national qualifiers and five 
All-Americas. 

Pierce was named the WSUC 
& NAIA District 14 wrestling coach 
of the year in 1966 and 1970. Pierce 
also helped in the development of 
John Peterson, who went on to win 
an Olympic gold and silver medal. 

Pierce took over as head foot- 
ball coach in 1970, coaching the 
Blue Devils until 1976 where he 
produced two All-America and five

UW-Stout students who reside 
off campus may become more cau- 
tious about locking doors, even 
when at home. 

Although campus and city police 
believe the number of reported 
break-ins to be at the usual norm, 
there may have been incidents where 
students have not reported minor 
thefts from their houses. 

The Kappa Lambda Beta Fra- 
ternity house had two incidents of 
burglaries first semester. The first

time they were only missing food 
items and a birthday cake was 
destroyed. A bear skin rug was tak- 
enon another occasion. Instead of 
reporting the thefts, the landlord 
installed automatic locks. 

Another off campus renter, Kel- 
ly Weiler, describes a pitiful theft 
that occurred after bar hours. Piz- 
zas were stolen out of the freezer 
while tenants were asleep. All the 
members of the house adamantly 
refuse that they raided the freezer. 
Instead of reporting the missing piz- 
zas, they laughed it off and locked 
their door.

A more recent and disturbing 
burglary occurred last Monday. Six 
residents were jolted from sleep in 
the early morning hours because of 
sounding smoke detectors. 

They discovered two trash cans 
set on fire, one of them containing 
a backpack. After looking around, 
they noticed an odd assortment of 
items missing. Some of the things 
missing were food, photographs, 
and other items of minimal value. 

The investigating officer, Detec- 
tive Mason, feels that the circum- 
stances of this crime appear suspi- 
cious.

Education costs 
now tax deductible

With tax season underway, a few 
programs are being offered by the 
government that every post sec- 
ondary student should know about. 

The Taxpayer Relief Act of 1997 
added section 25A to the Internal 
Revenue Code to provide the Ho 
Scholarship Credit and the Life- 
time Learning Credit. In general, 
the Hope Scholarship Credit and 
the Lifetime Learning Credit allow 
taxpayers to claim a non-refund- 
able credit against their federal 
income taxes for certain post sec- 
ondary educational expenses. 

The Hope Scholarship func- 
tions in tandem with the Lifetime 
Learning Credit. In any given year, 
taxpayers can claim one or the 
other, but can-never claim both 
with respect to the same student 
in the same tax year. It is possi- 
ble, however, to claim the Hope 
Scholarship for one student and 
the Lifetime Learning credit for 
another student, all in the same 
year. This tax refund can be 
claimed by either the post sec- 
ondary student’s spouse, depen- 
dents, or themselves. 


The Hope Scholarship Credit is 


awarded to students who are enrolled 
full-time, or half-time and working 
full-time, for at least one academ- 
ic period during the taxable year. 
The proposed regulations provide 
that before the year 2002 a total of 
$1,500 can be awarded to students, 
therefore only allowing taxpayers 
to apply for this refund twice. This 
totals 100 percent of the first $1,000 
of the qualified tuition and related 
expenses paid during the taxable 
tG plus 50 percent of the next 


1,000 of such expenses paid with | 


respect to that student. 

There is a minor loop hole with 
the Hope Scholarship. Students 
should make sure that if they're going 
to be paying college tuition that 
they’re also eligible to claim the 
exemption. The Hope Scholarship 
is unavailable unless the student is 
able to be claimed as an exemption. 

The Lifetime Learning Credit 
is only awarded once per taxpay- 
er per year. One benefit to this 
credit is that it is allowed for an 
unlimited amount of years, as long 
as the student is continuing their 
education. It allows a credit of 20 
percent for the first $5,000 of tuition 
or fees for undergraduate, gradu- 
ate, and continuing education.

theft, police insist that keeping 
doors and windows secure will 
decrease the possibility of break- 
ins dramatically. Getting locks 
changed when moving to a new 
place insures that old tenants will 
not have access to houses. Also, 
spare keys should be kept track of 
and not given out. A well-lit yard 
and closed blinds or curtains are 
helpful. 

Learning from past mistakes, 
Chad Borenz, a resident of a house 
broken into, comments with a laugh, 
"Now we lock our doors, even when 
everyone is home.” 


Gas leak scare

Emergency dispatchers 
received a call Monday at 9:53 
a.m. from an unknown UW-Stout 
official, reporting black smoke 
spreading through the Applied 
Arts Building on campus. The 
building was evacuated and stu- 
dents anf faculty stood in the 
mall area, waiting for the fire 
department to arrive. 

Morning classes were can- 
celed until the fire department 
determined the building was again 
safe, approximately 11:30 a.m. 
The black smoke was actually a 
combination of Freon 12, a dead- 
ly but invisible gas, and blackish 
oil, coming through the air con- 
ditioning system. The gas did 
not spread beyond the Applied 
Arts building and was combat- 
ed by immediately opening all 
doors and windows and running 
fans. 

The culprit is thought to be 
a faulty or old pressure release 
valve on the air conditioning sys- 


tem. The fire department is unsure 
just how much was released into 
the air during the accident, but 
they reported no physical injuries 
among the crowd. 

The university is not being 
faulted for the situation. The 
valves, designed to release excess 
pressure, sometimes wear out or 
get corroded, said Captain Daniel 
Hanson of the Menomonie Fire 
Department. “I don’t know if it 
was an act of God or what; it just 
happened.” 

While the incident didn’t 
result in injury, it was apparent 
to some that the situation was 
not prepared for well. Accord- 
ing to one student, who wished 
not to be identified, administra- 
tors seemed confused as to 
whether the 911 call had been 
placed, assuming that someone 
else had done it. Emergency calls 
must be made in these situations, 
as the building alarms are not 
connected to community 
resources such as fire and police.

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Preserving Chippewa’s 
endangered species

Randy Hoffman from the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources Bureau 
of Endangered Resources came to 
UW-Stout last Monday to speak to 
members of Greensense and other 
ecologically concerned students and 
citizens about the Lower Chippewa 
River Study. The purpose of the study 
is to preserve and acquire natural 
prairie lands in the lower Chippewa 
River area in order to protect the 
many endangered species living in 
those regions. 

The lower Chippewa River runs 
downstream from Menomonie all 
the way to the confluence of the Mis- 
sissippi. The Chippewa is home to 
70 percent of all the state's fish includ- 
ing the northern pike, paddlefish, 
and the blue sucker, the population 
of which being the densest in Wis- 
consin. Nearly 50 percent of all plant 
species native to Wisconsin are ured 
in the study area. Another inter- 
esting statistic is that in a count done 
in lab the Lower Chippewa River 
Study Area was found to have as 
many as 110 rare species, a number 
larger than of other Wisconsin coun- 
ty areas. A more recent count amount- 
ed up to 125 rare species. Among its 
rare and endangered species are the 
yellow throated blandings turtle and 
a specie of mayfly found only in Wis- 
consin. 

The reason why these animals are 
becoming ever more endangered is 
because of the shrinking size of nat- 
ural prairie land that these critters 
call their home. Natural land is 
defined as land that has been unma- 
nipulated by people since the time 


of white settlers. Before man ruled 
the land, bison and elk roamed free 
in huge numbers. Passenger pigeons 


also commanded a large population. - 


In fact, the last big nesting of these 
now-extinct birds happened in Dunn 
County. What occurs naturally here 
in Wisconsin is a rapid conversion 
from prairie land to woodland. Over 
the course of about 20 years, grassy, 
tree-sprinkled prairies can transform 
themselves into heavily wooded 
forests. This spells trouble for area- 
sensitive species whose lives depend 
on their prairie homes, but with inter- 
vention by the DNR, invading cedar 
trees can be cleared away and the 
prairie can remain a prairie. 

Wisconsin has 8,000 remain- 
ing acres of prairie land. The Low- 
er Chippewa River Study Area 
alone holds 2,000 acres, which 
makes up 25 percent of the state’s 
entire prairie fax. These amounts 
include four existing natural area 
studies and some of Wisconsin's 
own resistant prairie land, which 
is not susceptible to woodland con- 
version because of its soil type and 
animal grazing. According to 
Hoffman, the Lower Chippewa 
River Study Area will have no 
effect on farming, cities, and their 
activities. So ae the study has 
been received warmly. A Pepin 
County native himself, Hoffman 
grew up on a dairy farm and stud- 
ied Zoology in college, but his inter- 
ests led him back home. “I’m here 
because of the environmental 
importance of this area,” he said. 
A public review for the study arrives 
in April. In the meantime, he will 
be giving more presentations regard- 
ing the project.

I cut myself playing with something 
sharp or while dicing turnips, my 
mother taught me to put my finger 
in my mouth until it stopped bleed- 
ing. “Saliva,” she used to say, “is a 
natural antiseptic.” 

Blood, if you think about it, is 
really significant in our culture, not 
only asa visual sym- 
bol, but also-as-a 
metaphor. Whereas 
bones and skulls rep- 
resent death and 
mortality, red blood represents life, 
probably because the redness of it 
fades as the iron-rich hemoglobin 
oxidizes. It has also been used to sym- 


bolize violence, war, murder, virility 
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and fertility. 

In England, as in much of Europe, 
blood donation has always operated 
ona strictly voluntary basis - you nev- 
er get paid, unless you count a bot- 
tomless cup of tea and as many cook- 
ies as you can eat. So it’s pretty much 
like the American system - blood 
banks rely on the decency of rela- 
tively few-individuals who. come in 
to give blood regularly. 

I first gave blood shortly after 
my 18th birthday. I really felt like 
I was doing something good, help- 
ing someone who was less fortu- 
nate and suffered from an illness 
or had been in an accident. 

We all know someone who has 
been ina scrape: car accident, illness 
or otherwise. If you have had any 
major surgery, the chances are that 
you were kept alive by being inject- 
ed with someone else’s blood; so real- 
ly there’s no reason that we should- 
n'tall be in there, queuing up in the 
Great Hall. 

If you are a conspiracy theorist, 
you may want to give it a miss - the 


- Red Cross might sell your blood to 


government scientists who want to 
clone you in order to engineer a race 
of genetic slaves, but unless you’re 
Albert Einstein or Alan Gamache, 
that would be a little unlikely - who 
would possibly want to clone you? 

So, for anyone who is vague- 
ly interested, don’t be scared - you'll 
feel good for doing it; be in the 
Great Hall of the Student Center 
on Tuesday or Wednesday between 
9:30 a.m. and 4:00 p.m., and your 
generosity could help save some- 
one’s life.

JonBenet’s fate will for- 
ever remain a mystery 


A little over two years ago, 
there was a murder that Ameri- 
cans will never forget, the murder 
of six year -old JonBenet Ramsey. 
There is now new evidence that 
has questions arising from author- 
ities. This isan unsolved murder 
mystery that I am 100 percent sure 
will never be solved: 
We will never know 
what happened on 
that snowy Christ- 
mas Eve night back 
in 1996, when JonBenet Ramsey 
was brutally murdered. 

The story of a kidnapping or 
the story of parents involved in 
the murder of their own child? 
The kidnapping story I. never 
bought. The parents being involved 
in their child’s murder - this is the 
story that has been in my mind 
since the day this murder first 
appeared on the news. What hap- 
pened that night? 

Lawrence Schiller is a jour- 
nalist who has been researching 
this case since it first happened. 
He now has a book published called 
“Perfect Murder, Perfect Town” 
about this famous case being the 
perfect murder by accident, not 
by design. 

The case unfolded in Boulder, 
Colorado on Christmas Day 1996, 
with a phone call to 911 at 5:52 
a.m. Jon Benet’s mother, Patsy 
Ramsey, said she found a note that 
her daughter had been kidnapped. 
The police arrived at 5:59 a.m., 
searched the house looking for 
clues of forced entry and finding 
none, despite the note saying the 


girl had been taken from the house.

Some experts say that the note 
shouldn’t have been taken at face 
value, because it was too long at 
three pages, too respectful, and it 
asked for an odd amount of mon- 
ey: $118,000, which was weird for 
the daughter of millionaires. Coin- 
cidentally, this was the exact 
‘amount of John 
Ramsey’s Chris- 
mas bonus. But 
the oddest thing 
is that one of the 
officers thought the child was still 
in the house. Why, when the note 
clearly states she was taken? 
Because the Ramseys were impor- 
tant people of the community, the 
police did not declare their house 
a crime scene, so things could actu- 
ally have been moved around. 

The body of Jon Benet was 
found in the wine cellar at 1:05 
p-m., also coincidentally by John 
Ramsey. The next thing that Ram- 
sey did was plan a trip to Atlanta 
with his family while his daugh- 
ter lay dead in the house. Cur- 
rently, the Ramseys are prime sus- 
pects, but they were never 
questioned until months later, as 
if the police didn’t really want to 
believe that the Ramseys were 
involved. 

An intruder would have just 
struck the child on the head and 
left, but. why would they strangle 
her too? This leaves all arrows 
pointing to the family. I believe 
with Patsy Ramsey’s temper, she 
was jealous of her daughter's beau- 
ty and accidentally killed her-A 
question that will never be 
answered,

College students’ health 


threatened by fat and sugar

Small diet changes can have a big impact on students’ health. This doesn’t mean always 
switching veggies for fast food, though. Instead doctors stress the practice of moderation: 
split dessert with a friend, skip the gravy and butter, and try low-fat versions of foods.

Pop quiz: are college students too 
young to be concerned about their 
eating habits? Absolutely not, says 
Dr. Carol Seaborn, Stout Associate 
Professor of Food and Nutrition. 
“We know that plaque containing 
cholesterol, a risk factor for heart 
disease, starts building up in our 
arteries even in childhood.” In addi- 
tion to helping prevent heart dis- 
ease, maintaining a healthy diet can 
lower the risk of breast; colon, and 
prostate cancer, control hyperten- 
sion and help maintain a healthy 


body weight, just for starters. It is 
ssible for college students to eat 
tter on a daily basis by making sim- 
ple, painless dietary changes. 
According to a recent study by 
the Michigan State University 
Department of Food and Nutrition, 
only 4 percent of college students’ 
diet contained the recommended 
30 percent or less of energy from sat- 
urated fat, and 10 percent or less of 
energy from sugar . In other words, 
96 percent of college students are 
eating too much fat and sugar. Obvi- 
ously the vast majority of students 
need to change their diet, but much 
of the problem is that they are too 


busy to think about where to begin. 

“Eating changes must be small 
and reasonable. Changes can’t be 
Bie as too difficult; they must 

incremental. The best thing for 
students to do is take the Nutrition 
for Healthy Living class. In this 
class students analyze their own 
diet,” said Seaborn. A study by the 
School of Home Economics, in 
California State University, Chico, 
showed that 45 percent of students 
who had taken a basic college nutri- 
tion course made dietary changes. 

Making healthy dietary choic-

es does not mean completely cutting 
out all fat and sugars. “Pasta, chick- 
en, chocolate, ice cream, pizza and 
french fries are as American as base- 
ball and apple pie, and-can be part 
ofa healthful eating plan,” said Nan- 
cy Schwartz, Ph.D., R.D., who directs 
the ADA’s National Center for Nutri- 
tion and Dietetics (NCND). “Peo- 
ee don’t need to give up their favorite 

foods. All foods can be part of 
5 thful eating when consumed in 
moderation. Balancing out a vari-~ 
ety of selections over the course of a 
day or a week, yee an emphasis on 
grain-based dishes and fruits and veg- 
etables, can lead to an overall health- 
ful eating pattern.” 

e way to maintain a health 
diet is to look for foods that are bak 
broiled, grilled, poached, steamed, 
roasted or stir-fried. Ask for mashed 
potatoes without gravy and butter, 
or use mustard instead of mayon- 
naise on sandwiches with wheat 
bread. Choose low-fat or non-fat 
versions of salad dressings and may- 
onnaise. Split desserts with a friend. 
“There are many changes students 
can implement in order to eat healthy, 
such as bringing fruit snacks to eat 
between classes. Ask for two veg- 
etable servings instead of one, both 
without butter,” said Seaborn, “Or, 
drink milk at meals and soda only 
at snacks.” It also helps to read 
nutrition facts on food labels, pay- 
ing attention to calories as well as 
fat content. The suggested intake 
of calories per day is 2200 for women

time to eat breakfast. Skipping break- 
fast causes fatigue and leads to all 
day snacking. 

Students can eat a healthier diet 
by simply following the Food Guide 
Evrae ® which was developed by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
to help healthy Americans make food 
choices to maintain good health. 
This means picking from a variety of 
foods daily in a proportion to help 
build a better diet. The Pyramid rec- 
ommends eating six to eleven serv- 
ings daily out of the rice, bread, cere- 
al and pasta food group. It is important 
to make whole grain and whole wheat 
choices from this group. Also, two 
to four fruit servings and three to five 
vegetable servings should be includ- 
ed daily. Two to three servings are 
recommended from the dairy group. 
The best choices are low fat, such as 
skim milk and low fat yogurt or sour 
cream. The Pyramid suggests two 
to three servings of meat, poultry, 
fish, dry beans, eggs and nuts. Fats, 
oils, and sweets should be eaten the 
least. Making correct choices using 
the Pyramid helps people get the vit- 
amins, minerals, protein, and fiber 
they need, in addition to reducing 
fat intake. 

In addition to following the Food 
Pyramid, the U.S. Department of 

Agriculture recommends other dietary 
de crops including eating a diet 
ow in fat, saturated fat and choles- 
terol, choosing a diet moderate in 
salt and sodium, and drinking alco- 
holic beverages in moderation. Mod- 
eration means one alcoholic serving 
for women, and two for men.

I guess so, for the comic “guru” 
has already abolished his famed 
cartoon series on MTV and expand- 
ed to multiple media markets. Most 
notably, broadcast television (in 
the form of a tame “Beavis and 
Butthead” - “King of the Hill,” Fox 
Tuesday nights) and now attack- 
ing the big screen in Office Space,

The feature length film, just 
over an hour-and-a-half long, only 
plays host to one famous face, Jen- 
nifer Aniston, who plays Joanna.

Office Space is not a dismal fail- 
ure, due to easy stereotyping of char- 
acters and witty visual comedy.

The thrilling victory could be 
attributed to a total team effort, 
goals scored by three different play- 
ers, and excellent defense topped off 
by exceptional play by Todd Sether 
in the net. 

Due to league standings, which 
plotted UW-Superior at No. 4 and 
UW-Stout at No. 5, the Blue Devils 
and the Yellowjackets faced off again 
this past weekend in the first rourid 
of the NCHA playoffs in Superior. 

The Blue Devils began the con- 
test right where they had left off the 
previous weekend, jumping out toa 
4-0 lead in the first stanza. Kevin 


Aube scored the i two see eine 
game, getting assists from Tom - 
eron bot goals, followed by team- 
mates Josh Markelevits and Shane 
Maher later in the first period. 

Not to be outdone a second time, 
the Yellowjackets mounted a hefty 
comeback goal in the final seconds 
of the first period. A goal late in the 
second and two more in the third, 
coupled with strong defense the 
remainder of the contest, salvaged 
a 4-4 tie for Superior. 

That led to the final showdown 
between the two teams on Satur- 
day, Feb. 20.

The Yellowiackers scored six times 
before yielding the Blue Devils their

Despite 
the one-sided score, Stout actually 
took more shots on goal than the 
Jackets, 35-33. 

The team’s final overall record 
of 9-16-2 was their best record 
since returning to campus as a var- 
sity sport, and their 6-9-1 NCHA 


.record was their best throughout 


three seasons in the league. The 
Blue Devils continued to play their 
best hockey towards the end of the 
season, winning five out of their 
final eight games.

The Women’s Team, also poised 
to play Oshkosh in the next round, 
gave the hometown crowd some- 
thing to talk about just this week.

Stout gave up just nine 
turnovers and was able to force 27 
out of the hands of the Pointers, 16 
of which came in the second half. 

None of the players will dispute, 
however, that the win would not 
have come without consistent, even 
point distribution. Shannon Berg 
recovered from a dismal two point 
first half to lead Stout with 17 points 
on the day. Following close behind 
was Rachel Traynor who turned in 
15, and Heather Peterson with 13 
closed out the Blue Devil double 
digit club.

Space, or lack there of, is the 
number one complaint of UW-Stout 
students and faculty, according to 
a May 1997 Stout Parking System 
Survey. A team was formed of most- 
ly staffand faculty, and some SSA 
representatives to assess how well 
Stout was doing with their current 
parking system. 

While according to the report, 
“parking at Stout is handled very 
well given the constraints,” issues 
have arisen about assigned spaces 
located throughout campus lots. 
Feedback from this survey indicates 
that most respondents liked the tri- 
al experiment in which Lot 14 (near 
the Communications Center) was 
stripped of assigned spaces last year. 

SSA Off-Campus Senator and 
Parking Appeals Board member 
Glenn Perry agrees. But he thinks 
the current system indicates more 
than just ate: parking, it’s 
an nea al ity. 

ere’s a definite inequity 
between teacher and student park- 
ing. At peak hours 150 spots for fac- 
ulty are sitting open while students 
can’t find a parking spot,” he said. 

Perry wants to see a system sim- 
ilar to UW-Eau Claire’s in which 
both faculty and students are sold 
a permit for the same amount and 
then are able to park on a first come, 
first served basis. This avenue, he 
believes, will force faculty and stu- 
dents to be treated the same. 

In an SSA survey of 727 fac- 
ulty and students, 70 percent felt 
parking is not evenly split between 
the two groups and 69 percent said 
they are willing to pay slightly more 
if they could park in any lot on cam- 
pus. One surveyed said, “As paying 
customers who go to Stout we should 


not have to pay for parking that is 
so far away and faculty and instruc- 
tors get it right up close.” 

Dennis Shaw, Director of Secu- 
rity and Police Services, believes 
this open permit system could work, 
but students haven’t come forward 
with their wishes. At several open 
forums held last semester, with a 
turnout of mostly faculty and staff, 
it was indicated that the optimal 
plan would be to provide staff per- 
mits that are also good in student 
lots. Essentially, staff would then 
have their pick of where to park 
and the situation for students would 
remain unchanged. 

Several other plans were pre- 
sented at the open forum, includ- 
ing to combine all faculty parking 
permits into one rather than the 
current system of offering three 
levels of passes to faculty. Anoth- 
er option is to develop a “zone” 
parking system where the privi- 
lege of parking closest to campus 
buildings will be costly to motorists. 
At the extreme end, remote lots 
with shuttle services to campus 
was also discussed. 

Four out of the five options 
presented at the forum, according 
to Perry, will benefit faculty and 
staff while only one, the open per- 
mit system, is in the interest of 
students. Representing off-cam- 
pus students, he believes the option 
of opening all campus lots to fac- 
ulty that won out in last semester’s 
forums, is the least unfair. “I am 
not happy with that option. It’s 
not a fair option,” he said. “Fac- 
ulty want to park close to where 
they work, but this is a customer- 
oriented place.” 

An OASIS member (Organi- 
zation of Adult Students Involved 
at Stout), who wished not to be 
identified, would like to see changes

The Parking Office’s recom- 
mendations will be brought to the 
Campus Physical Development Com- 
mittee on March 12. According to 
Shaw, it may even come down to cut- 


ting off parking to all freshmen stu- 
dents, a practice now at UW-River 
Falls and other UW schools. 

SSA plans to draft a resolu- 
tion next week, pushing for the 
open parking system or something 
very similar. For now, it is hoped

The already volatile issue may 
heat up again when the Parking 
Office considers plans to deal with 
the loss of faculty and student lots 
when the new Communications 
Center and Recreation Complex 
arrive in 2001.

Board of Regents 
control tuition cost

Gov. Tommy Thompson has 
recently proposed the state bud- 
get in which the Board of Regents 
will have expenditure authority 
over the additional tuition that 
Wisconsin universities receive. 
Also included in this bill is a 66 
million dollar investment into 
the University of Wisconsin Sys- 
tem. As to the highly publicized 
raise in tuition costs for students, 
Thompson’s Press Secretary Dar- 
rin Schmitz says that “the tuition 
increase won’t be double-digit- 
ed like some people feared. It 
will not be huge as most suspect 
it will.” 

“Governor Thompson’s bud- 
get commits a ratio of funding to 
the UW System that hasn’t been 
in existence before. It will increase 
student aid by 12 percent over the 
next two years.” Schmitz adds 
that UW-Stout's Graphic Com- 
munications program will get one 
million dollars in funding. Fund- 
ing distribution for the entire UW 
System will include12 million for 


library improvements, three mil- 


. lion to the enhancement of inter- 


national education, two million 
to student career advising, and 
five million to instructional tech- 
nology. 

UW-Madison is also receiv- 
ing a healthy 30 million dollars 
for its biotechnology program, 
intended to provide for its expen- 
sive cutting edge research and 
faculty, among its other facets. 
Spending emphasis is being placed 
as well on reaching nontradi- 
tional, minority, and disabled stu- 
dents. 

John Enger of University 
Relations explains about the Board 
of Regents. “For example, if UW- 
Stout gets 100 or more extra stu- 
dents in a given year, it gets with- 
out question extra tuition than 
it had formerly planned. But 
what the university does with that 
additional tuition money is the 
Board of Regents’ business.” The 
Boar’s members are appointed by 
Governor Thompson and 
approved by senate in an attempt 
to provide a buffer between uni- 
versity and political agendas.

Modem shortage 
causing delays

Accessing the Internet is hard- 
er than ever for off-campus stu- 
dents. This makes a trip down to 
the computer lab in Micheels Hall 
a regular occurrence for students 
to get material quickly. If living 
on campus, access may be much 
easier. Little does that help the 
population of students living out 
of the dorms fighting to dial onto 
the Internet. 

Students put a portion of their 
tuition into paying a technology 
fee in order to have high quality 
technology, including a comput- 
er system. The modems used for 
dialing the Internet off campus are 
high quality, but hecause of the 
few number of modems, compared 
to the number of people given 
access to them, a busy signal may 
be more frequently seen than the 
access signal. 

Only 80 modems are supplied 
to staff, faculty, and students, along 
with retired staff and faculty, to 
access the Internet when not ina 
computer lab on campus. Each 
modem only allows one person to 
access itatatime. This makes it 
virtually impossible to gain access 
whenever needed. Some students 
and faculty off campus spend more 
time trying to log on than they 
actually do on the Internet research- 
ing. On average, 400 calls receive 
busy signals each day. Students 
living on campus, in the dorms, 
are at the advantage fulfilled log- 


ging on to the Internet, and they 
are able to access much the same 
as they would in any other com- 
puter lab on campus. 

A meeting was held to review 
proposals for better remote access 
on Tuesday. Jim Galloy, a telecom- 
munication and networking employ- 
ee, and Bill Siedlecki met to see if 
proposals met the proper criteria. 
A total of 14 proposals met require- 
ments and will be looked at by the 
Technology Committee in the next 
few weeks. 

The technology fee budget has 
a little over $180,000 to work with. 
All together, the proposals are ask- 
ing for approximately $260,000 
dollars, ranging anywhere from 
$5,000 dollars to $55,000 dollars. 

Only a few proposals are ask- 
ing for the same as previous years, 
which leaves a great deal of options 
open. One proposal being reviewed 
will hopefully install more modems 
with faster equipment to allow 
downloading processes to be quick- 
er, getting people off the Internet 
sooner. Decisions should be final- 
ized in late March or early April. 
“We want to make a decision quick- 
ly but want the best quality and 
price.” Galloy said. 

Until a proposal is voted on, 
quick access to the super highways 
off campus won't happen any time 
soon unless students, staff, and fac- 
ulty have the time and patience to 
wait. Better luck may lie in find- 
ing a computer lab on campus to 
do research from if in a hurry for 
information.

Madison protestors victorious in sweatshop scandal

Chancellor David, Ward on Friday 
agreed to try to increase the uni- 
versity’s control over the manu- 
facure of licensed apparel. 

The students have been 
attempting for a year to ensure that 
sweatshirts and T-shirts with Bucky 
Badger printed on them are not pro- 
duced by people working in sub- 
standard conditions. 

Earlier this month, Ward had 
said he would sign a “sweat- 
shop code” that was developed by a 
task force of universities includin 
UW-Madison. Students enna 
that the code was not strong enough. 

On Friday, Ward signed a writ- 
ten agreement with the student 
protestors. That agreement will 
establish UW-Madison’s stand that 


the Collegiate Licensing Co. 
(CLC), which oversees the man- 
ufacturing of apparel with any UW- 
Madison insignia on it should guar- 
antee the apparel isn’t produced 
by sweatshop labor. 

That agreement says that the 
CLC must disclose information 
on where apparel is made, guar- 
antee that workers are making 
enough money to live, and pro- 
tect the rights of workers, most of 
whom are women. 

The chancellor also agreed to 
establish a committee of students, 
faculty members, and staff to advise 
the CLC. : 

If the CLC does not comply, 
Ward said, the university will with- 
draw its participation. 

“We've moved from an agee- 
ment on principle to agreement on 
the details,” Ward said. 

Students, who earlier in the day

The roots of Women’s His- 
tory Month were planted in 1978 
by the Education Task Force of 
the Sonoma County, California 
Commission on the Status of 
Women who designated the week 
of March 8 “Women’s History 
Week,” with an emphasis on 
International Women’s Day. 

Schools exhibited an enthu- 
siastic response to the celebra- 
tion, and it spread across the 
nation as a means of achieving 
equity goals within classrooms. 

The National Women’s His- 
tory Project petitioned Congress 
in 1987 to expand the celebra- 
tion to the entire month of 
March. A Congressional Reso- 
lution was approved with sup- 
port in both the House and Sen- 
ate. Activities, information and

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New approach takes the edge off tutorin

Students have an academic 
savior on campus, and at no cost. 
The lower level of Bowman 
Hall, room 13, houses a happy, 
relaxed environment known as 
the Tutoring Center. The cen- 
ter is a free resource that the UW- 
Stout campus designed to pro- 
vide academic services to students 
having troubles in classes. The 
students who are working here 
have taken the courses they tutor 
and obtained an A- or better. 
This year the center has tak- 
ena new approach with how they 
are running the tutoring process. 
It is set up in a laboratory format 
as opposed to an appointment 
format like last year. The cen- 
ter is arranged so that there are 
designated times the students 
tuturing are available to help for 
specific classes. 

In over 25 classes and seven 
areas that the center assists, the 
span of time that the different 
tutors work is tailored to fit into 
students’ schedules. The seven 
areas of assistance include: 
accounting, biology, economics, 
physics, mathematics, applied 
math, and writing. 

Those interested in help will 
receive a schedule of when a tutor 
for that specific class is at the 
center. For the classes or areas 
not covered by the center, they 
will work with p rs to recruit 
a tutor in that specific area. This 
is much different from previous 


years when tutors would call stu- 
dents themselves to set up 
appointments. In many cases 
this caused extra hassle and work 
for the tutors who faced several 
cancelled appointments. 
“This new approach allows stu- 
dents’ needs to be met and also 
ives tutors the dependability of 
ours,” Jeff Richards, Tutorin 
Center Progam Coordinator, said. 

The center has an environ- 
ment that immediately makes 
students feel welcome and relaxed. 
It is a friendly, informal atmos- 
phere that provides students with 
a feeling of ease about asking 
questions and getting help. Tutor 
Bruno Rahn, a senior and Man- 
ufacturing Engineering major 
comments that they do relate 
well with other students. He 
actually became roommates with 
a student he used to tutor. 

At first students may feel ner- 
vous, but the center insists that 
after students get to know them 
and the resource provided, they 
are greatly pleased. , 

“I am very proud of the work 
being done here. It touches my 
heart to see this,” Jean Borgaro, 
Assistant Coordinator, said. 

At the end of the year, pro- 
fessors can nominate those that 
have grasped concepts best in 
class to be a tutor. 

The center wants all students 
to know that they are there to 
help the them. Students are 
encouraged to utilize this resource 
to befiehe their grades.

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Reigning Eagles have a lot to crow over

The UW-La Crosse Gymnastics 
Team was back with a vengeance 
and is still on a rampage, hoping to 
reclaim their spot as National Col- 
lege Gymnastics Association champs, 
after letting it slip away by only two- 
tenths of a point last season. 

It came as almost no surprise, then, 
that the Eagles would be back hun- 
gry and ready to feast on this year's 
WIAC Championships held last Fri- 
day. The win by the Eagles was their 
tenth conference championship. 

The Eagles’ Kari Motz defend- 
ed her vault title, hitting a 9.125 
as the Eagles racked up 143.625 
points. UW-Oshkosh, on the efforts 
of all-around and uneven bars 
champion Tiffany Barden, finished 
second with 141.40 points. Bar- 
den was the only gymnast to win 
two titles. 

La Crosse’s Jamie Kubash won 
the balance beam event and Becky 
McDonnell won the floor exercise. 

Brenna Jones notched a couple 
of 11th place finishes for Stout, scor- 
ing a 9.10 on the floor exercise to 
keep up her bid as a floor specialist 
for the NCGA National Champi- 
onships coming up at the end of 
March. Jones was also 11th in the 
all around event, marking a 32.475. 
Andrea Hassel finished 13th on the 
balance beam with an 8.45. 

The Blue Devils will join the 
other five WIAC teams at the 
NCGA West Regional meet Fri- 
day, March 5, at UW-River Falls. 


UW-La Crosee has dominated 
the WIAC Gymnastics circuit in 
recent years, largely on the part of 
being able to hang on to key ath- 
letes and recruit a team of poten- 
tial. La Crosse returned six All- 
American competitors from last 
year’s national meet, including the 
dangerous duo of Kari Motz and 


- Jaime Kubash. The two have com- 


bined to compile 11 All-America 
honors and 19 All-WIAC honors 
in their last two seasons. 

At the start of this year’s WIAC 
competition, Motz carried the best 
score in the conference on the vault, 
hitting a 9.55, while Kubash held 
the league’s best balance beam score 
with a 9.675. 

Motz was also NCGA runner- 
up in all-around competition last 
season after winning the title as a 
freshman in 1997. At last year’s 
WIAC Championship, Motz hit a 
36.20 in the all-around, the third 
highest in WIAC history. She also 
successfully defended her national 
title on the balance beam. Penta 
losing her hold on the WIAC indi- 
vidual championships for the all- 
around, beam, and floor events, she 
picked up a new title on the vault. 
This year she was also named to the 
All-Conference vault, beam, and 
all-around teams. 

Kubash was an All-America 
selection on the floor and the vault 
last season, earning All-WIAC first 
team honors in every event except 
the floor. She returns to the All- 
Conference Team this year in the 
floor and beam events.

Platteville trumps 
Blue Devils in OT

After UW-Platteville bolted to 
a 14-point lead midway through the 
second half, chances of an upset 
win by UW-Stout looked slim.

It was the Pioneers’ Mike Jones 
who sent the game into overtime 
ona sneak from underneath. Stout 
took a one-point lead early in over- 
time, but the Pioneers regained the 
lead on a jumper from Merrill Brun- 
son. Stout's Leibfried erased that 
with a 3-pointer 10 seconds later. 
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That’s when the magic wore off 
for Stout. The Pioneers’ Aaron 
Olson tossed in an ugly 3-pointer 
to give Platteville an 87-84 lead, 
and a lead for good. The Pioneers 
did not look like champion mate- 
rial coming down the stretch, miss- 
ing three of four free throws. 

Leibfried pulled Stout to with- 
in two with 45 seconds left. The 
Pioneers did ice the game at the 
line, when Olson canned two shots 
with four seconds left and Leibfried 
was given an uncontested shot at 
the buzzer for the final 90-88 score. 

Leibfried led Stout with 24 
points, while Ben Kuepers added 
15. Von Feldt finished with 14 
points and Myers and Aaron 
Vachowiak each had 11. 

Stout’s leading scorer, Jeremy 
Preston, saw limited action due to 
a fever hovering near 102 degrees 
and was held to only five points. 
Blake Knutson provided much of 
the firepower for Platteville, scor- 
ing a game-high 32 points before 
fouling out. Olson, Brunson, and 
Mike Jones added 15 points each. 

The win gives the Pioneers, the 
defending national champions, an 
automatic bid to the NCAA Divi- 
sion III] Tournament.

Resident Advisor Ryan 
Gilson of fourth floor Kranzusch 
Hall, was released from duty two 
weeks ago for breaking Univer- 
sity alcohol policies and Resi- 
dential Life departmental expec- 
tations of an advisor. 

Anne Ramage, the Associ- 
ate Director of Residential Life, 
felt it would be inappropriate to 
give out detailed information on 
Gilson’s activities but commented, 
“By University policy, you can’t 
drink while performing your 
duties. That applies to anybody 
on campus, not just RAs. Gilson 
drank while he was on the job, 
he drank as a underage student, 
he drank with other underage 
students, he violated Universi- 
ty’s alcohol policy.” 

Gilson knows that his offens- 
es were inappropriate, “I realize 
it was wrong. It was the occa- 
sional times that I decided to’ 
drink that I got caught.” 

Every RA on campus is 
required to attend several train- 
ing sessions each year. One top- 


ic that is continually discussed at 
these training sessions is alcohol 
consumption and regulations. 
Resident Advisors go through a 
session every August before stu- 
dents return to the campus, where 
they discuss what kind of role 
alcohol plays within the staff, and 
how the alcohol policy should be 
enforced within residential halls. 

Jen Kroll, an RA on second 
Milnes Hall, feels that Residen- 
tial Life makes it perfectly clear 
on what is expected of them. “It’s 
not so much that drinking is not 
allowed if you’re of age, but more 
drinking on your own time when 
you're not on duty. If you’re intox- 
icated, you can’t perform your 
job correctly.” 

Resident Advisors are 
required to be on duty at least 
two times a week at night, and 
rotate weekends. This gives them 
the opportunity to go out and 
drink if that’s what they wish to 
do. But they are warned that 
drinking with residents, even off 
campus, could come back to haunt 
them. “We don’t get involved

Misconceptions over what lab 
assistants in Micheels Hall are 
there for have left students upset 
and frustrated lately.

Police raid local party house

Late Friday night Menomonie 
Police raided 1009 6th Street, a 
party house known as “the 
Church”. With the help of sever- 
al confidential informants and a 
police search warrant, members 
of the house as well as others were 


arrested on an array of charges, 
many of them drug-related. 
Officers arrived at the house at 
9:40 p.m. after three informants 
said they were charged $5 for beer 
and observed underage drinking 
and drug activity taking place. Two 
initial officers waited at the 6th 
Street entrance while a search war- 
rant was obtained and were instruct-

ed to enter was soon as it had been 
served. Approximately 10 minutes 
later the officers entered. The par- 
ty was disbanded and police 
searched rooms of several residents. 

According to police reports, 
two male residents were charged 
with furnishing alcohol to under- 
age persons and selling alcohol 
without a license and one with an 
additional possession of drug para- 
phernalia. Two others were arrest- 
ed on the scene when officers 
searched the lower level apart- 
ment. One of these, a female res- 
ident, was charged with possession 
of drug paraphernalia for two mar- 
ijuana pipes found in her room. 
The other, a recent Stout gradu- 
ate, was arrested for possesssion of 
THC (marijuana), possession of 
drug paraphernalia, and posses- 
sion of one tablet of the drug ‘Ecsta- 
sy’. According to the Dunn Coun- 
ty District Attorney’s office, 
possession of the hallucinogenic 
is considered a misdemeanor. Both 
suspects were detained overnight 
at the Dunn County jail. 

Lieutenant Briggs, an officer 
on the scene, declined comment 
on the case, saying it was still under 
investigation. He did say that the 
residence had been visited on sev- 
eral prior occassions for alcohol- 
related incidents. 

In a twist, one resident claims 
the police search warrant was void 
as it was issued for 1009 6th Street, 
and not 1009 1/2 which is the apart- 
ment below where two arrests were 
made. According to a report filed 
by Sgt. Bammert, “Upon assisting 
on asearch warrant, I secured the 
basement apartments at 1009 6th 
St. E...” The resident also claims 
a sign with the 1009 1/2 on it was 
hanging above the apartment door 
that night. 

Further details will follow as 
the case is further investigated 


problems occurring in Pod 4 are from 
students not being prepared enough 
to work with the software in the lab. 
Students sometimes have a lack of 
experience with the programs and 
how they work. “Students try to fix 
what they perceive to be wrong and 
only cause bigger problems,” lab assis- 
tant Justin Pitts, said. 

Professors should be resources 
for problems or confusions with pro- 
grams students are using for home- 
work. Students can’t expect, with 
all the high-end software, to think 
a full-time student knows it all. A 
majority of the lab assistants can help 
students with basic problems and are 
fairly knowledgeable of the Eudora 


system and general software pro- 
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grams. If students are lucky, a lab 
assistant may be an art student and 
be able to help with problems in Pod 
4 or possibly with other software in 
the main lab. 

With only one to three lab assis- 
tants working at a time and over 200 
computers and tons of different soft- 
ware downloaded into the systems, 
Heath said, “It’s not easy to accom- 
modate and fix everyone’s problems,” 
Heath believes. She says students 
need to be patient; lab assistants are 
learning as they go along, as are the 
students. It’s not the lab assistant’s 
job to know and fix all problems that 
occur, it’s out of courtesy they take 
the time to help figure things out if 
they can.

SSA vetos new budget; 
receives student criticism

The Stout Student Associa- 
tion (SSA) vetoed the old budget 
and slightly amended and passed a 
new budget on Wednesday. All 
this happened in about two hours, 
record time fora SSA meeting. 

Passing a new budget is some- 
thing that affects and is important to 
many organizations. When the now 
failed budget and Senate motion USS 
29-81 was voted down, many orga- 
nizations were surprised, while some 
were worried. 

SSA's president, Henry Tyler, 
reasoned that a new budget was in 
order, due to what he saw as explic- 
it favoritism towards club sports/ath- 
letic organizations and the Black 
Student Union’s requests. 

Members of the Inter Greek 
Council (IGC) had concerns about 


’ the budget veto. Their concerns 


stemmed mainly from Greek mem- 
bers who were actively involved in 
organizations that were threatened 
by the new budget proposal. 

Trying to protect their partici- 
pants, IGC sent a letter to Tyler. 
The letter urged the reconsidera- 
tion of the old budget and stated 
IGC’s concerns. 

During the meeting, members 
of the Sigma Sigma Sigma sorority 
listened as Tyler read IGC’s letter. 
Afterwards, he replied with one of 
his own. 


The answering letter supported | 


Tyler’s decision to veto and recom- 
mended that the IGC look into the 
matter further stating, “I understand 
that you have decided to take action 
based solely on information that you 
have not investigated.” Also advis- 
ing IGC, Tyler wrote, “I hope that 
your future concerns and questions 
can be directed to me in a tactful, pro- 
fessional and proactive manner.” 

Despite their attendence, none 
of the members of Sigma Sigma Sig- 
ma, they made no reply to Tyler’s com- 
ments. Gunnar Moriarty, IGC Pres- 
ident, had this to say about Tyler’s 
letter, “Our reply was made in a tact- 
ful way and handed to him personal- 
ly by our IGC representative. The 
information we received was that the 
budget had been vetoed. We approved 
of the budget and were concerned for 
Greeks that participate in organiza- 
tions. Our letter was just letting him 
know our feelings on the budget; the 
idea that it was in any way tactless is 
preposterous to me.” 

For the majority of the organi- 
zations, there turned out to be little 
or no change in money allocations. 
Those groups that received major cuts 
were Campus Music Productions, 
$5,750, Recreations Committee Gen- 
eral Programming, $1600, Institute 
of Packaging Professionals, -$900, and 
the Men’s Rugby Club, $807. 

Three organizations benefitted 
from the new budget: S.P.LR.LT.S., 
$1370; the Hmong Student Organi- 
zation, $390; and Family Weekend 
Committee, $500.

Ina recent decision, the UW 
System mandated that the use of 
Social Security numbers on student 
IDs be prohibited, according to Ann 
Thies, Director of Food Service and 
University Dining Services. In order 
to comply, Stout, along with other 
UW campuses, must re-assign new 
numbers to the cards. 

The decision comes after a 
federal regulation stating that 
Social Security numbers are pri- 
vate, and should not be used for 
identification purposes on stu- 
dents’ cards. The regulation makes 
it mandatory that colleges reas- 
sign students with new cards by 
the year 2000. 

Increased security for students 
is the main reason for the decision. 
The new numbers will be assigned 


randomly and will allow students 
to feel at ease, since their social 
security numbers will no longer be 
shown to the hundreds who sees 
their card. Since students use their 
cards all around campus, having a 
generic number on the cards will 
protect students if the ID becomes 
misplaced or lost. 

Getting rid of the social secu- 
rity numbers on IDs also protects 
students from corporations con- 
tacting them through the tracking 
of their Social Security number. 
Although there have not been any 
incidents of fraud concerning stu- 
dents’ Social Security numbers on 
Stout’s campus, it has happened on 
other campuses, and it is important 
to prevent any further cases from 
occuring. 

Other schools, such as UW- 
Eau Claire, will be completely 
transforming their student ID cards,

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Fighting the flame: 
how to put that fire out 


@ With approximately 465 calls a year to the 
Menomonie Fire Department, the chance of 
combating a fire is a very real possibility.

Jessica’s homework is forgot- 
ten as she hears the jarring screams 
of her roommate across the house. 
“Fire! Fire!,” Maria yells as she 
intently waves a towel over the 
smoking stove. “What do we do?” 
they ask simultaneously. 

Fires are much more preva- 
lent than people realize. There 
are approximately three million 
fires in the U.S. each year. Asa 
result, the fire departments respond 
to a fire every 10 seconds. The 
statistics counteract Americans’ 
everyday thoughts and lifestyles. 
A house is on fire every 45 sec- 
onds and someone is burned every 
17 seconds in the U.S. This should 
most certainly open students’ eyes 
to the fact that a fire in a dorm, 
house or apartment is possible. 

In Menomonie there are 
approximately 465 calls a year for 
a fire with a very minimal per- 
centage of true false alarms. ‘‘Care- 
lessness has much to do with how 
fires are started,” Menomonie Fire 
Department Captain Dorian Spiel- 
man said. He explained that nor- 
mally the number one cause of 
fire is an unattended stove, with 
ashtrays coming in a close sec- 
ond. He suggested that when 
dumping the ashtray out, wait 
until morning so the ashes can

cool. Then dump them in a met- 
al trash container. 

There are four classes of fire 
categorized depending on the kind 
of material “fuel” that is burning: 

Class A, the most common, 
are fires fueled by materials that 
leave a residue in a form of ash 
when they burn. Examples 
include: paper, wood, cloth, rub- 
ber, and certain plastics. 

Class B are fires involving 
flammable liquids and gasses such 
as gasoline, paint thinner, kitchen 
grease, and propane. 

Class C fires involve ener- 
gized electrical wiring or equip- 
ment such as motors, computers, 
and panel boxes. 

The last, Class D, are fires which 
involve exotic metals like magne- 
sium, sodium, and titanium. 

Within each type of fire there 
are three uniform stages. First is 
the incipient stage, which reach- 
es up to 200 degrees. An exam- 
ple is a wastepaper basket burn- 
ing. Secondly, the fire moves to 
the free burn stage, that reaches 
up to 1200 to 1500 degrees. Last, 
the smoldering stage, is classified 
as such when thee is nothing left 
to burn. 

Many respond with questions 
when confronting a fire. The 
immediate concern should be the 
safety of the persons involved with 
the fire and in the surrounding 


area. It is important to then call 
the local fire department no mat- 
ter the level (better to be safe than 
sorry) and inform them so they 
can arrive to combat the fire. If 
it’s felt that the fire is small enough 
or can be combated by residents, 
they should make sure the call is 
still made and there is always an 
exit route between them and the 
fire. It is essential to keep a dis- 
tance and always have a way to 
leave the fire. 


A typical way for most to com-- 


bata fire is with a fire extinguisher. 
Extinguishers will carry an ABCD 
marking to indicate the class of 
fires against which they may prop- 
erly be used. Use the extinguish- 
er only with the indicated class, 
or it may increase the fire’s inten- 
sity. The four steps that are to be 
followed when using the extin- 
guisher coincide with the acronym 
PASS. Pull the lock pin, aim the 
nozzle at the base of the fire, squeeze 
the trigger, and sweep side to side 
over the fire. 

If confronted at any point 
with a fire, call the Menomonie 
Fire Department. They have cer- 
tified fire fighters on staff at all 
times with 20 people on call. 

Fire Captain Spielman thinks 
much of avoiding a fire is using 
common sense and paying atten- 
tion to surroundings and the activ- 
ities which are a Ce place.

This chain isn’t without a few 
weak links. Beautiful Tiam- Time 
Machine and Playboy in Outerspace 
lack bite, but the majority of the tracks 
are quite strong.

Where have you gone, Joe DiMaggio? 


Ml Those who were lucky enough can recall the day 
they met the Yankee Clipper as easily as where they 
were the day JFK was assassinated.

Where have you gone, Joe DiMaggio? 
Our nation tums its lonely eyes to you. 
What's that you say, Mrs. Robinson? 
Joltin’ Joe has left and gone away. 


Paul Simon finally got the 
chance to explain his lyrics to the 
Yankee Clipper at an Italian restau- 
ranta few years after Mrs. Robinson 
reached No. 1 on the charts. 

Aftera five month battle with 
lung cancer finally ended his life at 
age 84 early Monday morning, | 
think we all understand. 

Not only has baseball forever 
lost one of its saving heroes, but the 
world has too. His grace on the field, 
his god-like status among team- 
mates and contemporaries, and his 
marriage to pop-icon Marilyn Mon- 
roe were shadowed only by his leg- 
end as he struggled to remain a pri- 
vate man in a time when America 
so desperately needed a hero. The 
name Joe DiMaggio has become 
synonymous not only with base- 
ball’s most treasured and timeless 
record, but with the hope that rose 
up out of the Depression and war 
of the 1930s and 40s. 

DiMaggio gave baseball fans 
something more to anticipate than 
the inevitable approach of World 
War II. On May 15, 1941 DiMag- 
gio launched the first hit of “The 
Streak,” a feat summed up in two 
words that has withstood the test 
of almost six decades. He capped 
off 56 consecutive games of one 
or more hits on July 15 when Cleve- 
land third baseman Ken Keltner 
stood in the way of number 57. 

Even during Babe Ruth’s home 
run streak, when the media could- 
n’t wait.to see the Sultan crush 
another one, the Babe himself was 
more interested in DiMaggio’s per- 
formance. Before the press could 
get a quote from the Great One, he 
would want to know, “How did Joe 
do? Did he get another hit?” 

Hitting may be what fasci- 
nated most a about DiMaggio’s 
presence on the field, but it cer- 
tainly wasn’t the only aspect of his 
game that got him into the Hall 


of Fame on his first bid. As Mick- 
ey Mantle’s predecessor in center 
field, he rarely made the highlight 
reels with a diving catch. He nev- 
er had to. On most occasions he 
had the keen sixth sense to know 
just where that ball was coming 
down and, when in question, he 
had the speed to beat it there. And 
his decisive reflexes propelled him 
around the bases with efficiency 
matched only by Willie Mays. 

DiMaggio also reserved him- 
self while crossing the plate. Unlike 
the fist pumping crushers of our gen- 
eration, he made his way around 
the bases quickly and quietly, paus- 
ing only to shake a few congratu- 
latory hands and wave his cap at an 
appreciative audience before duck- 
ing into the dugout. 


DiMaggio was intensely proud 
to be a Yankee, accepting a mere 
$25,000 contract when-he signed 
on. In his rookie season, Yogi Berra 
was reprimanded by DiMaggio after 
sluggishly heading to first follow- 
ing a pop-up. “You're a Yankee now,” 
DiMaggio told him. “You give 100 
percent all the time. You run out 
every pop-up.” 

New York fans were equally 
glad to have the Yankee Clipper 
aboard. After years of lagging tick- 
et sales, DiMaggio brought back 
more than 60,000 fans to Yankee 
Stadium night after night. The son 
of an immigrant, Italian-Ameri- 
cans came from the Bronx, where 
they could have been watching 
Babe and his Bombers, wanting 
instead to see DiMaggio recreate

the American Dream in the bat- 
ter's box. 

Joltin’ Joe left baseball on Dec. 
12, 1951. He was 36 years old and 
felt he wasn’t doing the game jus- 
tice. It was the first year in his 
career that he hadn’t hit .300. After 
playing in only 116 games that sea- 


son and grooming Mantle to take. 


his place in center field, he retired, 
along with his No. 5 jersey. When 
teammates tried to convince him 
to re-evaluate his decision, DiMag- 
gio declined, too proud to stay in 
the game beyond his prime. He 
wanted to go out a great because, 
as he phrased it, “Some kid might 
be out there, watching me for the 
first time.” 

Three years after leaving the 
game, DiMaggio married Marilyn 
Monroe. A short-lived and highly 
publicized relationship, the mar- 
riage lasted only nine months. 
Plagued by rumors of infidelity and 
jealous rages, DiMaggio demanded 
that the matter be regarded as strict- 
ly taboo in the media, and he 
remained stand-offish in the eyes 


of most reporters from then on. The,

brief time together came out of their 
honeymoon in Japan. Monroe was 
waked. to entertain U.S. troops in 
Korea. When she returned, the 
actress reportedly said, “Joe, Joe, i it 
was wonderful, the troops loved me. 
You have never heard such cheer- 
ing.” The Yankee Clipper looked 
at her, and said, “Yes, darling, I have.” 

Perhaps because he so intense- 
ly avoided the spotlight, those of 
us who didn’t here an intimate 
relationship with him judged him 
as arrogant and unapproachable. 
Even Whitey Ford and Mantle 
were afraid to say hello to him as 
Yankee rookies in 1950. Today, 
Yankee pitcher David Cone remem- 
bers being so afraid to ask DiMag- 
gio for his autograph that he went 
out and bought it from a collec- 
tor. “I met him a few times,” Cone 
said. “He told me that he’d seen 
me pitch and sometimes I looked 
unhittable and sometimes I looked 
hittable. I didn’t know how to take 
that. But just the fact he knew who 
I was was enough for me.” 

Now, forever released from the 
grueling public eye, he will live on 
in our memories forever. We may 
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never satisfy our hunger for the juicy 
details of his marriage and person- 
al life, hidden forever in a time when 
an athlete's off-camera privacy was 
still respected and even the most 
nagging of reporters considered some 
things off limits. Remarkably the 
media has allowed him to carry his 
mystique with him to the grave, 
where it belongs. He is probably the 
last sero any kind who will 
be granted that privilege. 

Joltin’ Joe has indeed left and 
gone away. America will try to find 
another hero to fill the monu- 
mental gap we have acquired after 
the passing of DiMaggio, likely to 
no avail. Finally we will under- 
stand why he demanded and 
aed to be announced the same 

ay before any appearance on the 
fie d by Yankee announcer Bob 
Sheppard: “Ladies and gentlemen! 
Please rise and welcome the great- 
est living ballplayer. The Yankee 
Clipper. Joe Di-Mag-io!” 

He would be proud to know 
that in his death, he has tran- 
scended that role. Joe DiMaggio 
is now the greatest baseball Bla 
er who ever lived.

Students feel foreign 
languages are limited

Many students at Stout feel that 
the foreign language department 
on campus is inadequate. For those 
majors that require several foreign 
language classes, such as Hospi- 
tality and Tourism and Interna- 
tional Business, some students feel 
as though they have to scramble 
to fill the required credits. 

Stout offers two languages on 
campus, French and Spanish. Both 
languages have a program that 
includes a full year each in ele- 
mentary and intermediate classes. 
In addition to the two years of for- 
eign language offered, the Spanish 
program offers four credits beyond 
the intermediate level, in order for 
students to work towards their minor 
in Spanish. The Spanish minor is 
anew program, and includes not 
only foreign language classes but 
also the chance to study abroad. 

According to Dr. Martha 
Wallen, professor of Speech and 
Language, students have many 
options to fill the required class- 
es for their specific program. Ifa 
class is not offered at Stout, inde- 
pendent study, correspondence 
courses, and study abroad programs 
are available to students. Very 
rarely is it necessary for a student 
to attend another campus to fill 
the requirements. 

Most programs at Stout do not 
require a foreign language compo- 
nent, and those that do are Inter- 


national Business and Hospitality 
and Tourism. For International 
Business, which is a technical com- 
ponent in the business degree, ten 
foreign language credits are neces- 
sary. Hospitality and Tourism majors 
are required to take two credits. 
In addition to offering the nec- 
essary classes on campus, Stout 
gives students the chance to test 
out of foreign language classes if 
they have the experience. While 
still in high school, future Stout 
students can test out of required 
classes through an advanced place- 
ment program. A placement test 


can also be used once a student™ 


begins to work towards their major. 


For example, a student can start: 
at the intermediate level of class#** 


es and bypass the necessary ele- 
mentary foreign language classes. 

A new program offered at Stout 
is the French chat room, which is 
a class that allows students to talk 
to each other and learn about the 
French culture. The class is being 
offered for the first time this semes- 
ter on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
from 4:30 to 6:30 p.m. It is a quar- 
ter class that is two credits, and 
can be taken for either credit or 
can be audited. To be eligible for 
the class, a student must have at 
least three semesters of foreign lan- 
guage completed. 

For those who feel that Stout’s 
foreign language program is inad- 
equate, Wallen hopes that they 
recognize that there really are many 
opportunities available.

hurt in accident

One group of friends from Stout 
will certainly not forget their Spring 
Break trip this year. Corey Morning, 
an Early Childhood Education grad- 
uating in May, was hospitalized for 
nine days in Florida after being hit 
by acar around midnight last Thurs- 
day. He received head trauma, back 
injuries, and extensive bruising. 

The group of six exited a bar along 
Thomas Drive, a stretch of drinking 
establishments near the beach, when 
they decided to cross the busy street. 
According to members of the group, 
four crossed the street successfully 
while Morning and another waited to 
cross. Morning sprinted to the mid- 
dle of the intersection, amidst screams 
from his friends, and was crossing the 
second lane when a car traveling about 
35-40 m.p.h. struck him in the legs, 
sending him into the windshield, over 
the car, and crashing to the concrete. 

Two friends immediately ran into 
traffic to stop oncoming cars while 
one held Morning’s head and anoth- 
er went for help. The motorist involved 
stopped down the road and ran back 
to assist the group. Police were on 
the seene-within minutes and Morn- 


rs stransperted-to-the Bay Med- 
ical Centéns Ate Ss 


Morning retuned Monday evening 
and is staying with his parénts. 
Although a screw had to be placed in 
his head to reduce brain swelling, he 
does not appear to have received major 
head trauma. His short term memo- 


ry was affected and he remembers 
only to the point of when he was stand- 
ing on the curb, watching traffic. He 
cannot recall any part of his accident 
or his stay in the hospital. 

“T wish he could remember, so I 
could ask him why he started run- 
ning. I don’t know what he was think- 
ing,” friend Brian Kalmes said. He 
believes alcohol played a part in the 
accident, as Morning had a blood 
alcohol level of .122 upon entering 
the hospital. 

Yet he and the others believe con- 
ditions along the famous stretch are 
inherently dangerous. “You can wait 
for 20 minutes just trying to cross the 
road safely...if there’s a little window, 
people are going to run,” Kalmes said. 

According to friend Jason Ander- 
son, the stretch of about four miles is 
poorly lit and crosswalks are few and 
far between. Pedestrians, many of 
them drinking, can be seen darting 
between cars. Due to low visibility, 
drivers have a hard time distinguish- 
ing people from mere shadows. Day- 
tona Beach Police were unable to be 
reached for comment, but an article 
in the Independent Florida Alligator 
last year reported the Tourist Coun- 
cil_was concerned about a number of 


fatalities occurring in Spring, includ- 


ing many involving cars and pedes- 
trians. It is estimated that 500,000 
tourists flood the area each Spring. 
For the group of friends, it is still 
difficult to believe that things could 
gO So wrong just when they were start-

Pacing the length of the cage 
like an overgrown cat, Charlie 
waits. As people occasionally walk 
by, he wags his tail and voices a 
friendly bark. 

The cage is Charlie’s life; he 
depends on those that volunteer 
to keep him fed and take him out 
for a walk. The Dunn County 
Humane Society also depends on 
the estimated 70 volunteers that 
donate their time on a regular basis 
to keep this animal shelter up and 
running. 

From all over the county, stray 
and abandoned animals are brought 
to the shelter in hopes of finding 
a good home. Some of these crea- 
tures are left behind in a move, 
others had owners who died. They 
are kept for seven days hoping their 
owners will claim them. Follow- 
ing this period, they are put up for 
adoption. A select few have even 
been taken out of homes because 
of reported abuse. 

Among the people that donate 
their time on a regular basis, are 
10-15 UW-Stout students. Orga- 
nizations also put in their time to 
run Dog Walkathons or just pro- 
vide the animals with the atten- 


tion they need. Anyone who has 
the willingness is encouraged to 
et involved. The shelter has very 
exible hours and doesn’t ask any- 
one for a set time committment. 
It’s up to each individual on how 
much time they want to share. 

The Dunn County Humane 
Society is run like any other busi- 
ness in that it has many different 
jobs to be done in order to run 
smoothly. The exception to this 
business is that it relies totally on 
the help of volunteers and com- 
panies that “We are always 
in search of people. I never know 
when and how weare going to lose 
volunteers,” Gloriane Schmidt, 
Shelter Director, said. 

This means that a whole lot 
more than just playing with the 
animals needs to be done. There 
is reception work, washing dishes 
and laundr Te i a work, run- 
ning penis) and of course, clean- 
ing the animals and their kennels. 

The best part to many is the 
ssocializing with the animals. “The 
animals don’t care how old you are 
or what you do,” Schmidt said. 
They just thrive on the attention. 
Even if it is throwing a ball a few 
times or letting the animal out of 
the cage. Schmidt explains the 
basic connection of being a part

The shelter is run on a “no 
kill” policy. This means that out- 
side of conditions where no oth- 
er choice is available, an animal 
is not put tosleep if it is there too 
long. Therefore a home is need- 

adier each one of these creatures. 

To take home the pet of one’s 
choice, the shelter asks that a pre- 
adoption application is filled out. 
This basically consists of person- 
al information about the poten- 
tial adoptee. If this person hap- 
pens to be renting, they will consult 
with the landlord to make sure pets 
are allowed.

about the pet’s life expectancy and 
its needs. This is done to allow the 
responsibility to sink into the own- 
er’s head. Adopting a pet is not 
something one tries on for size and 
later returns it with a receipt.

Despite the warming temps in 
northwest Wisconsin, the UW- 
Stout Men’s Baseball Team head- 
ed south to Ft. Meyers, Florida 
over spring break in search of balmy 
baseball weather. 

The Devils’ first game was sched- 
uled to be March 14 vs. MacMur- 
ray College of Illinois, but it was 
rained out and never made up. 

The Blue Devils played their first 
game on Monday, March 15th as 
they faced off with Amherst Col- 
lege of Massachussets in a double 
header. The team dropped the first 
of the pair and, despite out-hitting 
Amherst 5-2 in the second contest, 
Stout was unable to cross the plate 
as they surrendered a 2-0 loss, their 
second loss in as many games. 

Amherst scored their only two 
runs of the game courtesy of two 
infield miscues by the Blue Devils. 

On Ti the Devils went head 
to head with Rowan University in 
a double dipper. Junior J.R. Dachel 
went denon the afternoon inc 
ing a pair of round-trippers. How- 
ever, that single effort was not enough 
to hold down the Profs of Rowan. 
The Devils again dropped both 
games, 5-2 and 12-3. 

After taking a much needed day 
of rest, the Blue Devils once again 
took to the diamond. The first of 
two games T hursday matched Stout 
against Ripon College of Ripon, 
Wisconsin. Stout and Ripon bat- 
tled it out in an 11-inning marathon 
which found the Blue Devils on the 
short end of a 7-6 final. 

Stout had chances to end the con- 
test as they held leads heading into 
the bottom half of the 9th and 11th 
innings but squandered both. J.R. 
Dachel tapped two more touch-em- 
alls in the game as he went 2-for-4 
in the first game. After the drawn 
out contest against Ripon, Stout was 
never able to get started in their sec- 
ond game of the day against nation- 
ally ranked Aurora College and were 
overcome in a 16-4 decision. 


Friday, the Blue Devils were faced 
with yet another stiff challenge with 
the nationally ranked College of 
Wooster from Ohio as the opposi- 
tion in a double-header. In the first 
match up, Stout fell behind early 
and headed into the bottom of the 
seventh down 6-0. The bats, wood 
this year, came alive for the team 
in the seventh as they mounted a 
comeback led by a two-RBI single 
by Brad O’Connel and a two-RBI 
double from Tate Cummins.

tle pricks, and pseudo-retirement is 
possible through mental shutdown, 
closemindedness, and an overall lack 
of concern for future generations.

It is estimated that chis virus 
has already caused over a billion 
dollars in damage, and with a 
flurry of copycat viruses still active, 
the repair is rapidly increasing 
to a price that is out of control. 
Computer viruses now occur 
more frequently then ever before. 
According to a report released 
from Microsoft in January of 1999, 
between 1998 and 1999, the rate 
of infection rose by 52 percent. 
A virus is a type of program or 
piece of code that attaches itself 
to other programs on your com- 
puter, and can trigger anything 
from a harmless flashing message 
to a system-wide meltdown.

Even more important is being 
able to detect and prevent the 
spread of viruses. In the case of 
the Melissa virus, the infection 
created a new e-mail message to 
be sent to 50 addresses listed in 
the user’s MS Outlook address 
book. Once the document was 
opened, it then sent the e-mails, 
which made the virus spread 
quickly and difficult to harness. 

It is vital to never open e-mail 
or a document from an unknown 
source. This is the main cause 
for spreading viruses. 

Another computer safety tip 
is to only download software from 
reputable web sites, and even 
then always be sure to run virus- 
scanning software on the infor- 
mation downloaded. 

Computer viruses are a seri- 
ous problern in a technology ori- 
ented society.

Co-op placement 
statistics confusing

The Placement and Co-op Ser- 
vices on campus lists annual 
employment reports each year, 
listing the percentage of students 
who find jobs related to their major 
after they graduate. 

According to these reports, 
Stout ranks quite high in the 
placement area, often 100 percent 
for some majors. 

But questions as to whether 
these percentages are accurate and 
if the Co-op and Placement Ser- 
vices is even able to determine 
what job is related to each major, 
are being asked by doubtful stu- 
dents. 

These percentages could be mis- 
leading because of the high per- 
centages claimed to have students 
placed in a major-related field. 

Students are often unaware of 
are the factors that go into deter- 
mining which jobs are related to 
each major and the process it takes 
to track down graduates to find 
out what types of jobs they are 
employed with. 

Percentages on placement are 
gathered through employment 
surveys sent out after graduation. 
The graduate is allowed to choose, 
when stating their job/profession 
on the survey, if it is in their major, 
related to their major, or out of 
their major. 

When students see the listings 


of student placement after college 
they must take into consideration 
the Co-op Services, when mak- 
ing their report, relies on surveys 
mailed back to the center and from 
graduates they are able to track 
down by telephone. The Place- 
ment and Co-op Services doesn’t 
choose which jobs are to fit into 
each major or even place students 
into their jobs after graduation; 
they are only a volunteer help 
organization that assists in find- 
ing jobs that fit the qualifications 
graduates have. 

“Vacancy listing of employers, 
on-campus recruitment, and refer- 
rals to employers are available,“ LaM- 
ont Meinen, Director of the Place- 
ment and Co-op Services, said. 

“600-700 employers go through 
campus. The level is high com- 
pared to other schools,” Meinen 
said. “Taking advantage of the 
co-op volunteer help organization 
and doing it early on will make 
finding a job in the future only 
easier.” 

The Placement and Co-op Ser- 
vices just gives students avenues 
in finding the ideal job in the 
future. It is up to the student to 
decide what job they consider to 
be in their major and where they 
want to go within it. 

Beyond statistics, informational 
materials for job or internship seek- 
ers are available at the center, locat- 
ed on the bottom floor of the 
Administration Building.

previa incident. That, com- 
ined with this recent event, was 
seen as enough to release him 
from his position as RA. 

“Ryan was a great RA,” Luke 
Vitkus, resident of 4th Kranzusch 
Hall, said. 

Another resident, who wished 
to remain anonymous, believes 
Stout is not doing all it can to 
hire the most qualified RAs. 

“My RA is definitely not a 
people person, she is hardly ever 
around, and when she is she is 
always hiding out in her room.” 

Ann Ramage, Associate Direc- 
tor of Residence Life, said poten- 
tial RAs are not put through a 
background check before hiring. 
They instead provide at least two 
to three references, which could 
include former RA experience 
or former employers’ names. 

RAs in training are supposed 
to go through a group training 
program and a group interaction 
process to determine if they are 
right for the position of Resi- 
dential Advisor. Potential resi- 
dential advisors are also inter- 
viewed by students, returning 
RAs, and hall directors. 

This was not the case with James 
Sullivan, who was hired to replace 
fired RA Ryan Gilson. “They hand- 
ed me a manual and a set of keys, 
and assigned one male and one 
female RA to help train me in the 
beginning,” he said. 

Sullivan says he received no 
group interaction process and no 
Spring group training. This migt 
be due to the special nature of 
the circumstances around his hir- 
ing and the firing of Gilson. 

On the other hand, Matt Adams, 
Resident Advisor of 1st Chinnock, 
did go through Spring training 
before he was hired. “I think the 
training peak RAs receive are 
thorough and sufficient in help- 
ing RAs deal with many situations 
they are involved in.” 
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New committee 
tackles problems 


Recent survey indicates Stout grad- 
uates lacking in important areas

A new committee has been 
conceived and is in its embryon- 
ic stage at UW-Strout. 

Their purpose is to help stu- 
dents ni better on the job, 
enhance career opportunities, 
increase knowledge about the 
world, and ultimately make stu- 
dents a more well-rounded, desir- 
able employee in the future. 

The committee, which is yet to 
be named, was introduced to Chan- 
cellor Charles Sorenson by Josh 
Johnson, a Stout Senior, based upon 
recent findings in a survey taken by 
UW-Stout graduate students. The 
survey indicated especially low marks 
in appreciation and development 
in the arts, ethical consequences of 
decisions, sense of physical and men- 
tal well-being, lifelong aesthetic 
experiences, and the understand- 
ing of the effects of political ideas 
and systems. 

The information discovered rais- 
es concern because many of the areas 
in which students are reportedly 
lacking are among general educa- 
tion objectives. 

“I was informed by LaMont 
Meinen [director of Placement and 
Co-Op Services] abot what employ- 
ers have seen in our students. What 
they found was that the students 
knew next to nothing about Wall 
Street, how the economy is affect- 
ed by it, and vice versa,” said Asso- 
ciate Director of the Student Union 
Bill Siedlecki. “They need the per- 


forming arts to become more career- 
oriented.” 

Being supported by the Chan- 
cellor as well as many students and 
faculty members, the committee 
will bring a lecture series and more 
performance art to UW-Stout, as 
well as keeping students informed 
about contemporary issues. Most 
importantly, it will foster the open- 
mindedness and understanding 
needed to relate with the mem- 
bers of a growing Multicultural 
work force. 

“Employers like 3M include 
community involvement in their 
employee culture,” explained 
Siedlecki. “If you have no per- 
forming arts experience, you are. 
limited. Suppose that the com- 
munity you are active in brings in 
an inner city modern dance troupe 
that interprets the black experi- 
ence through dance. If you don’t 
understand the world we live in, 
then you probably don’t under- 
stand the people in it either.” 

The student government, as 
well as contributions from corpo- 
rations, ticket sales, and endow- 
ments from the Wisconsin Arts 
Board, will help fund the commit- 
tee if it becomes permanent. How- 
ever, little has been done yet as the 
committee is very young and has 
barely been started. 

“Although UW-Stout is not by 
far a liberal arts college, the com- 
mittee will help the university 
become a broad institution that 
educates the entire student,” 


Siedlecki said.

It is not a coincidence that near- 
ly all of the previously Communist 
states in Europe and the former USSR 
have experienced bloodshed in the

Imagine getting a letter froma 
potential employer that says, “Sor- 
ry, you were well qualified for the 

osition but we were unable to 

ire you because of your poor cred- 
itrating. We feel that your finan- 
cial irresponsibility is an indica- 
tor of what your job performance 
may be like in the future.” This 
scenario may not seem typical, but 
it is becoming the rule rather than 
the exception. Many companies 
are viewing potential employees’ 
credit bureau reports as part of 
their employment decision. 

In addition to causing employ- 
ment problems, having bad credit 
prevents students from obtaining 
car loans, home mortgages, renting 
apartments, and more. Late pay- 
ments, account charge off, and here 
Tuptcies stay on credit bureau reports 
for seven years or more. 

Because of a recently implemented 
policy at Stout, credit card compa- 
nies may no longer solicit at the 
Memorial Student Center. There 
were too many students getting into 
debt, and no financial counseling 
available on campus. 

Even if the average person pays 
their credit card bills on time, 
unless more than the minimum 
payment js made, the debt remains 
for an unreal amount of time. Let's 
say a few outfits are charged along 
with a couple bar tabs and a week- 
end trip for a grand total of $1,000. 
At an 18% Annual Percentage 
Rate (APR) with a 3% minimum 
payment it would take six years 
and $559 in interest charges to pay 


off those few days of spending. 

And those figures are calculated 
as if there were no charges after 
the initial $1,000. 

Students need to be wary of cred- 
it card offers, especially those who 
offer low introductory interest rates 
that skyrocket after the first few 
months. It’s also important for each 
student to determine whether their 
wallet can handle a credit card, and 
if they are good enough with their 
personal finances to be feepeneite 
about their bills. The best su 
tion is to become educated a nr 
credit cards, and how they work. 
Credit card companies really like 
students, until ents are missed. 

“Ie’s like Jekyll and Hyde,” said 
one Stout eugene who wished to 
remain anonymous. “The com- 
panies are so accommodating until 

ou fall behind. Then you get col- 
onan calls every day, and all of 
a sudden they are not on your side 
anymore. I charged up several 
thousand dollars on fun stuff like 
clothes, jewelry, and a trip to 
Europe. Now I’ve had to consol- 
idate my debts through Consumer 
Credit Counseling. They have 
frozen my interest and I pay one 
lump sum to them each month. 
They distribute it to each compa- 
ny I owe money to. I would rec- 
ommend this service to other stu- 
dents who are in serious debt.” 

Consumer Credit Counseling 
Services is available all over the U.S. 
through offices in several cities. Stu- 
dents can call the Menomonie office 
at (800) 780-2890. Also, there is a 
legal advisor at the Stout Counsel- 
ing Center available for students 
considering bankruptcy.

She also stresses that a person 
should not get out of the car to 
talk with someone approaching 
the vehicle.

For all the innocent children 
who cannot tell they were 
touched...by daddy, big brother, 
cousin, the baby-sitter, the neigh- 
bor, mommy, coach, minister; these 
were all the people they loved, knew, 
and trusted and on April 13 the 
silence was broken. 

The Clothesline Project, acknowl- 
edging all those who have survived 
abuse, premiered at UW-Stout’s 
Great Hall. 

This nationwide event was 
brought to campus through the col- 
lective efforts of the Counseling 
Center, Affirmative Action, Resi- 
dence Life, Involvement and Lead- 
ership offices, Physical Education 
and Athletics Department, and The 
Bridge to Hope in Menomonie. 

The Clothesline Project began 
in 1990 with 31 shirts displayed 
on the village green in Hyannis, 
Mass. as a part of an annual “Take 
Back the Night” march and rally. 
Throughout the day, women came 
forward to create new shirts for 
each victim of abuse and the line 
kept growing. 

It now includes dozens of pro- 
jects nationlly and internationally. 
The project held here originated 
from a woman in Lacrosse wanting 
to bear witness to violence against 
women locally. The Clothesline 
now appears at universities through- 
out Wisconsin.

Patrick Shepard, who works with 
the Clothesline, said they hope this 
project will be an annual one at Stout. 

One student, who wished to 
remain anonymous, credits Clothes- 
line with making her finally speak 
of her own abuse. “Having this pro- 
ject every year would be a great idea. 
Little do many know the great impact 
seeing the Clothesline has on some. 
Seeing the survivors’ shirts last year 
in Lacrosse made me break the 
silence, and seeing the shirts of some 
that weren’t so lucky made me glad 
] am a survivor.” 

The project does not exclude men. 
Anybody can make a shirt in hon- 
or of a friend, family member, acquain- 
tance, or even a stranger. For all who 
have been abused, this project has 
offered a means to be heard. 

Throughout the Memorial Stu- 
dent Center, audible reminders of 
abused women were present. A gong 
was struck every 14 seconds, each 
time a woman is abused in the Unit- 
ed States. A whistle was blown to 
indicate the rape of a woman every 
minute of every day. Finally, a bell 
sounded to announce the 3 or 4 
women that die from abuse each day. 

Not only were the sound effects 
symbolic, but the T-shirts were also 
color coded to depict what kind of 
abuse was suffered- rape, incest, bat- 
tery, or death.

Crescent Street remodeling 
began last week, blocking off an 
entire route to northbound Broad- 
way Avenue and backing up Main 
Street traffic. 

The project, aimed at enhanc- 
ing the look of Crescent Street, 
began April 5 and won't let up until 
the fall semester. 

The corner of Main and Cre- 
cent Street is being torn up to 
replace old gaslines, storm sewers, 
and the water main. Along the new 
road, a bicycle path with historic 
lighting will be created to even- 
tually go around Lake Menomin. 
New brick pavement and widened 


sidewalks will also be added. 

Main Street Menomonie is respon- 
sible for the project. The group formed 
for the promotion and ecomomic 
development of Menomonie. 

During the Crescent Street work, 
Lake Bank, located between 4th and 
6th street, will also be reconstruct- 
ed to provide recreation area. "Native 
flowers and reforested areas are going 
to look lovely," Marilyn Tye, the 
Executive Director of Main Street 
Menomonie, said. 

The section being worked on now 
is part of Phase 1 and is scheduled 
to be finished June 12. The next 


‘phase will begin immediately after 


the completion of the first one and 
last until August 21. During the sec- 
ond stage of construction, traffic will

be detoured to 13th Avenue, which 
runs past the Fine Arts building and 
South Hall. 

"The real problems may come 
up in mid June when the street 
running through campus is used 
as adetour. Hopefully, with the 
decreasing number of students, 
there won’t be too much trou- 
ble," Assistant Chief Chris Lan- 
glois of the Menomonie Police 
Department said. Temporary traf- 
fic lights have been installed to 
promote safety. 

Speed limits around the con- 
struction areas are still posted at 
25 m.p.h., but Langlois suggests 
cautious driving. "It’s a little scary 
at first, but as time passes people 
should get used to it."

Just when we're able to under- 
stand the course catalog, the rules 
have changed. But the change is 
for the better, within time.

Students registering seemed a 
little confused at first, Registra- 
tion and Records reported, but 
when looking for certian cours- 
es, students seemed pleased with 
the ease of the system. 

One student commented that, 
“As long as you fill out all the 
information needed for registra- 
tion, the process is still a snap.” 

Transcripts will be easier to 
read by students and other uni- 
versities because they have the 
same numbering system as Stout 
does now.

This is not to say all college 
athletes have major league stars 
in their eyes, as many succeed in 
both roles. Hoorah for them, but 
not all athletes have the same fer- 
vor for secondary education. Per- 
haps they should, but that’s not 
the issue. We must concern our- 
selves with the one overriding 
goal of universities: to educate. 
This is clearly not the goal of pro- 
fessional sports, and understand- 
ably so. We are fervently trying 
to combine two sets of values and 
goals that simply won’t mesh. 

The reality is that student 
athletes too often have notice- 
ably low GPA’s and in order to 
stay within the ridiculously unre- 
alistic rules, they are cheating. 

Some have claimed that stu- 
dent athletes should be able to 
handle the rigors of balancing 
classes and extracurricular activ- 
ities just as a chemistry student 
works part time and chairs a stu- 
dent committee. But we’re talk- 
ing about athletes being farmed 
for future performances in the 
big leagues - this means long and 
frequent grueling practices, exten- 
sive meade oping to games, and 
the strain of trying to practice as 
often as possible to meet the 
demands of recruiters. Physical 
exertion of this sort is a whole 
other field than a late-night job 
at Pizza Hut, and it’s unrealistic 
to expect these athletes to then 
be attentive in class. 

Rather than berating ath- 
letes failing to live up to all we 
ask, why not consider basketball 
and football minor league sys- 
tems to accompany NCAA pro- 
grams? We need to ask more of 
professional sports and college 
programs this time, and not from 
the students or athletes.

Curious about the yellow rib- 
bons tied around trees on cam- 
pus? The ribbons, placed by the 
UW-Stout Veteran’s Club, are 
there to recognize and show sup- 
port for the three American indi- 
viduals detained by Slobodan 
Milosevic’s Serb forces. The three 
soldiers, Staff Sergeant Christo- 
pher Stone, Staff Sergeant Andrew 
Ramirez, and Specialist 4 Steven 
Gonzales, were captured on March 
31 in Macedonia. 

“We want to show support for 
people doing their job, and recog- 
nize that there are ongoing US. 
operations overseas, not just in 
Yugoslavia. People need to know 


that these troops are doing their 
jobs, it’s not their choice to be in 
these conflicts. We all need to 
show support for friends and fam- 
ily overseas by writing them and 
doing other things to demonitare 
that we support their work. There 
are some former Stout students 
over there and some that will come 
to Stout after their service is up,” 
Jonathan Ruman, a member of the 
Veteran’s Club, said. 

The three soldiers were on 
reconnaissance patrol together 
when they were captured. Accord- 
ing to the Yugoslavian military, 
they had crossed into Yugoslavia 
before their detainment. NATO 
said their exact location was uncer- 
tain. According to some, the board- 


ers are unclear in that area. How- 


ever, it seems the troops were cap- 
tured outside the war area. Accord- 
ing to recent reports, the three will 
be tried by the Serbs. 

One Stout student praised the 
yellow ribbons around campus. 
“The idea of the ribbons is cool 
because most people overlook 
this type of issue. What if that’s 
your dad out there? We could be 
there just as easily. It’s chance. 
I think the ribbons are definite- 
ly a good gesture,” Scott 
Dereschuk, said. 

The Veteran’s Club is open to 
any Stout student or faculty mem- 
ber that is a veteran of the Armed 
Services, Reservists, or National 
Guard. The club meets every Tues- 
day at 7 p.m. in Huff's Gallery.

Are the rumors surrounding 
JTC’s occupation by a ghost real- 
oe Many current and former res- 
idents believe so. Stories about 
JTC’s ghost have abounded for 
years, and most have been attrib- 
uted to a suicide that occurred in 
Callahan Hall five years ago. 

Nearly all reports are from the 
Jeter Hall basement. Some stu- 
dents feel so uncomfortable and 
uneasy in the Jeter basement that 
they refuse to return there. 

Is this simply a case of para- 
noia?Readon. - 

The majority of the students’ 
stories report such things as a feel- 
ing of being watched or a sense 
that someone is following them. 
Other, more pervasive stories 
include unexplained knocking 
on the walls, Objects moving from 
place to place without bein 
touched, or people being tappe 
on the shoulder when no one else 
is present. 

In this academic year alone, 


over a dozen students have report- 
ed feeling a very cold draft in the 
Jeter basement even though the 
windows are closed. 

A particular event was wit- 
nessed by several people. A cur- 
rent resident of JTC, who chose 
to remain anonymous, said, “We 
were walking into the Jeter base- 
ment when we saw what appeared 
to be a fog illuminated with a white 
light. The fog was in the shape 
of a person lying in the fetal posi- 
tion on the floor.” 

Still not convinced? A night 
security worker reported an occur- 
rence just last semester. While 
on rounds she noticed a TV was 
left on in the Jeter basement. After 
she shut off the TV, it came back 
on when she was about nine feet 
away. She then told the ghost, 
who is often called Cody, to leave 
the TV off. As she was hurried- 
ly exiting the basement, several 
chairs moved suddenly and one 
struck her leg.

He and 
several witness- 
es move the fur-

basement of Jeter Hall and check 
to ensure the basement is empty. 
They then leave and watch the 
doors to the basement to make 
sure no one enters or When 
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they return, the furniture is inex- 
plicably moved back to its origi- 
nal position.

ghost, an on campus expert and 
member of the American Ghost 
Society offered some advice. He 
said a person should, “Understand 
the ghost has more power than

with it.” He also labeled the ghost 
a “trickster” and “nearly harm- 
less,” but he does not advocate 
taunting the ghost.

Approximately 7 to 9 hours of sleep 
a day is needed for good quality sleep. 
That is quality sleep, not just laying 
down, dropping on the bed out 
for the 8 or falling to sleep in a 
restless state.

1. Between stages 2 and 1 is where 
REM (Rapid Eye Movement) or 
“dream stage” takes place. 
Many students are i i - 
selves so they never seach attsces 
within the sleep process. This may be 
caused by the lifestyle of students- pro- 
jects, deadlines, papers, social life, eat- 
ing habits, drinking, and so on. This 
can have lasting effects which cannot 
be replenished. The body is affected 
by one night of bad sleep and con- 
tinues to accumulate as the day pro- 
gresses. This collection of lost hours 
can lead students right into a danger- 
ous trap called sleep deprivation. 
The body reacts to sleep depriva- 
tion by feeling such things as sleepi- 
ness, anxiety, impaired concentration, 
impaired memory, and irritability 
throughout the day. 
Drinking coffee or taking other sup- 
plements are typical ways students 
combat the tiredness and stimulate 
the body.

Countless garbage bags were filled 
as UW-Stout’s DECA walked the 
ditches of Highway 72 in Downsville 
on Tuesday. Along with DECA, 
many organizations participate in 
the Adopt-A-Highway program 
each year as a part of their commu- 
nity service requirements. 

Anyone and everyone is able 
to participate in the Adopt-A-

willing to donate a minimum of 
three hours per person between 
the months of April and Novem- 
ber to clean up the highways. Fill- 
ing out an application is the first 
step in the Adopt-A-Highway 
program, which can be obtained 
at any Highway Department office. 

While filling out the applica- 
tion, groups should decide whether 
to adopt a state or county high- 
way, stretching two miles. Many 
of the state hi aie have already 
been adopted, but some are still 
available. State highways that are 
further away from major cities still 
need to be adopted. The state 
highways are in greater demand 
because unlike county highways, 
state highways give recognition 
to the groups for their contribu- 
tion to the community. 

After the application has been

When we are little, it’s accept- 
able to have imaginary friends. 
Elwood P. Dowd, who loosely states 
his occupation as “Helping people 
enjoy themselves at drinking estab- 
lishments,” never outgrew his. 

This is the focus of UW-Stout’s 
theatrical performance this week- 
end. The play Harvey, a comedy 
written by Mary Chase, was first 
brought to light in 1950 when James 
Stewart was nominated for an Acad- 
emy Award for his portrayal as the 
man with an imaginary friend. 

During Stout’s production, Senior 
Mike Brenhold takes the reins, con- 
tinuously introducing his “six foot 
one-and-a-half inch tall” friend to 
those around him. 

The plot begins as Dowd’s sister

Myrtle Mae (Jean King) attempt to 
up their rank in the “social and pop- 
alse” community. Unfortunate- 
ly, Dowd insists on the introduc- 
tion of his friend, causing Veta to 
have her brother committed to a 
sanitarium with the aid of Judge 
Gaffney (Bryan Barts). 

Once there, Dowd is examined 
by both Dr. Chumley (Brett Engle) 
and Dr. Sanderson (Eric Stein) and 
aided by Nurse Kelly (Angela Cain) 
and Mr. Wilson (Kevin Brylski). 
The four are charmed by the com- 


mitted man and feel sorry and 


_temorseful about his predicament. 


The play makes light of the entire 
“sanity” issue, questioning who real- 
ly belongs behind the asylum walls. 
The characters begin to wonder 
what the harm is in letting this man 
believe in his friend. 

Brenholt, now a veteran to the 
Harvey Hall Auditorium, is excited 
about the play. “The work ethic that 
this cast ha: exhibited has been 
incomparable. Everyone has been 
very professional in practices, mak- 
ing things run very smoothly.” 

also commented on the pro- 
fessionalism of the cast. “It’s won- 
derful to see the various personali- 
ties come forward on stage.” 

Both actors went on to describe 
their efforts to further connect the 
school’s programs with the theatre. 
Barts in particular is currently on a 
mission, asking “technical majors” 
and their program directors for their 
aid recruiting theatre personnel.

The campus may see radical 
changes in parking come next 
semester. A parking system that 
affects faculty, staff, and students 
was voted in last Friday by the 
Campus Physical Development 
Committee. It is now up to the 
Chancellor’s Advisory Commit- 
tee to make the final decision, 
based on their recommendation. 

In an 8-2 vote, the committee 
chose the student senate-sup- 
ported option to create an open 
parking system. The new system 
will create one permit valid in 
any campus parking lot, exclud- 
ing handicapped and resident stu- 
dent parking. Faculty, staff, and 
commuter students would pur- 
chase the same permit for $90 
and find parking on a first come, 
first serve basis. 

The option that lost, which 
was to create a zoning system, was 
backed by the faculty senate and 
carried wide support from both 
faculty and staff on campus. This 
proposal would have created a 
tiered system where only faculty 
and staff could park in the zone 
closest to campus buildings but 
also have the option of parking 
in outer zones.

campus Senator who pushed for 
the open system, was relieved 
that the zone option was voted 
down, stating this system would 
have made things worse by giv- 
ing faculty their pick of spaces 
and increasing crowding for com- 
muter students. 

About the decision, he said, 
“They evaluated it the way all of 
them should, not just represent- 
ing the constituent they’re with.

“Next to paying benefits, most 
employers will tell you parking is 
one of the greatest problems or 
needs...parking that is convenient 
and at a reasonable cost,” he said.

An important, but not widely 
known fact is that before students reg- 
ister for a class they have the option 
of looking at student evaluations on 
professors from prior classes. 

At the end of every semester, stu- 
dents are asked to take a brief five- 
minute survey on professors’ perfor- 
mance throughout the semester course. 
The reality is that many students nev- 
er know where their evaluations go, 
or even how they are able to benetit 
trom them. 

An overall mean score is gath- 
ered from the results of each ques- 
tion and is combined into a book for 
student access in different locations 
on Campus. 

Yet this evaluation book has not 
been updated since 1997. Without 
a current book, students are unable to 
receive feedback on professors new to 


UW-Stout. 


Ben Garvens, SSA President, said, 
“Without an effective and efficient 
evaluation, no results are seen over a 


long period of time. You can’t tell if 


a teacher's performance has changed 
unless the same questions are asked 
each time the survey is handed out.” 
With different chair members enter- 
ing office each year, evaluations are 
supposed to be changed periodically. 
Garvens has proposed making 
teacher evaluations readily available 
prior to taking a course. With the 
1elp of Computer Integrated Design 
students, a web pave is being prepared 
to allow students access and to com- 
ment freely on professor performance 
and style. 

This web page would allow easy 
access for students to find professors 
who fit their learning needs. “Asa 
transfer student, I think a web access 
would be a great idea to help those 
new to Stout find out about a profes- 
sor's teaching style,” Christine Dix, 
Art Education major, said. 


Administration foresees a prob- 
lem with an internet evaluation site. 
“They don’t want to see their teach- 
ers slammed in the wrong way,” Gar- 
vens said. 

The fine details of this project are 
still in the making. Guidelines are 
being formed to ensure professors don’t 
feel intimidated by the or have 
to worry about being slashed. 

Many students argue a better and 
more effective system needs to be 
implemented to provide them more 
knowledge about a professor before 
they take a course. “It would be nice 
to have an idea about a professor before 
you have already registered for the 
course,” John Ryberg, Industrial Tech- 
nology major, said. 

Until the web page is completed, 
students will resort to word of mouth, 
possibly through talking with the pro- 
fessor, or they can consult the eval- 
uation book compiled from question 
results made in 1997 on the teachers 
who handed out surveys to students.

Is it illegal to ride a bicycle? Is 
lacing up a pair of rollerblades or 
riding a piel acriminal activ- 
ity? In designated areas of 
Menomonie, the answer to these 
questions is a resounding yes. 

Even though most students have 
heard rumors about these rules, many 
simply disregard them or are unaware 
of where they can or cannot ride. 
Despite signs on the corners of 
restricted streets and sidewalks, stu- 
dents continue to vio- 
late a city ordinance. 
The term “play vehi- 
cle” found on these 
signs is vague, but 
refers to bicycles, skate- 
boards, rollerblades, 
or any other similar 
wheeled vehicle. 

The city of 
Menomonie has des- 
ignated the downtown 
sidewalk district off 
limits to play vehicles. 
This area begins on 
Broadway St. at North 
Campus and contin- 
ues to the Communi- 
cations Center. These

owner will 
be subject to a fine. Pulling tricks or 
dangerous maneuvers on campus is 
also prohibited on any play vehicle. 
A violation of any regulation can | 
toa fine of $147.50. 

The reason for these ordinances 
governing play vehicles, according 
to the police, is pedestrian and oper- 
ator safety. Following several i 


campus police will place their own 
lock on ER bicycle, and the

of pedestrians getting hit by bikers 
or rollerbladers, the ordinance was 
created to promote a more shopper- 
friendly downtown district. There

No rollerblades or skateboards 
are allowed on the street in this defined. 
area, and riders must conform to all 
traffic laws. The penalty for violat- 
ing this ordinance, which is enforced 
by the Menomonie Police Depart- 
ment, is $98.30. 

On campus, bicycles and rollerblades 
are permitted to ride freely on all side- 
walks and roads, but are not allowed 
in or on any campus buildings. Skate- 
boards are currently banned from rid- 
ing anywhere on campus property. 
Bicycle parking is limited to 
priate provided bike racks and bicy- 
cles are not to be locked to benches, 
handrails, or any other structure. Should 
a bicycle be found improperly locked, 


a bunch of crap I

Officer Randy Richter of the 
Menomonie Police Department 
stressed that while the ordinance may 
be inconvenient for some, it is impor- 
tant to maintain the safety of the 
downtown area, for both pedestrians 
and play vehicle riders.

In addition to con- 
versing with his children and study- 
ing, he works on campus for the 
Dean of Students on an alcohol 
prevention planning task force that 
will help students. 

“My relationship with other 
students at Stout is good; they 
regard me with curiosity, and ask

also vety comfortable with my 
professors here; they are very sup- 
ortive of me,” Halushka said. 
owever, he is very uncomfort- 
able with the administration at 
Stout, who recently declined his 
application for financial aid, which 
he had been receiving prior to 
the 1998-99 academic year. He 
has continually petitioned this 
decision, and made another 
attempt to revetse it through the 
Board of Regents earlier this week. 
The administration is sympa- 
thetic towards Halushka, but can- 
not renew his financial aid because 
he has exceeded a 150 percent 
ceiling of his graduate require- 
ments. This limit applies to each 
student, and is calculated based 
on the number of credits earned. 
“The Board of Regents is oblig- 
ated to set limits and not exceed 
them. The taxpayers are the ones 
that have to pay for any default 
over this limit; we are acting with- 
in the law and in the interest of 
the public. We don’t want to hurt 
the individual, but this is the right 
thing for the public and the tax- 
payers,” John Enger, Director of 
University Relations, said. 
Halushka will continue to 
challenge the administration on 
this issue.

The Stout Men’s Volleyball 


Team had big expectations at the 
beginning of this year. With four 
starters back and a pre-season rank- 
ing of twenty fifth, the Blue Dev- 
ils were focusing on.a possible 
national championship. 

The team has never been ranked 
in the top 25 during one of their twen- 
i seine at Stout, but they finished 
the season 13th,.in 1993, and 19th 
in last year’s season. Stout had gone 
to nationals last season ranked 30th 
and beat enough teams to finish 19th.

debt has reached nearly $160,000 
and is inflated by the fact that enroll- 
ment is decreasing. Although the 
program is not funded by the uni- 
versity, it is housed under the Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences and when 
finances looked bleak, the college 
realized it could not incur this mag- 
nitude of debt. When John Murphy, 
Dean of Arts and Sciences, came to 
the provost and chancellor with the 
dilemma, the decision was made to 
shut the program down. 

Yet some question why the uni- 
versity didn’t take note of the prob- 
lem earlier or send a message from the 
top to make the program a priority, 
and assist them as needed. 

"When the ELI began losing mon- 
ey, the administration responded by 
cutting services to students, further 
weakening the program. ELI services 
for foreign students should be under- 
taken with the full administrative and 
financial support afforded all depart- 
ments,".a faculty member, who did not 
want to be identified, said. 

Gengenbach agrees and says 
the Eli was always the stepchild of 
the university and needs to be an 
integral part of the university struc- 
ture. "If they’re really serious about 
cultural diversity and interna- 
tionalizing, that mandate has to 
come from the top," she said. 
Provost Robert Sedlak believes 
that if they were to do it all over

again, they would restructure the 
ELI under the university. 

With this window to interna- 
tional students gone, Chancellor 
Sorensen and others are discussing 
ways to recruit foreign students into 
the feoeeeealny st pcg abi 
gram, hoping they will come to Stout 
with English skills or attend anoth- 
er English as a Second Language 
and then enroll here. 

But Jim Kelim, Director of the 
successful ESL program at UW- 
Stevens Point, doesn’t think that's 
a smart idea, He believes students 
need learn English in the United 
States, where they can interact with 
the people, learn cultural skills, and 
find a good support system. 

"Universities often give lip service 
to diversity, but it is all lip service," he 
said.

- Controversy arises over poster 


Students raise questions about 
Origin of racial issues poster

“Being Black at a Predominate- 
ly White Campus” read the heading 
of a poster that was recently put up 
around campus. 

The nature of the poster has been 
questioned by many. It basically con- 
sists of 15 statements beginning with 
the phrase “BEING BLACK is...”. 
Some students feel that due to gen- 
eralizations, wording, and its old age, 
the poster paints an unrealistic view 
of the UW-Stout campus. 

Information on the poster was 
adapted from a journal titled Black 
Student Revolt on the White Cam- 
pus. The journal was published in 
the early 70s, which Mary Riordan, 
advisor of Black Student Union and 
Director of Student Support Ser- 
vices, says may account for the aggres- 
sive and strident tone incorporated 
into the poster. 

“It was a little outdated. But if 
you look at it from an educated view, 
you see the issues and you get past 
the language to look at the context,” 
Charles Greene, Diversity Com- 
mittee member, said. 

Example sections of the poster 
considered controversial by some 
included: “BEING BLACK is not 
having a penny in my pocket and 
seeing white students visit Europe 
and Mexico and driving fancy sports 
cars, and at the same time knowing 
their parents and ancestors got rich 
off the sweat and pain of my parents 
and ancestors” and “BEING BLACK 
is to go into a class disadvantaged 
and find that I have a teacher who 
believes it is impossible for a black 
student to make an ‘A’ or ‘B’grade.” 

Students angered by the poster

assumed that the Black Student Union 
was responsible for its display. BSU 
claims it had no involvement with 
the poster and didn’t know it was put 
up around campus. 

“A lot of the wording was outdat- 
ed. It made me uncomfortable when 
I read it,” said Melissa Benish, BSU 
President.

The group responsible for hang- 
ing the poster turned out to be Resi- 
dence Life’s Diversity Committee. 
The committee received the poster, 
among others, from a yearly confer- 
ence Residence Life attends. 

“The Diversity Committee’s pur- 
pose (of the poster) was to bring aware- 
ness of diversity issues for some stu- 
dents. It gets issues out in the open 
and presents a perspective students 
should see. It doesn’t apply to me per- 
sonally, but for some students it is real- 
ity,” Greene said. 

Residence Life’s Diversity Com- 
mittee has two approaches for pro- 
moting diversity issues and aware- 
ness on campus- active and passive 


programming. Active | 
programming uses inter- 
action devices, such as 
speakers, to get issues 
across, while passive pro- 
gramming uses methods 
like posters and flyers to }% 
promote issues. é 

“The poster was a part |# 
of Resident Life’s passive 
programming. The prob- 
lem with the poster is 
there is no follow-up 
interaction. It incited 
anger, which is not a 
good way to start acon- 
versation,” Riordan said. 

Stout student Angela 
Reed was upset about the 
poster being hung up in 
her dorm hall. Because 
she is the only black stu- 
dent on the floor, she felt 
people would tie her to 
the poster. 

“The information on 
the poster is totally out- 
dated and irrelevant. If 
Residence Life wanted 
to put something up 
about what black stu- 
dents feel on a predom- 
inately white campus, 
don’t you think they 
should at least run it by 
the black students on 
campus beforehand?,” 
she said. 

According to Greene, 
the committee has decid- 
ed that the poster should 
have been brought to Black Student 
Union before it was posted. In future 
situations, the committee will confer 
with groups about materials relevant 
to them before making them public.

Confusion over 
professor reviews

Periodically, UW-Stout makes 
decisions on merit, promotion, 
appointment, and tenure of staff 
and faculty. Each one is deter- 
mined based on scales, but one 
thing applies to each individual: 
Stout is trying to determine, what 
is the quality of the performance 
of a professor? 

At the end of each semester 
students may fill out a survey, giv- 
en out by SSA, ona professor and 
their performance over the semes- 
ter. Yet little is known about eval- 
uations that are given out by the 
administration periodically to staff 
and faculty. When an evaluation 
of a staff or faculty member is giv- 
en depends on how long he or she 
has been employed within the sys- 
tem and how much progress has 
been seen over time. 

“Each department within a col- 
lege handles each evaluation dif- 
ferently and if a faculty member 
or staff is tenured or not will deter- 
mine how often an evaluation will 
be done,” Bruce Siebold, Dean of 
the College of Technology, said. 

The evaluations filled out by 
students and then sent to the SSA 
office are not included in the eval- 
uation of professors by colleges. 


Wayne Argo, Director of Per- 
sonnel and Human Resources, 
commented that, “Each depart- 
ment has a set of by-laws in deter- 
mining the evaluation process, 
and the departments have their 
own questions given out to stu- 
dents to determine their perfor- 
mance.” 

Results from student responses 
are taken into account, but not eval- 
uations sent out by the SSA office. 

Students are able to gain access 
to these results by contacting the 
department in which the staff or 
faculty member belongs to. Oth- 
er parts of the evaluations, such 
as personal reviews, faculty peer 
evaluations, or even an overall 
review by the department chair, 
may not be as easily obtained. They 
must be requested and permission 
granted by the department. 

Some find it frustrating that 
evaluations are done by the SSA 
office and the departments sepa- 
rately, knowing that-the results 
are not readily available for stu- 
dents to determine professors to 
take for future classes. 

“Hopefully soon a process will 
be set up over the Internet to allow 
access to the performance level of 
teachers before classes are chosen 
by students,” Ben Garven, SSA 
president, said.

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Greeks allege numerous violent attacks

As Gunner Moriarty made his 
way home late one night in March, 
he said he was confronted by three 
males. After they followed Moriar- 
ty acouple of blocks, their persistent 
verbal abuse quickly escalated into 
threats that caused Moriarty to feel 
he was in extreme danger. Wanting 
to get out of the situation as quick- 
ly as possible, Moriarty ran home to 
safety. 

Moriarty believes that this hap- 
pened solely because he was wear- 
ing his Greek letters. 

This is not the only random attack 
made on a member this semester, 
Greeks say; there have been several 
other incidents talked about in the 
Greek community. Attacks have only 
involved male fraternity members, 
which has caused many Greek orga- 
nizations to set up guidelines for indi- 
viduals walking home alone at night. 


Moriarty, who is the president of 
Inner Greek Council (IGC), felt this 
was a problem getting out of control. 
So he called an All-Greek meeting 
and asked Menomonie and Stout 
police officers to come and give advice 
on how Greeks can better protect 
themselves. 

Dennis Shaw, of the UW-Stout 
Police, knows all too well that most 
of the Greek jumpings have gone 
unreported, and ale that if anvbody 
(whether they are Greek or not) has 
an uneasy feeling while walking 
home, they should immediately con- 
tact the police, even if no physical 
violence occurs. 

A fraternity member who wished 
to remain anonymous claims that 
most incidents go unreported because 
they are unsure if the incident is real- 
ly that big of a deal. 

“It’s just plain stupid. I know that 
a couple of my brothers have not 
reported their incidents. They don’t 
want to report the jumpings because 


Students petition 
course availability

Those that major in Guidance 
and School Counseling may find 
themselves in a predicament when 
it comes to falfilling their required 
credits. Sociological Foundations 
of Guidance, a class required for 
the Guidance and School Coun- 
seling major, is only offered in the 
summer at UW-Stout. It runs four 
times a week at night and costs about 
$625 to take. 

This is a large inconvenience to 
many students who cannot live in 
Menomonie during the summer, or 
who do live here but work nights. 

Frustrated students in the major 
have started a petition to get the class 
offered during the regular school year. 

One person on the petition, who 
wished to remain anonymous, said 
she lives in Menomonie during the 
summer but has to work nights to 
pay her tuition; which makes it impos- 
sible for her to take this class. 

Another student on the peti- 
tion, Sara Rother, said, “For me it’s 
a financial situation, I can’t pay the 
extra six hundred and some dollars 
in the summer.” 

Rother also said that her and oth- 
ers on the petition have been look- 
ing into other options for taking the 
class. The class is offered during the 
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school year at Wausau, but only every 
three years. They’ve been trying to 
talk to other UW schools to see if 
they have a class during the regular 
school year that would fulfill the 
requirements for the course. 

Mary Hopkins-Best, Program 
Director for School Counseling, said 
that the program could be offered 
through a continuing education class 
if there was enough demand. 

“The class has always been 
offered in the summer and never 
during fall or spring semester, so 
it’s not a surprise for students; it’s 
right there on their program sheets 
that the class is only offered for 
summer term,” she said. 

According to Hopkins-Best, the 
situation comes down to demand. 
Most people taking the class are 
already graduated and are teachers 
themselves who are working towards 
their masters, making summer the 
only good time for them. Also, the 
course is waived for any student with 
a sociology major or minor. 

Hopkins Best added, “The demand 
just isn’t enough in the spring or fall 
term to get it offered, so we have it 
in the summer.” 

Unfortunately, this explanation 
doesn’t help Sara Rother or the oth- 
er students who need at least 20 sig- 
natures on their petition to get a 
review of the situation.

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Stout votes Pepsi as “One” over Diet Coke

It’s a blazing hot day, the tem- 
perature outside is 99 degrees.

Tables set up in the Home Eco- 
nomics building and Bookstore 
enticed 334 participants, which 
included both Stout students and 
their families.Participants were

randomly asked to try a taste test 
between Diet Coke and Pepsi 
One. They tasted two glasses of 
cola and were asked to choose 
which one they thought tasted 
better. ‘Neither the participants 
or the students pouring the cola 
knew which glass was Diet Coke 
and which was Pepsi One. 

The results were significant in 
that Pepsi One was preferred by 
61 percent. Out of the 334 par- 
ticipants, 206 chose Pepsi One as 
being more desirable as opposed 
to the 128 that chose Diet Coke. 

The students and professor 
were intrigued enough by the 
results that they are inviting a 
Pepsi Regional Manager to their 
class to give a presentation of their. 
findings. 

So why the big change in 
consumers’ taste buds from the 
all- too- famous Diet Coke?

Practical Joke 
becomes serious

Amanda Singstock, Residential 
Advisor of second floor Cube C in 
South Hall, was awakened by fists 
pounding on her door in the early 
moming hours of April 23. She opened 
her door to find several of her residents 
standing in an inch of water. 

It was soon discovered that the 
flooding started after someone 
plugged the janitor’s soap sink 
with pieces of notebook paper. In 
a report drafted by the Universi- 
ty Police, it is believed that the 
flooding began around 3:30 a.m. 
and was not discovered until 5:30 
a.m. by night security. In just two 
hours time, the flooding caused 
extensive damage that leaked all 
the way into the basement. 

“I woke up to the sound of vacu- 
um cleaners around 7 a.m., rolled out 
of bed, into about three inches of 
water,” recalled Angie Colvin, a fresh- 
man living on second floor South Hall, 
Cube C. “T lost‘a lot of items includ- 
ing yearbooks, a semester project for 
one of my classes, my entertainment 
center, computer disks, and books. 
Some of my clothes were discolored. 
I was pretty irate.” 

When all the damage was account- 
ed for, it turned out there were nine 
rooms on second floor Cube C that 


had excessive water damage. Resi- 
dents lost furniture, photos, papers, 
and anything else that happened to 
be laying on the floor. 

Water leaked through the floor to 
several first floor rooms below, dam- 
aging a computer, stereos, and art pro- 
jects in seven rooms. 
Expenses to clean-up this incident cost 
around $430, as estimated by Martin 
Fritz of Residence Life. 

It is believed the incident is 
related to a series of practical jokes 
played between the first and sec- 
ond floor in Cube C of South Hall 
this past semester. 

The police are still investigating 
this incident and have several sus- 
pects. If the person(s) responsible for 
the flooding is apprehended, they will 
receive formal charges and will be 
held responsible for clean-up and 
damage costs. 

The guilty party(s) will also 
be brought before the Campus 
Conduct Committee to receive 
further punishment. 

South Hall students say they have 
learned one significant lesson from 
this, practical jokes can be damaging, 
not only to themselves but to others 
and many residents are mourning the 
loss of items not easily replaced. 
The University is assuring they will 
not tolerate destruction of property 
on campus.

Program benefits high risk students 


M College of Arts and Sciences begins courses 
for those that otherwise would not be enrolled

A new program in the College 
of Arts and Sciences spells the dif- 
ference between failure and success 
for many University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students. 

“The Bridge program is designed 
to help high-risk students succeed,” 
stated John Murphy, dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences. Mur- 
phy explained that these students 
are at high risk academically and 
would not normally enroll at the 
university because of the rise in 
admission standards. 

“These are students who would 
not otherwise have been admit- 
ted to the university because of 
their academic performance in 
high school,” Murphy said, “and/or 
because of their ACT scores.” 

Retention is usually a problem 
with high-risk students, accord- 
ing to Murphy. So to reinforce 
learning and memory, students are 
placed in classes in which they 
interact. 

Students take three classes: 
reading and study skills, English, 
and social science. All three class- 


es focus on the topic being cov- 
ered in the social science class. 
“They are reinforced in all their 
classes so it all comes together and 
makes sense,” Murphy said. 

Classes are taught by a team of 
instructors. These instructors meet 
to communicate and discuss prob- 
lems and ideas, and students are 
monitored closely. 

“It’s like a private school edu- 
cation at a public institution,” Mur- 
phy said. 

Brian Fitch, of UW-Stout’s 
department of English and Phi- 
losophy, teaches an English com- 


raduation 


position course linked to an Amer- 
ican government course taught by 
Alec Kirby, of the department of 
social science. 

“The Bridge program puts Stout 
at the cutting edge of pedagogical 
thought,” Fitch said. “Linked cours- 
es and learning communities are 
part of a powerful movement in edu- 
cation.” Fitch added that a stu- 
dent’s sense of self-esteem increas- 
es, and they feel better about 
themselves and education. 

“It allows students to see inter-

Computer virus hoaxes 
flood student computers

“Sweet Melissa...we miss you 
because your sister isn’t so nice,” 
was the subject on an e-mail that 
many Stout students have received 
in the past couple of weeks. 

This e-mail message warns peo- 
ple not to open any e-mail message 
entitled “It Takes Guts to Say Jesus” 
and claims that it contains a virus 
which will erase everything on your 
hard drive, even scramble any disks 
near your computer. What’s even 
worse than the thought of an e-mail 
virus like this, is that it’s a hoax. 

The Internet is constantly being 
flooded with information about 
viruses and Trojans. However, inter- 
spersed among real virus notices are 
computer virus hoaxes. While these 
hoaxes do not infect systems, they 
are still time consuming and cost- 
ly to handle. 

“E-mail users have the ability to 
significantly affect the outcome of 
this incident,” explained Michael 
Vatis, the director of the National 
Infrastructure Protection Center. 
“I urge [them] to exercise caution 
when reading their e-mail.” 

There are several methods to iden- 
tify virus hoaxes, but first consider 
what makes a successful hoax on the 
Internet. There are two known fac- 
tors that make a virus hoax work, 
technical-sounding language and 
credibility by association. If the warn- 


ing uses the proper technical jargon, 
most indiaricuails, including techni- 
cal savvy individuals, tend to believe 
the warning is real. 

Individuals should also be espe- 
cially alert if the warning urges the 
message to be sent to friends. This 
should raise a red flag that the 
warning is a hoax. Another flag 
to watch for is when the warning 
indicates that it isa Federal Com- 
munication Center (FCC) warn- 
ing. According to the FCC, they 
have not and never will dissemi- 
nate warnings on viruses. 

The Computer Incident Advi- 
sory Capability (CIAC) recom- 
mends that you do not circulate 
virus warnings without an author- 
itative source. Authoritative 
sources include a computer system 
security administrator or a com- 
puter advisory team. 

Real warnings about viruses and 
other network problems are issued 
by different response teams and are 
digitally signed by the sending team 
using Pretty Good Privacy (PGP), 
a program that encrypts the elec- 
tronic message. 

If a downloaded warning is from 
a team’s web site or is validated 
with the PGP signature, individ- 
uals can then be assured that the 
warning is real. 

Wamings without a name, address 
or phone number, or that include 
numbers that do not actually exist, 
are most likely hoaxes.

disciplinary connections,” Fitch 
said. “They see that their work does 
not just pertain to one class. They 
are learning what it means to be an 
educated person.” 

The program promotes com- 
munication between instructors 
from different disciplines. Fitch 
commented that he and Kirby “go 
into each other's classrooms a lot.” 

They also recently traveled toa 
national conference at the Uni- 
versity of South Florida to give a 
presentation based on the program. 
Representatives from some 400 uni- 
versities in the United States and 
Canada attended. Fitch was excit- 
ed to report the presentation was 
well-received. He hopes the pro- 


gram will expand at Stout, leading 
to the forefront of new thought in 
higher education. 

Willa bridge make a difference? 
“It’s probably a little bit too early to 
tell at UW-Stout, but students are 
responding wonderfully,” Fitch said, 
“in exactly the way literature shows 
that students respond to this kind of 
learning.” 

This type of program was “wild- 
ly successful” at St. Cloud State 
University, where Murphy taught 
before coming to Stout. “The pro- 
gram is truly an academic inter- 
vention,” he said. An interven- 
tion that could, like most 
interventions, affect a person’s 
opportunities for a lifetime.

Around this time next year, 
construction is scheduled to begin 
on the new Recreation Complex. 

The project addresses the needs 
of a growing intramural ots rat 
Many students are currently ing 
forced to travel aroun 
Menomonie to participate in 
intramural team events. 

Estimated cost of the project 
is at $6,850,000. 

Provisions in the plans for the 
Recreation Complex will provide 
adequate space for the intramur- 
al programs such as two fields for 
the 800 students involved in intra- 
mural softball, a flag football field 
and women’s soccer field. 

Also included in the con- 
struction will be tennis and vol- 
leyball courts, an in-line skating 
loop, an NCAA football field 
with a capacity for 4,000 specta- 
tors, and much more. 

“The new Rec Complex will 
bring students back to campus,” 
Bob Johnson, committee chair, said. 

It is also thought that a struc- 
ture of this size will benefit the 
entire city, increasing revenue 
from tourism. 

But Johnson admits that while 


construction is in progress, park- 
ing will be tight. Lot 5 will be 
cut down by 375 spaces, leaving 
only 150 spaces available. 

Ana with the Communica; 
tions Center Replacement Pro- 
ject premiering around the same 
time, space and convenience will 
be issues for the campus over the 
next couple years. : 

Preventive measures are being 
taken by the university to ensure 
parking will go as smoothly as 
possible during construction. Lot 
29 has been expanded to acco- 
modate more vehicles, along with 
land purchases on 6th street and 
construction of North Campus 
parking in order to take the sting 
out of Timiced spacing. 

Funding for the Recreation 
Complex has.come from three 
main areas. When the plans were 
approved, students had paid a seg- 
regated fee, from 1996-97, which 
will contribute to 3 million of the 
total cost, an amount that was 
also matched by the university. 

The rest, $850,000, is coming from 
the city, county, and school district. 

But the university will not 
have to foot the bill for their sec- 
ond venture, the Communica- 
tions Center, as the $7.5 million 
cost will be funded by the state.

On Tuesday April 27, officers 
conducted several ID checks at 
The Spot Tavern during a ran- 
dom check for underage drinkers. 
Twenty nine people were found 
on the premise underage and of 
those twenty nine, twenty seven 
were found to be intoxicated. 

All the individuals were cit- 
ed for being “on or entering the 
premise” as stated in the police 
report. The fine was $393.50 for 
each individual. The bar was 
also charged $209.00 for each 
ticket given out, costing the bar 
over $6,000. 

If one more underage ticket 
is given out at the bar, it will be 
forced to close down for the year. 

One employee, who had left 
a half hour before the bust said, 
“All the bartenders were check- 
ng IDs for underage drinkers; it 
is hard though to always detect 
all the fake IDs.” 

Nolan Waldron, another 
worker, commented, “We were 
short staffed that night with a 
missing bouncer and bartender; 
we did all we could to restrict 
underage drinkers from entering 
onto the premise.”

on purposely.” 

Underage students also com- 
mented that the cops were very 
disrespectful to them as well.

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Recker, Interior Design instructor, read 
an article in the newspaper about the 
missionaries purchasing the elemen- 
tary school in order to restore it.

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Fee case doesn’t | 
hold at Eau Claire 


@ Supreme Court decision won't affect 
manadatory fee case at UW-Eau Claire 


A supreme Court case about 
useing university money for groups 
students may object to won’t have 
much of an impact at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Eau Claire, 
a student leader said. 

The high court decided last week 
it will hear a UW-Madison case 
about whether state-run universi- 
ties can collect activity fees from 
all students, even it they object to 
ideological or political groups. 

Student Body President Eric 
Kasper said the situation at UW- 
Eau Claire is different, so the 
court’s decision won’t have much 
of an effect. 

“We don’t fund organizations; 
we fund organized activities,” 
Kasper said. “It’s not the same 
problem.” 

Organized activities include 
educaitonal groups such as the 
Artist and Forum series. the Chil- 
dren’s Center and Health Services. 

Some groups take a political or 
ideological stance, and that is why 
UW-Eau Claire doen’t fund them 
through ted fees, said William 
Keeton, mentee affairs director 
for the Student Senate. 

The UW-Madison case origi- 
nally was filed in 1996 by three 
law students who disagreed with 
thier money being directed to 18 
organizations thath take political 
or ideological stances, including 
Students of National Organiza- 


tions for Women, International 
Socialist Organization, Campus 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual Center and 
an Aids support network. 

A federal trial judge and an 
appeals court ruled students would 
be foced to fund organizations that 
they might find objectionable. 

The lower court barred the 
university from taking fees from 
students to fund objectionable 
organizations because it violates 
their free speech. 

At UW-Eau Claire students 
already have the option to receive 
a refund from the United Coun- 
cil which obtains 95 cents fro each 
student through segregated fees. 
United Council is the largest 
statewide student association, rep- 
resenting 140,000 students. 

Kasper said either way the 
Supreme Court ruling probably 
won't be substantial for Eau Claire. 

UW-Eau Claire will do what- 
ever is necessary to comply with the 
court’s decision, said Charles Bauer, 
UW-Eau Claire’s vice chancellor 
of business and student services. 

Bauer said the university rec- 
ognizes organiztions but does not 
fund them so they can maintain 
their independence. 

Student organizations are 
allowed to use space at the uni- 
versity for meetings without charge, 
but if they have a fund-raising 
event, they need to pay rent.

you have attractive graduate pro- 
grams such as MBA's or M.S.’s in 
Engineering). Our ESL Program 
is responsible for almost half of 
the 200 foreign students matric- 
ulating on campus. That means 
they did not have the required 
TOEFL so they were accepted into 
the University, but had to take 
our program first. Without the 
ESL Program, they would have 
had to go to another institution. 

Another factor is that the 
smallest target market for ESL 
students is the market for under- 
graduate students. That means 
most UW campuses are compet- 
ing in the toughest ESL market, 
so the skill and commitment to 
international marketing must be 
there in order to be successful. 
This approach will take increased 
international marketing skills, 
money and time (day to day effort 
with this effort maybe taking up 
to 5 years or more). With state 
funds not being given to the UW- 
System, I do not see many UW 
campuses willing to support such 
an investment. 

Second, H&T will have to 
compete with programs in the 
bigger, better-known cities that 
can find more internships and 
jobs for their H&T grads than 
Stout, making them more attrac- 
tive. In addition, without an ELI, 
how can a campus give the kind 
of support foreign students need 
in order to be successful? What 
will you do if students do need 
additional English skills?

test. It tests mostly grammar and 
reading skills - not the commu- 
nicative skills needed to be suc- 
cessful at an American univer- 
sity. Trying to attract students 
without the proper support pro- 
grams does not seem wise. This 
is exactly what many UW cam- 
puses are trying to do with their 
diversity drives. 

I wonder how we can attract 
diverse populations if we aren’t 
willing to provide the kind of 
support needed in order for them 
to be successful. Wher I used to 
advise students overseas , I would 
lead students away from schools 
without ESL programs with the 
belief that if they did need help, 
the school may not be able to 
provide the help nor necessari- 
y understand their unique needs. 

I also believe that our foreign 
student population helps UW- 
Stevens, Point's desire for diver-

sity on its campuses. If a prospec- 
tive Attican-Atieticans or Mex- 
ican-American student were to 
come on campus, seeing the 
diverse mix of students would 
make them feel more comfort- 
able. Again, this boils down to 
marketing, knowing your mar- 
ket and understanding your mar- 
ket. I do not see this awareness 
in much of UW’s diversity plans. 

I certainly do not mean to be 
disrespectful to Stout adminis- 
trators. This had to be a very dif- 
ficult decision for them to make. 
Unfortunately, it is difficult to 
bring experienced ESL profes- 
sionals who have both the acad- 
emic and marketing experience 
needed to make ESL Programs 
self-sufficient to the Wisconsin 
campuses. ESL is a multi-billion 
dollar a year industry and the com- 
petition is very tough. If the pro- 
gram itself is not making money 


and there is no support from Madi- 
son, then it is very difficult for 
small ESL programs to survive. 
Should administrators spend 
money to bring foreign students 
on to our campuses or should that 
money be spent improving the 
education of the taxpaying Wis- 
consin residents? This is not an 
easy question. (Though one could 
argue that bringing foreign stu- 
dents onto our campuses does 
increase the overall educational 
quality of a campus.) Personally, 
I have fallen in love with UW- 
Stevens Point and Wisconsin and 
it is now my life’s mission to bring 
as many foreign students to study 
in Wisconsin as possible. This is 
a great place to learn about the 
“real America” and I want to share 
our world with the world at large.

For those about 
to graduate, this could be a very 
costly mistake. 

Is graduation the best time to 
start investing in one’s financial 
future? This is acommon ques- 
tion for any graduating student, 
and the answer is definitely yes. 

Even though a recent graduate 
might be concerned with repay- 
ing loans, bills, and buying such 
things as a new car, investing soon 
after college can pay enormous 
dividends. Although retirement 
might seem too distant to fathom, 
it is never too early to start prepar- 
ing for the future. 

Many concerned investors 
have found financial freedom 
through mutual funds. A mutu- 
al fund is a company that makes 
investments for shareholders. 
The fund pools money from many 
investors with similar outcome 
objectives and investment inter- 
ests.

For the next thirty years, the suc- 
cessful Stout graduate lets the 
money do the work and does not 
invest any more money. As retire- 
ment approaches at the age of 
sixty, this individual has earned 
around $270,000, for a net prof- 
it of about $250,000. 

Should another graduate wait 
nine years to begin investing in the 
same mutual fund, the difference 
is remarkable. This person could 
invest $2,000 per year from age thir- 
ty to age sixty, and have a total of 
$60,000 invested upon retirement. 
This individual will have earned 
about $260,000, for a net profit of 
$200,000 at age sixty.

One would have little doubt 
that the metal giant Metallica has 
had a considerable influence on 
the world of rock music. What 
one might not realize is just how 
far that influence has carried. 

Our story begins in a far away 
land with a funny name, Helsin- 
ki, Finland. There, not too long 
ago (circa 1993), four aspiring stu- 
dents from the prestigious Sibelius 
Academy for classical musicians 
came across an interesting and 
novel notion.

What was the concept? Let’s 
play Metallica by cello.

That all 
changed in late 1995 when the 
team did their first amplified show, 


which earned them a record deal . 


with Mercury records (the same 
label-which boasts a roster of such 
hard hitting acts as Rammstein, 
Cake, and Biohazard).

Apocalyptica, has thus far pro- 
duced two full length CDs, one in 
1996 comprised of all Metallica 
songs and a second in late 1998 
branching out to other acts includ- 
ing Slayer and Megadeth.

The 
quartet is entirely in tune with 
each other, able to duplicate the 
guitar, drum, and vocal sound of 
Metallica on their cellos.

The 14 transfers is the largest 
group coach Ed Meierkort has had 
in his six years with the Blue Devils. 

"Taking 12 mid-semester trans- 
fers took a lot of pressure off the
